And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  issue  bonds  of  the  city  of  Bal-  Jssu'-  Jj»«i« 
timore,  as  provided  in  Maryland  Code,  Public 
Local  Laws,  Article  4,  Section  939,  to  be  denomi- 
nated on  their  face,  Baltimore  Water  Stock,  to  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  and  forty-five  thousand 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necersary, 
bearing  into  est  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  paya- 
ble half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  May  and  No- 
vember in  each  year,  redeemable  at  any  time  after 
the  year  1875,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  pay- 
ment of  said  lands,  water  rights,  and  property.

hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  such  sur- 
piusiand.  j}jus  }ant[  or  0ther  property,  and  pay  over  the 
proceeds  to  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  to  be 
applied  to  the  redemption  of  the  debt  hereby  created.

Whereas  the  cinders  falling  from  chimneys, 
stacks  and  furnaces  connected  with  blacksmith 
shops,  steam  engines  and  foundries  are  a  great 
annoyance  to  some  neighborhoods,  depriving  citi- 
zens of  the  use  of  their  yards,  in  a  great  measure, 
for  drying  clothes,  &c;  therefore — 

Section  1.     Be   it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the 
Mayor  and    City   Council  of   Baltimore,  That    no    .. Re*' 
person  shall  erect,  or  continue  to  use,  any  chimney, 
stack,  stove-pipe  or  furnace  within   the    limits  of 
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the  city,  in  such  manner  as  that  the  cinders  there* 
of  shall  anno)r  any  neighbor  or  citizen  ;  and  that, 
all  chimneys,  stacks  or  stove-pipes,  not  over  fifty 
feet  hjgh,  connected  with  blacksmith  shops,  steam 
engines  or  furnaces,  shall  be  provided* with  spark- 
catchers,  so  as  to  prevent  the  cinders  from  annoy- 
ing the  citizens  in  the  neighborhood  ;  and  upon 
the  complaint  of  any  neighbor  or  citizen  thereof  to 
the  Mayor,  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  order  the 
same. to  be  altered  or  removed  ;  and  if  any  person 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  alter  or  remove  the  same, 
after  thirty  days  notice,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
sutn  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  and  the  like  sum 
for  each  and  every  week  thereafter  until  such  order 
shall  be  obeyed.

or  sums  so  assessed,  as  damages  as  aforesaid.

the  bounds  of  this  city,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  give  at  least  thirty  days'  notice,  in  at  least 
two  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  city,  of  the 
object  of  the  ordinance  under  which  they  are  about 
to  act,  and  of  the  day,  hour  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting  under  the  said  ordinance  ;  and  the  said 
commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place 
mentioned  in  the  notice  given  by  them,  and  pro- 
ceed to  exercise  the  power  and  perform  the  duty 
assigned  to  and  required  of  them,  under  and  by 
virtue  of  this  ordinance,  and  ascertain  whether  any 
and  what  amount  in  value  of  damage  will  thereby 
be  caused  to  the  owner  of  any  right  or  interest 
claimed  in  any  ground  or  improvements  within  or 
adjacent  to  the  said  city,  over  and  above  the  amount 
in  value  of  benefit  which  will  thereby  accrue  to 
such  owner,  for  which,  taking  into  consideration 
all  advantages  and  disadvantages,  such  owner 
ought  to  be  compensated  ;  and  in  addition  there- 
to shall  award  to  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  any 
lot  of  ground,  or  of  any  improvement  that  may 
be  removed,  such  damages,  if  any,  as  the  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  may  believe 
such  party  or  parties  have  sustained  by  such  re- 
moval; and  the  said  commissioners,  after  having 
ascertained  the  whole  amount  of  damages  as  afore- 
said, and  after  having  added  thereto  an  estimate, 
made  by  them,  of  the  probable  amount  of  expenses 
which  will  be  incurred  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  required  of  them  as  aforesaid,  and  also  the 
expense  incurred  by  the  Register  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  shall  proceed  to  assess 
all  the  ground  and  improvements  within  and  adja- 
cent to  the  city,  the  owners  of  which,  as  such,  the 
said  commissioners  shall  decide  and  deem  to  be  di- 
rectly benefitted  by  accomplishing  the  objectauthor- 
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ized  in  the  ordinance  aforesaid;  and  should  the  direct 
benefits,  assessed  as  aforesaid,  not  he  equal  to  the 
damages  and  expenses  incurred,  the  halance  of  said 
expeuses  and  damages  shall  he  paid  by  the  City 
Register  and  be  taken  out  of  the  general  levy, 
subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  such  restrictions,  ex- 
empting certain  descriptions  of  property  from 
assessment,  as  are  contained  in  any  law  of  the 
State,,  or  in  this  ordinance  or  in  any  other  ordi- 
nance of  the  cit}r. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
in  every  case  where  it  shall  be  necessary  in  order 
to  effect  the  object  proposed,  that  a  part  only  of  a 
house  and  lot,  or  of  a  lot,  shall  be  taken  and  used  or 
destroyed,  and  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  shall 
claim  to  be  compensated  for  the  whole,  the  said 
commissioners  shall  ascertain  the  full  value  thereof, 
as  if  the  whole  lot  and  improvement  were  necessary 
to  be  taken  and  used  for  such  proposed  object ;  and 
the  whole  amount  of  such  valuation,  when  finally 
decided  on,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner 
or  owners  thereof,  or  vested  in  city  five  per  cent, 
stock  for  his,  her  or  their  use,  before  any  part 
thereof  shall  be  destroyed,  removed  or  used,  unless 
such  owner  or  owners  shall  assent  thereto,  in 
writing,  as  provided  in  the  fourteenth  section  of 
this  ordinance  ;  and  the  said  commissioners,  after 
giving  ten  days'  notice  in  two  of  the  daily  news- 
papers of  the  city,  of  the  time  and  place,  manner 
and  terms  of  sale,  shall  sell  the  materials  of  any 
house  which  it  shall  be  necessary  to  remove,  in 
whole,  or  in  part,  and  the  residue  of  any  lot  of 
which  a  part  shall  be  taken  and  used  as  necessary 
to  effect  the  object  confided  to  the  commissioners, 
and  for  which  the  owners  shall  claim  to  be  fully 
compensated,  at  public  auction,  to  the  highest  bid- 
der for  cash,  to  be  paid  on  the  day  when  full  pos- 
session shall  be  given  of  the  property  or  materials 
so  sold,  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  on  receiving  the  price  or  sum  of  money  so 
bid,  shall,  by  a  good  and  sufficient  deed,  to  be  ex- 
ecuted and  acknowledged  by  them  in  the  form  and 
manner  required  by  law  for  conveying  the  title  of 
land  in  this  State,  convey  any  ground  by  them  so 
sold  to  the  purchaser  thereof,  and  such  sale  shall 
be  made  before  the  Commissioners  shall  proceed  to 
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assess  the  amount  of  damages  and  expenses  to  be 
assesed  as  directed  by  this  ordinance.  And  the 
said  commissioners  are  duly  empowered  to  take 
and  Yeceive  a  bond  of  the  purchaser  of  the  property 
or  materials  aforesaid,  with  a  penalty  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  price  for 
which  the  same  was  sold,  shall  be  duly  paid  at 
such  time  as  they,  the  said  commissioners,  are 
prepared  to  deliver  possession  of  said  property  and 
materials,  and  that  the  said  purchaser  shall  remove, 
within  sixty  days'  thereafter,  from  the  bed  of  the 
street,  all  such  materials  so  sold;  and  all  rubbish 
or  other  obstructions  in  said  street  occasioned 
thereby  ;  and,  in  the  event  of  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  failing  forthwith  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  said  sale,  the  commissioners  shall  resell 
the  said  property  or  materials  at  the  risk  of  the 
former  purchaser  or  purchasers,  giving  not  less 
than  five  days'  notice  of  said  sale  in  two  of  the 
daily  newspapers  of  the  city  aforesaid. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
as  soon  as  the  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  have 
completed  the  valuation  of  damages  ascertained  by 
them,  as  directed  by  the  sixth  section  of  this  ordi- 
nance, they  shall  cause  a  statement  thereof  to  be 
made  out  and  placed  in  the  office  of  the  Register 
of  the  city,  for  the  inspection  of  all  persons  de- 
siring information  of  its  contents,  and  such  state- 
ment, together  with  an  explanatory  map  or  maps, 
shall  contain  a  correct  description  of  each  separate 
lot  or  parcel  of  ground  deemed  to  have  sustained 
damages,  its  length  and  breadth,  the  name  of  any 
street,  square,  lane  or  alley  on  which  it  bounds, 
the  names  of  all  persons  who  shall  claim  any 
estate  or  interest  in  it,  and  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages as  valued  by  the  commissioners,  and  if  there 
be  any  house  or  other  improvement  on  it  necessary 
to  be  removed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  a  description  of 
the  size  and  such  other  particulars  as  the  commis- 
sioners shall  deem  proper  ;  and  in  like  manner  a 
description  of  each  parcel  of  ground  deemed  by  the 
commissioners  to  be  benefitted,  the  name  or  names 
of  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  claim  any  estate 
or  interest  therein,  and  the  amount  assessed  thereon 
for  benefits  ;  and  the  commissioners  shall  cause  a 
notice   to   be  published,   four  successive  days,   in 
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three  daily  newspapers  of  the  city,  stating  the  ex- 
tent of  the  ground  covered  by  the  assessment,  and 
that  such  statement  and  map  or  maps  have  been  so 
deposited  with  the  Register  for  examination  ;  and 
that  the  commissioners  will  meet  at  the  office  of 
the  commissioners  for  opening  streets  on  a  day 
in  such  notice  to  be  named,  which  sjiall  be  within 
ten  days  after  the  first  publication  of  such  notice, 
to  review  any  of  the  several  matters  set  forth  in 
the  said  statement,  to  which  any  person  claiming 
to  be  interested  therein  shall,  on  that  day,  so  ap- 
pointed, make  objection,  and  the  commissioners 
consider  re-  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  so  appointed,  and 
tions  and  consider  all  such  representations  and  testimony  on 
oath  or  affirmation,  verbal*  or  in  writing,  in  rela- 
tion to  any  matter  in  said  statement,  which  shall 
be  offered  to  them  on  behalf  of  any  person  claim- 
ing to  be  interested  therein  ;  and  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  make  all  such  corrections  and 
alterations  in  the  valuations,  assessments  and  esti- 
mates, and  all  other  matters  contained  in  the  said 
statements  and  explanatory  map  or  maps  aforesaid, 
as,  in  their  judgment,  shall  appear  to  them,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  to  be  just  and  proper  ;  and  they 
ma}r  adjourn  from  clay  to  day,  if  necessary,  to  give 
all  parties  claiming  a  review  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  ten  days  ;  and 
after  closing  such  review,  the  commissioners  shall 
make  all  such  corrections  in  their  statement  and  ex- 
planatory map  or  maps,  as  they  shall  deem  pro- 
per, and  cause  such  statement  and  map  or  maps,  so 
corrected  and  certified  under  the  hands  and  seals 
of  said  commissioners  and  their  clerk,  to  be  de- 
posited in  the  office  of  the  Register  as  one  of  the 
records  of  the  city  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Register,  within  five  days  after  said  proceedings 
shall  have  been  deposited  in  his  office,  to  notify  all 
persons  interested,  by  an  advertisement,  to  be  in- 
serted once  a  week,  for  four  successive  weeks,  in 
three  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  city,  that  the 
said. assessment  and  maps  have  been  so  placed  in 
itd  to.  his  office,  and,  that  the  parties  interested  therein, 
are  entitled  to  appeal  therefrom,  by  petition,  in 
writing,  to  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  city. 

Section  9.     And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
any  person  or  persons,  or  corporations,  who   may 
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be  dissatisfied  with  the  assessment  of  damages  or 
benefits,    as    hereintofore    provided,  may,    within 
thirty  days  after  the  return  of  the  corrected  state- 
ment and  map  or  maps  to  the  Register,  as  provided 
in  the  eighth  section   of   this  ordinance,  and  the 
first  publication  of  the  notice  thereof  by  the  Re- 
gister, appeal  therefrom  by  petition,  in  writing,  to 
the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  city,  praying  the 
said  court  to  review  the  same,  and  on  any  such  ap- 
peal the  court  may,  and  shall,  appoint  a  day  for 
hearing  said  appeal,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  five 
or  more  than  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of 
the  thirty  days  limited  for  taking  appeals  as  afore- 
said, and  shall  direct  the  clerk  of  the  said  court  to 
issue  a  subpoena  duces  tecund  to  the  Register  of 
the  city,  requiring  him  to  produce  and  deliver  to 
said    court   the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  in  the  case,  and  all  maps, 
plats,  documents  and  papers  connected  with  such 
record  ;    and  the  said  Superior  Court  shall  have 
full  power  to  hear  and  fully  examine  the  subject, 
and  decide  on  the  said  appeal,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and  may  cause  all  such  appeals 
to  be  consolidated,  or  may  hear  and  decide  them 
separately,  and  may  require  the  said  commissioners, 
their  clerk,  surveyor,  or  other  agents  and  servants, 
or  any  of  them,  and  all  such  other  persons  as  the 
court  shall  deem  necessary  to  attend,  and  examine 
them  on  oath  or  affirmation,  and  may  permit  and 
require   all  such   explanations,   amendments    and 
additions  to  be  made  to  and  of  the  said  record  of  the 
proceedings  as  the  said  court  shall  deem  requisite  ; 
and  the  persons  appealing  to  the  Superior  Court,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  secured  in  the  right  of  a  jury 
trial ;  and  the  said  court  shall  direct  the   Sheriff 
of  Baltimore  city  to  summon  twelve  or  more  per- 
sons, qualified   to  be  jurors,   and  shall  empannei 
any  twelve  disinterested  persons  so  summoned,  or 
attending  the  court,  to  try  any  question  of  facts, 
and,  if  necessary,  to  view  any  property  in  the  city, 
or  adjacent  thereto,  to  ascertain  and  decide  on  the 
amount  of  damages  or  benefit,  under  the  direction 
of  the  court  ;  and  the  said  court  shall  not  reject  or 
set  aside  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said 
commissioners  for  any  defect  or  omission  in  either 
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form  or  substance,  but  shall  amend  or  supply  all 
such  defects  and  omissions,  and  increase  or  reduce 
the  amount  of  damages  and  benefits  assessed,  and 
alter,  modify  and  correct  the  said  return  of  pro- 
ceedings, in  all  or  any  of  its  parts,  as  the  said  court 
shall  deem  just  and  proper  ;  and  shall  cause  the 
proceedings  and  decisions  on  said  returns  and  ap- 
peals to  be  entered  in  the  book  containing  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  commissioners, 
certified  by  the  clerk,  under  the  seal  of  the  court, 
and  the  book  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Register  of 
the  city,  which  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in 
every  respect,  unless  an  appeal  be  taken  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  and  such  record  book,  or  a  copy 
of  the  proceedings  therein,  or  any  part  of  such 
proceedings,  whether  in  court  or  out  of  court,  cer- 
tified by  the  Register  of  the  city,  under  the  corpo- 
jutteehave  rate  seal  of  the  city,  shall  be  evidence  in  any  court 
;££"  in  this  State;  and  the  Judge  of  the  Superior 
costs'  Court  of  Baltimore  city  shall  have  full  power,  in 

his  discretion,  to  add  the  reasonable  costs  of  any 
appeal,  to  be  taxed  by  him,  or  any  part  thereof, 
to  the  damages  to  be  collected  for  opening  or  clo- 
sing said  street,  or  to  require  such  cost,  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  be  paid  by  all  or  b}^  either  of  the 
appellants  as  the  circumstances  of  each  appeal,  in 
his  opinion,  shall  justify. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  if  no  apeal  shall  have  been  prayed  within 
ten  days  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited  there- 
for, or  after  the  return  of  the  decision  upon  any 
appeal  shall  have  been  made  to  the  Register,  the 
said  Register  shall  transfer  the  said  commissioners' 
return  to  the  Collector,  who  shall  proceed  forth- 
with to  notify  the  parties  assessed  for  benefits,  by 
means  of  bills  specifying  the  several  sums  so 
assessed,  and  warning  them  that  if  the  same  be 
not  paid  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  such 
transfer  of  said  commissioners'  returns,  he  will 
proceed  to  sell  the  specific  piece  or  parts  of  pro- 
perty on  which  such  unpaid  sum  or  sums  of  money 
shall  have  been  assessed  in  the  manner,  and  after 
having  given  the  notice  directed  by  'the  eleventh 
section  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  if  the  sums  assessed  upon  the  property  cer- 
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titled  shall  not  bo  paid  within  the  time  above  limi- 
ted, the  Collector  shall  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  sell  the  property,  or  any 
part  thereof  on  which  such  assessment  has  been 
laid,  giving  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more 
than  sixty  days'  notice  of  said  sale  in  two  of  the  daily 
newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  said 
notice  to  be  published  within  ten  days  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  limited  in  the  tenth  section 
for  the  payments  of  said  benefits,  and  the  moneys 
so  collected  by  the  Collecter  shall  be  paid  over  by 
him  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
as  other  moneys  are  directed  to  be  paid  over,  and 
by  them  to  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

Section  12.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  in  all  cases  in  which  the  City  Collector  shall 
sell  any  property  on  acount  of  the  non-payment 
of  assessments  made  for  the  opening,  closing, 
widening  or  extension  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley, 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  sell  said  property  to  the  ex- 
tent, and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  which  are 
provided  by  ordinance  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  charged  with  the  payment 
of  other  taxes  imposed  by  this  corporation,  and  in 
the  event  of  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  failing 
forthwith  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  said  sale, 
the  Collector  shall  resell  the  same  at  the  risk  of 
the  former  purchaser,  giving  not  less  than  ten 
days'  notice  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the 
city  aforesaid,  and  after  collecting  the  benefit  as- 
sessments he  shall  forthwith  return  the  said  com- 
missioners' proceedings  to  the  City  Comptroller. 

Section  18.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  City  Collector,  on  receiving  the  full 
amount  of  the  purchase  money  on  such  sale,  shall 
execute  a  deed  of  conveyance  in  favor  of  the  pur- 
chaser or  purchasers,  or  their  assign  or  assignees, 
which  deed  shall  convey  a  fee  simple  in  leasehold 
estate,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  and  to  such  property, 
and  after  deducting  the  costs  of  sales,  advertising 
and  other  necessary  expenses,  he  shall  pay  the  bal- 
ance of  such  purchase  money  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  who  shall  pay  over  the  said 
balance,  after  deducting  the  amount  assessed  on 
said  property,  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled 
thereto,  on  demand,  without  interest. 
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Section  14.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  all  sums  of  money  assessed  by  the  commis- 
sioners aforesaid,  upon  property  deemed  by  them  to 
be  benefitted,  shall  be  and  continue  liens  on  each 
several  piece  of  property  so  assessed,  to  the  amount 
of  its  particular  assessment,  until  the  same  shall 
be  paid  to  the  city;  but,  no  part  of  any  street, 
square,  lane  or  alley,  shall  be  opened  on  or  over 
the  ground  of  any  person  or  persons,  or  corpora- 
tions, adjudged  by  the  commissioners  to  be  enti- 
tled to  damages  for  said  opening,  without  the 
consent,  in  writing,  of  the  person  or  corporation 
so  entitled,  until  such  damages  shall  be  paid,  or 
the  amount  thereof  invested  in  the  city  five  per  cent, 
stock,  for  the  use  of  each  person  or  corporation  en- 
titled to  any  part  of  the  compensation  for  such 
damages,  to  the  amount  of  his,  her  or  their  re- 
spective right  and  interest  therein,  of  which  in- 
vestment the  Register's  certificate,  under  the  cor- 
porate seal   of  the  city,  shall  be  competent  proof. 

Section  15.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  any  person  or  persons  not  claiming  title  to 
any  lot  or  piece  of  property  upon  which  any  sums 
shall  be  assessed,  as  aforesaid,  may  pay  the  amount 
of  the  sum  so  assessed,  within  the  time  limited,  to 
the  Register  of  the  city,  and  obtain  his  certificate 
of  having  paid  such  sum  without  claiming  title  to 
the  property,  and  such  payment  shall  vest  in  the 
person  or  persons  paying  his,  her  or  their  heirs, 
the  lien  on  such  lot  or  property  mentioned  in  the 
fourteenth  section' of  this  ordinance. 

Section  16.  And  be  it'  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  if  it  should  so  happen  that  any  one  or  more 
of  said  commissioners  should  be  interested  in  any 
particular  case,  the  Mayor  shall  make  a  temporary 
appointment  of  a  commissioner  or  commissioners 
to  act  in  the  place  and  stead  of  such  interested 
commissioner  or  commissioners,  who  shall  take  the 
oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  in  all 
respects  conduct  himself  as  the  commissioners  who 
are  annually  appointed. 

Section  17.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  in  case  the  said  commissioners  shall  com- 
mence any  proceedings  by  virtue  of  this  or  any 
future  ordinance,  they  shall  be  allowed  not  exceed- 
ing ninety  days   to  complete  the  same,  provided, 
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should  said  commissioners  ascertain  it  to  be  im- 
practicable so  to  complete  the  said  proceedings, 
they  shall  make  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  a  full 
and  explicit  report  of  the  cause  and  causes  of  such 
inability,  together  with  all  such  other  matters  con- 
nected therewith,  as  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
may  from  time  to  time  require,  and  shall  sus- 
pend all  further  proceedings  until  otherwise  di- 
rected. 

Section  18.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  said  commissioners  for  opening  streets  ciose  their 
shall  proceed  to  close  all  their  work,  notwithstand- 
ing they  may  not  be  reappointed  within  six  months 
from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which 
they  were  appointed  by  virtue  of  the  first  section 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  19.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  whenever  any  lot,  or  part  of  a  lot,  or  parcel 
of  ground,  may  be  taken  and  included  within  the 
lines  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof, 
and  damages  assessed  therefor,  and  there  shall  be 
an  outstanding  unexpired  term  of  years  therein,  commis 
the  said  commissioners  shall  discriminate  in  their 
proceedings  between  the  value  of  fee  simple  or 
ground  rent  interest,  and  the  leasehold  interest. 

Section  20.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  whenever  any  obstruction  shall  have  remained 
in  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof,  so 
opened,  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  been 
returned  to  the  Register  of  the  city,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  commissioners  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
removed,  and  to  draw  on  the  Register  for  the  ex- 
penses so  incurred,  which  shall  be  paid  by  him;  ed 
and  the  Mayor  shall  forthwith  cause  a  suit  for 
the  recovery  of  said  expenses,  to  be  instituted 
against  the  person  or  persons  by  whose  default  the 
said  obstruction  has  been  suffered  to  remain,  and 
the  same  when  recovered  shall  be  paid  to  the  Regis- 
ter for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Section  21.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  in  each  case  of  laying  out,  opening,  extend- 
ing, widening,  straightening  or  closing  up,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  any  street,  square,  lane  or  alley,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall,  for  each  and  every  day  in  which  they 
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and  their  clerks  shall  be  actually  engaged  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  assess,  as  part  of  the 

?Ur  diem  to  expenses  of  their  proceedings,  a  per  diem  as  to  each 
'   '" BM*d«    of  said  commissioners  and  their  clerk  of  four  dol- 
lars, to  be  collected  as  other  expenses  are,  and  to 
be  paid  to  the  Register  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Section  22.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  salary  of  each  of  said  commissioners  shall 
be  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  of 
their  clerk  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  to  be 
i  •■'  paid  as  other  city  officers  are  paid  ;  the  said  pay- 
ment to  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  all  compensation 
for  the  duties  required  of  them.  When  the  pro- 
ceedings in  any  case  arising  under  this  ordinance 
are  transferred  by  the  Register  to  the  Collector,  the 
Register  is  authorized  and  required  to  pay  all  the 
expenses  incurred  by  the  commissioners  under  the 
said  proceedings. 

Section  23.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the    commissioners   for  opening   streets,    so 

Booksand  s00n  as  j^gy  snall  have  completed  their  work  on 
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lepoMted     each  street,  shall  deposit  all  papers  and  books  re- 
lating thereto  in  the  office  of  the  City  Register. 

Section  24.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  whenever  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  bed  of 
any  of  the  streetsj  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city,  as 
laid  out  on  Poppleton's  plat,  shall  offer  to  convey 
the  same  to  the  corporation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Mayor  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  City  Coun- 
sellor or  City  Solicitor  in  relation  to  the  legality  of 
the  deed  or  deeds,  and,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Mayor,  it  will  be  right  and  proper,  and  the  public 
good  will  result  therefrom,  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  receive,  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  any  deed  or  deeds  so  offered 
to  the  city,  provided  that  no  deed  shall  be  for  less 
than  one  whole  square,  and  that  the  city  shall  not 
incur  any  expense  in  receiving  the  same.

Whereas  we,  as  the  representatives  of  the  loyal  people  of 
this  city,  feel  it  a  duty  incumbent  upon  us  to  express  our 
views  in  regard  to  the  registration  law  of  this  State,  and  by 
so  doing  we  believe  we  speak  the  sentiments  of  all  the  loyal 
citizens  of  Baltimore  ;  therefore,  be  it 
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Eesolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  we  cheerfully  endorse  the  views  of  his  Excellency,

It  is  a  middle  point  in  the  line  of 
States  from  north  to  south,  about  equi-distant  from  either 
extreme,  its  temperate  climate  and  healthy  location  is  un- 
surpassed,and  at  all  times  accessible  to  the  ocean.  It  possesses 
lines  of  railroad  connecting  it  with  all  the  Atlantic  cities  of 
our  country,  with  the  shortest  and  most  direct  communication 
with  the  Great  West ;  its  ship  yards  and  builders  are  dis- 
tinguished for  their  skill  and  fidelity,  having  already  turned 
out  some  fine  specimens  of  naval  architecture,  and  done  a 
vast  amount  of  repairs,  all  of  which  have  received  the 
approval  of  the  Government.  Its  facilities  for  furnishing 
naval  supplies,  of  the  best  quality,  and  in  any  required 
abundance,  are  not  surpassed  by  any  city  in  the  Union.

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  whenever  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  occur 
in  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools 
daring  the  session  of  the  City  Council,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Board  to  inform 
the  Mayor  of  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  who  shall 
communicate  the  same  to  the  First  and  Second 
Branches  of  the  City  Council,  who  shall  proceed 
in  convention,  according  to  their  respective  rules,  Fmvacan- 
to  fill  said  vacancy  or  vacancies.  If  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies  shall  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  City 
Council  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  fill  the  same  as  soon 
as  may  be  convenient ;  the  person  or  persons  so 
elected  to  serve  until  the  next  session  of  the  City 
Council. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  a  suit-  supennten- 
able  person  to  be  the  Superintendent  of  Public  iSa-nctiS? 
Instruction  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  who  shall  be 
a  resident  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  of  literary  and 
scientific  acquirements,  and  of  skill  and  experi- 
ence in  the  art  of  teaching,  and  who  shall  serve 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Super- 
intendent to  devote  his  time  and  attention  entirely 
to  the  general  supervision  of  the  Public  Schools  of 
the  city,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  may  establish. 
It  shall  especially  be  the  duty  of  the  Superinten- 
dent to  visit  every  school  under  the  charge  of  the 
Board  of  Public  School  Commissioners  as  often  as 
once  in  each  quarterly  session,  or  four  times  during 
the  academic  year  ;  to  examine  into  its  respective 
studies,  and  to  inquire  into  all  matters  relating  to 
the  government  of  the  schools^  such  as  the  curri- 
culum of  studies,  discipline  and  course  of  instruc- 
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tion  pursued  therein,  the  text  books  that  are  used, 
the  condition  of  the  school-houses,  and  to  make  a 
monthly  report  of  the  matters  thus  specified  to  the 
Board  of  Public  School  Commissioners. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  in  order  to  advance  the  interests  of  the 
schools  committed  to  his  charge,  the  City  Superin- 
tendent, in  conjunction  with  a  committee  of  three 
members  of  the  School  Board,  shall,  in  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  Board,  examine  into  and  ascer- 
tain the  qualifications  of  applicants  for  the  situa- 
tion of  teachers,  and  to  re-examine,  if  necessary, 
any  of  the  teachers  employed  in  the  schools  under 
the  charge  of  the  Board  ;  and  in  order  further  to 
promote  the  cause  of  sound  education,  and  to  ele- 
vate the  character  and  qualifications  of  the  teach- 
ers, the  Superintendent  shall,  by  all  the  means  in 
his  power,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  teachers  in 
relation  to  their  duties,  the  proper  classification  of 
studies,  the  best  methods  of  imparting  instruction, 
and,  in  general,  to  the  proper  discipline  and  man- 
agement of  the  schools  under  their  charge. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  salary  of  the  City  Superintendent  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Public  School  Commis- 
sioners, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  two  brandies 
of  the  City  Council  ;  and  he  shall  make  annually 
a  report,  in  writing,  to  the  City  Council,  of  all 
matters  of  interest  or  importance  in  connection  with 
the  schools;  and  shall  also,  when  requested,  fur- 
nish the  State  Board  of  Education  with  a  written 
statement,  showing  the  number  of  schools  in  the 
city,  the  number  ot'  pupils  under  instruction,  and 
the  teachers  employed  therein,  with  such  additional 
information  in  respect  to  the  matters  above  speci- 
fied as  may  be  deemed  advisable  and  necessary. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  School  Board 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  abolished,  and  that  the 
City  Register  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
receive,  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  all 
moneys  from  the  teachers,  and  all  other  funds  due 
the  School  Board,  and  pay  out  of  the  funds  stand- 
ing in  the  treasury  of  the  city  to  the  credit  of  the 
Public  Schools,  any  orders  that  are  provided  for  in 
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the  levy  for  school  purposes,  after  having  been  ex- 
amined by  the  committee  on  accounts  and  passed 
by  the  Board,  signed  by  the  President  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public 
School  Commissioners. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Schools  shall  have  charge  of  the  Public  Schools 
now  in  operation  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  of 
all  such  as  may  be  in  operation  during  their  con- 
tinuance in  office  ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
employ  teachers  and  determine  their  salaries,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council ;  to  pre- 
scribe the  courses  of  study  and  the  books  to  be 
used  ;  to  make  all  such  by-laws  for  their  own  gov- 
ernment and  all  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
management  of  the  schools  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient, and  to  modify  and  repeal  the  same  at  their 
pleasure  ;  provided  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  so  made  or  modified,  be  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  laws  of  the  State  or  the  ordinances 
of  the  city.  And  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of 
said  Board,  during  the  first  week  of  each  annual 
session  of  the  City  Council,  to  report  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  a  statement  of  its  transactions, 
with  an  account  of  their  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  the  year,  and  their  resources  for  the  year 
then  commenced. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  shall 
have  charge  of  all  the  buildings  used  for  school 
purposes,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  make 
all  necessary  repairs  in  the  school  houses  of  the 
city,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  dollars. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Schools  shall  not  employ  in  building,  repairing  or 
improving,  or  in  furnishing  stationery  or  any  other 
kind  of  supplies,  any  member  of  said  Board,  nor 
shall  any  member  of  said  Board  be  interested,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  whatever  for 
the  use  of  the  Public  Schools. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  the  salaries  of  the  Superintendent  and  Secre- 
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tary  of  the  Board,  and  of  the  teachers  and  all  other 
persons  permanently  employed  by  the  Commission- 
ers of  Public  Schools,  shall  be  paid  monthly,  on 
the  last  day  of  each  month,  by  the  City  "Register  ; 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  in  case  of  any  de- 
ficiency in  the  collection  of  the  school  fund,  or  in 
anticipation  of  the  levy  for  the  same,  to  advance, 
from  time  to  time,  to  said  fund,  such  sums  as  shall 
be  required  for  the  payment  of  said  salaries  at  the 
time  when  they  shall  be  due. 

Section  12.     And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 

Tuition.  That  there  shall  be  no  charge  for  tuition  in  any  of 
the  Public  Schools,  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Commissioners  to  furnish  all  the  necessary  books 
and  stationery  for  the  several  schools,  and  in  gene- 
ral whatever  fuel  or  other  supplies  the  schools  may 
require,  the  same  to  be  paid  for  from  the  public 
school  fund  ;  and  each  pupil  shall  pay,  in  advance, 

Books.  one  d0i]ar  per  quarter  for  the  books  used  by  them, 

which  shall  go  to  the  school  fund  ;  provided  that 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  the  Board  from  donating  the  use  of  books 
to  the  children  of  parents  in  indigent  circum- 
stances ;  provided  further,  that  pupils  may  furnish 
their  own  books  if  they  so  prefer. 

Section  13.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect,  and  be  in 
force,  from  the  date  of  its  passage,  except  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  election  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Schools  in  the  first  section. 

Section  14.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  which 
in  an)*  way  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  and  ordained   by  the 
Mayor  and   City  Council   of  Baltimore,  That  the 
Northern   Central  Railway  Company  be  and  it  is 
Lay  railway    hereby  authorized  to  lay  a  single  track  of  railway, 
track.  with   tram  rail,  from   the  intersection  of  its  track 

on  Eastern  avenue  and  Eden  street,  south  on  Eden 
street  to  Aliceanna  street,  and  a  track,  with  tram 
rail,  on  Aliceanna  street,  from  its  intersection  with 
Bond  street,  west  to  Albemarle  street  ;  provided 
the  trackjextending  from  Central  avenue  on  East- 
ern avenue,  running  west  to  Exeter  street,  and 
thence  on  Exeter  street  to  Aliceanna  street,  be  re- 
moved, and  provided  further,  that  the  track  on 
Eastern  avenue  from  Eden  street  to  Bond  street 
and  thence  on  Bond  street  to  Aliceanna  street  be 
also  removed. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
as  to  annul  in  any  particular  the  powers  reserved 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  the 
third  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement.

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  no  building  already  erected,  or  now  in  course 
of  erection  within  the  limits  of  direct  taxation, 
shall  be  used  as  an  insane  asylum,  or  for  the  pur- 
pose ef  containing  insane  persons  ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  nothing  in  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  refer  to  or  interfere  with  the  Maryland 
State  Hospital. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  any  person  or  persons  offending  against  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  every 
such  offence,  and  a  further  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100)  per  day  for  every  day  they  shall 
permit  any  building  to  be  used  for  such  purpose.

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  any  person  or  persons,  or  body  corporate, 
who  may  be  dissatisfied  with  the  assessment  of 
damages  or  benefits  which  shall  be  made  by  the 
said  Commissioners,  may  appeal  to  the  Superior 
Court  of  Baltimore  City  at  the  time,  in  the  man- 
ner, and  after  like  notice  by  the  Register,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  ordinance  No.  26,  entitled  "An  ordi- 
nance to  provide  for  exercising  certain  powers 
vested  in  this  corporation  in  relation  to  streets  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,"  approved  April  3,  1866, 
and  the  Collector  and  Register  of  the  city  shall 
also  perform  such  duties  in  relation  to  streets  as 
are  required  of  them  by  the  provisions  of  said  or- 
dinance.

Whereas,  it  is  eminently  proper  that  a  free  peo- 
ple should  specially  observe  and  keep  in  remem- 
brance such  days  as  were  signally  remarkable  for 
success  in  their  struggles  for  independence  ;  and 
whereas  the  twelfth  day  of  September  is  the  anni- 
versary of  the  day  on  which,  under  a  kind  Provi- 
dence, our  beloved  city  was  snatched  from  the 
grasp  of  a  foreign  foe,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  twelfth  day 
of  September  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  recognized 
and  declared  to  be  a  municipal  holliday,  and  that 
upon  its  annual  recurrence  the  municipal  depart- 
ments shall  be  closed,  and  the  business  of  the  cor- 
poration suspended,  as  a  mark  of  respect  for  the 
day.

MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


Mayor's  Office — City  Hall, 

Baltimore,  January  15,  1866. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Members  of  the  First 

and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council  : 
Gentlemen  : 

Our  beloved  city  has  been  specially  cared  for  by  a  merciful 
Providence  during  the  past  year.  Our  hearts  should  be 
filled  with  gratitude  for  the  Divine  favors  we  have  enjoyed. 
The  blessings  of  peace  have  returned  after  the  termination 
of  the  most  gigantic  civil  war  that  ever  existed.  The  or- 
ganization of  an  army  of  one  hundred  thousand  men  has 
heretofore  filled  the  mind  with  contemplative  awe.  We 
have  marshaled  and  equiped  millions  of  men  in  defence  of 
our  glorious  Union.  The  promptness  with  which  they  as- 
sembled is  an  earnest  evidence  of  the  estimation  in  which 
they  hold  the  blessings  they  enjoy,  and  the  immediate  re- 
turn to  their  various  peaceful  avocations  convinces  us  that 
they  were  prompted  by  no  other  feelings  than  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  civil  and  religious  liberties  guaranteed  them  un- 
der our  form  of  government. 

This  immense  power  and  passive  submission  to  the  laws 
of  self-government  has  filled  the  old  world  with  wonder  and 
admiration.  The  innate  strength  and  vigor  of  the  people  was 
unknown  to  themselves.  It  should  be  our  fervent  prayer 
that  it  may  be  used  with  wisdom  and  discretion  in  the  fu- 
ture, and  that  the  will  of  the  Almighty  Kuler  of  the  uni- 
verse shall  guide  and  govern  all  in  authority. 

During  this  tremendous  struggle  many  bright  and  glori- 
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ous  spirits  have  offered  their  lives  as  a  willing  sacrifice  for  . 
the  salvation  of  our  common  country.  I  trust  that  the 
hearts  of  legislators  throughout  the  land  may  he  inspired 
to  care  for  the  wounded  and  those  that  have  been  left  behind 
by  those  that  were  lost.  There  is  one  whose  name  stands 
high  on  the  scroll  of  fame  for  beauty  and  sublimity  of  char- 
acter. The  name  of  Abraham  Lincoln  will  live  in  the 
memory  of  our  people,  classed  with  that  of  Washington, 
while  time  shall  last. 

I  return  my  grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  generous 
confidence  bestowed  upon  the  administration  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment. I  have  always  labored  to  select  gentlemen  of  in- 
tegrity and  ability  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
different  departments,  and  from  experience  I  am  convinced 
that  my  exertions  have  been  attended  with  greater  success 
than  I  could  have  anticipated,  and  that  a  more  honest  and 
capable  selection  of  officers  could  not  be  made.

The  deep  solicitude  they  feel  in  the  city's  welfare,  and  the 
great  ability  with  which  they  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
position,  is  apparent  to  those  brought  in  financial  contact 
with  them.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  have  been  associa- 
ted with  them  almost  daily  for  the  past  four  years,  and  the 
warmest  feelings  of  friendship  and  esteem  have  ben  engen- 
dered which  time  itself  cannot  erase.

The  Court-house,  Bayview  Asylum,  City  Jail,  Market 
Houses,  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  city,  is  esti- 
mated at  about  $3,000,000. 

There  has  been  expended  for  bounty,  relief  of  soldiers  and 
their  families,  with  the  fortifications  of  the  city,  $2,769,686.54. 

Plats  have  been  ordered  for  portions  of  the  unproductive 
property,  and  energetic  efforts  will  be  made  to  sell  it  or 
make  it  productive. 

CITY    REGISTER. 

John  A.  Thompson,  Esq.,  who  fills  this  position  is  an 
officer  of  strict  integrity  ;  his  experience  gives  him  a  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  the  duties  of  the  office. 

I  have  on  two  former  occasions  called  the  attention  of 
your  predecessors  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  bond  of  this 
officer,  which  is  but  twenty  thousand  dollars.  In  my  opinion 
its  responsibilities  justify  a  bond  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  It  becomes  your  duty  to  fill  this  position,  as  the 
Register  is  elected  every  two  years  by  the  Council  in  joint 
convention  during  the  month  of  January.  It  is  therefore 
the  proper  time  to  increase  the  bond  if  you  deem  it 
insufficient. 

An  impression  exists  that  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
have  entire  control  over  this  office.  Their  powers  under  the 
ordinance  are  limited  and  ought  to  be  increased. 
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COMPTROLLER. 


Samuel  Maccubbin  Esq.  fills  this  important  position  with 
great  ability  ;  he  is  a  gentleman  of  known  integrity.  It  is 
his  duty  to  supervise  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  city,  and  to 
examine  and  retain  all  its  contracts  ;  every  claim  that  is 
settled  should  be  examined  by  him,  every  check  issued  in 
payment  of  indebtedness  is  ordered  by  him,  and  after  being 
signed  by  the  Register,  is  countersigned  by  him  and  the 
Mayor.  The  most  implicit  confidence  is  placed  in  the 
Comptroller  and  Register,  but,  I  am  compelled  by  a  sense 
of  duty  to  ask  for  the  increase  of  the  Comptroller's  bond, 
which,  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance,  is  but  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  when  I  think  it  ought  to  be  fifty  thousand 
dollars. 

CITY   COLLECTOR. 

The  City  Collector,  Augustus  M.  Price,  Esq.,  is  one  of 
the  most  accomplished  officers  in  the  employ  of  the  city. 

This  department,  under  the  able  management  of  this  offi- 
cer and  his  efficient  assistants,  with  the  attention  which  was 
given  to  his  suggestions  by  previous  Councils  in  passing  laws 
adopting  his  views,  has  arrived  at  as  great  a  state  of  perfec- 
tion as  could  be  expected. 

By  reference  to  the  following  table  you  will  perceive  that 
the  collections  of  1865  have  exceeded  those  of  1864  fifteen 
per  cent.     This  is  an  extraordinary  increase. 

The  Collector  attributes  great  efficiency  to  the  Appeal  Tax 
Court.  Suggestions  are  made  for  further  improvements  in 
the  laws  that  govern  this  department,  and  a  desire  expressed 
that  they  shall  be  passed  by  the  present  Legislature.  If  it 
is  expected  to  accomplish  anything  this  session,  the  City 
Counsellor  should  be  instructed  by  your  honorable  body  to 
frame  such  laws,  and  forward  them  at  once,  as  the  present 
session  will  be  a  short  one.  The  Collector's  experience 
would  enable  him  to  direct  the  City  Counsellor  in  perfecting 
such  laws.

APPEAL  TAX  COURT. 

Joseph  Simms,  George  W.  Gordon  and  David  Taylor, 
Esqrs.,  comprise  this  Court.  These  gentlemen  have  labored 
diligently  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  this  office.  The 
Collector  asserts  that  the  present  Court  has  done  more  to  es- 
tablish a  reliable  basis  of  assessment  than  has  existed  for 
many  years  past. 

They  make  many  valuable  suggestions  in  their  report, 
which  are  impressed  upon  their  minds  from  long  experience 
in  the  office,  and  claim  your  early  attention. 

The  ordinance  passed  last  year  compelling  parties  intend- 
ing to  build  to  procure  a  permit  before  they  commenced,  has 
been  of  great  service  to  the  city  by  preventing  parties  from 
escaping  taxation,  the  Assessor  in  many  instances  not  being 
able  to  find  them  before  that  action.  There  was  issued  in 
1864,  152  permits  ;  in  1865,  710  ;  making  a  difference  of 
558,  which  must  have  increased  the  basis  considerably. 

The  Court  suggests  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  adopting 
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a  different  mode  of  assessment  for  the  opening  or  closing 
of  streets.  They  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  opening  or 
closing  costs  more  as  a  general  rule  than  the  benefits  con- 
ferred on  th-e  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  improvement. 
The  plan  which  the}7  think  would  be  more  just  and  accepta- 
ble, would  be  to  assess  about  three-fifths  of  the  cost  of  im- 
provement on  those  immediately  benefited,  and  the  balance 
by  general  assessment.  This  they  think  would  rid  the  city 
of  all  legal  difficulties,  delays  and  expenses  attending  the 
present  mode.  I  am  convinced  that  this  suggestion  deserves 
your  earnest  attention  ;  there  are  streets  that  the  public  ne- 
cessities require  to  be  opened  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition 
of  thoroughfares  remote  from  them.  The  opening  of  a 
street  through  isolated  property  in  the  heart  of  the  city  in- 
creases the  number  of  business  places,  and  brings  merchan- 
dise of  every  character  to  that  locality,  thereby  increasing 
the  basis  of  taxation  greatly  ;  the  more  the  basis  is  increased 
the  greater  the  amount  of  the  expenses  of  the  city  have  to  be 
distributed  over. 

There  are  portions  of  our  city  that  are  so  difficult  of  ap- 
proach that  the  property  located  in  them  is  declining  in  value. 
I  would  mention  as  one  that  portion  of  the  city  bounded  on 
the  north  by  Gay  street ;  east  by  Aisquith  street  ;  south  by 
Fayette  street,  and  west  by  Exeter  street.  This  property  is 
central,  and  it  is  evident  that  if  it  was  made  accessable  by 
opening  streets  into  it,  that  it  would  increase  to  double  its 
value.  There  are  four  streets  in  this  district  that  have  no 
outlet  running  into  squares  without  running  through  them. 
The  property  holders  cannot  move  in  the  matter  because  in 
many  cases  they  are  too  poor,  when  if  the  improvement  was 
made  the  assessable  property  would  be  doubled  at  once. 

It  would  seem  reasonable  for  this  and  other  causes  that 
might  be  mentioned,  that  the  city's  interest  would  be  greatly 
benefited  by  paying  a  portion  of  the  expenses  by  general 
assessment. 

The  Appeal  Tax  Court  in  their  report  respectfully  sug- 
gests the  propriety  of  separating  the  opening  and  closing  of 
streets  from  their  duties.     It  is  evident  from  my  observa- 
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tion,  and  from  continued  interviews  with  the  Collector,  that 
the  interests  of  the  city  would  be  better  served  by  restoring 
the  commission  which  formerly  existed  for  this  purpose. 
The  labors  of  the  Court  are  greater  than  can  be  thoroughly 
discharged,  consequently  portions  must  be  neglected.  If  the 
former  commission  is  restored  the  experience  of  the  Collec- 
tor, and  the  Judges  of  the  Court,  would  assist  in  framing 
an  ordinance  eradicating  those  evils  which  were  very  objec- 
tionable in  the  old  commission. 

CITY    COMMISSIONER. 

Jehu  Gorsuch,  Esq.,  fills  this  position.  A  more  efficient 
officer  could  not  be  selected  ;  every  contract  passing  through 
his  department  is  subject  to  his  scrutinizing  personal  ex- 
amination. He  discharges  his  duties  in  a  manner  that 
challenges  our  admiration. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  our  citizens  to  the  bridge 
over  Eager  street,  which  is  not  equalled  in  the  State  for 
beauty  and  permanence  of  structure  when  the  cost  is  taken 
into  consideration  these  expensive  times. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  beautiful  grade  of 
Gist  street;  I  would  invite  those  who  take  an  interest  in 
such  matters  to  compare  the  grades  of  Gist  and  Lombard 
streets,  by  taking  position  at  Patterson  Park  gate  at  the 
corner  of  these  streets  and  looking  down  Gist  to  the  water 
and  Lombard  toward  Broadway,  I  imagine  that  the  conclu- 
sion will  be  that  the  grade  of  Lombard  street  should  be 
changed.  The  property  holders  would  not  regret  the  ex- 
pense, as  the  increase  in  the  value  would  more  than  com- 
pensate them  ;  the  only  cost  would  be  the  grading  and  re- 
paving,  as  the  paving  and  curbing  would  be  sufficient,  and 
there  are  but  two  buildings  on  the  portion  to  be  changed. 

The  duties  of  this  office  are  discharged  with  as  much  con- 
sideration and  care  as  if  they  were  personal  obligations. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

William  W.  Maughlin,  President,  James  McDougal,  Wm. 
Callow,  James  F.  Ross  and  A.  W.  Poulson,  Esqrs.,  are  the 
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Trustees  of  this  Institution.  George  W.  Bain,  Superinten- 
dent, and  Derick  W.  Keyser,  Agent. 

The  Trustees  of  this  Institution  have  established  a  degree 
of  system  in  its  management  which  is  seldom  attained.  The 
cleanliness  of  the  building  with  the  economy  of  its  manage- 
ment, are  unsurpassed  by  any  similar  Institution  in  the 
country. 

The  following  table  shows  that  they  have  not  expended 
the  money  received  by  $12,342.71.  This  is  a  gratifying  re- 
sult, when  we  remember  the  high  price  paid  for  all  the  ne- 
cessaries of  life  during  the  year. 

The  Superintendent  is  peculiarly  fitted  for  the  manage- 
ment of  this  Institution,  having  the  facult}r  of  enforcing 
discipline  and  order,  while  at  the  same  time  he  endears 
the  inmates  to  him,  making  them  happy  and  contented. 

Bayview  Asylum  will  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  in- 
mates by  the  first  of  March.

BAYVIEW  ASYLUM. 

The  Building  Committee  of  Bayview  Asylum  consists  of  the 
following  gentlemen  :  Jehu  Gorsuch,  Daniel  Harvey,  John 
Evans  and  Derick  W.  Keyser,  with  the  Mayor.  The  com- 
mission has  lost  two  of  its  members  during  the  construction 
of  the  building.  William  Sullivan,  Esq. ,  an  esteemed  citizen 
of  the  highest  integrity,  died  shortly  after  the  commission 
began  its  labors.  His  place  was  filled  by  George  K.  Quail, 
Esq.,  one  of  our  most  esteemed  citizens,  who  died  within 
the  year  of  his  appointment.  His  place  was  filled  by  Derick 
W.  Keyser,  Esq. 

When  the  present  administration  came  into  position  a 
building  committee,  formed  by  a  previous  administration, 
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had  commenced  the  Almshouse  building  at  the  Goldsbo- 
rough  farm  ;  the  foundation  had  been  partly  laid  and  other 
improvements  begun.  The  Reform  party,  during  their  con- 
tinuance in  power,  had  stopped  the  building  on  that  site, 
repealed  the  ordinance  authorizing  its  construction,  thereby 
dismissing  the  first  commission.  The  location  that  had  been 
chosen  was  a  flat  farm  ;  the  building  could  not  have  been 
seen  a  mile  from  the  site  on  either  of  the  three  sides  leading 
to  the  city,  The  present  commission  entertaining  the  opinion 
that  the  unfortunate  class  who  would  inhabit  this  institution 
were  entitled  to  better  treatment,  determined  to  use  all  their 
influence  to  change  the  location  of  the  site,  and  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Council,  who  fully  concurred  in  this  view, 
the  location  was  changed  to  the  present  beautiful  site  which, 
as  its  name  indicates,  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  bay,  river, 
harbor,  and  surrounding  country. 

The  present  commission  lias  been  encompassed  with  diffi- 
culties from  the  commencement  of  their  labors,  having  had 
to  unravel  and  make  the  best  of  contracts  which  had  become 
so  entangled  by  the  actions  of  those  who  had  preceded  them, 
that  they  were  frequently  disheartened,  and  would  have  been 
pleased  to  have  been  relieved  from  a  position  of  honor  which 
compelled  them,  in  some  cases,  to  take  the  responsibility  of 
errors  committed  by  others.  This  was  the  condition  of  things 
that  met  the  present  commission  when  they  were  appointed. 
At  this  time,  labor  and  material  being  at  moderate  prices, 
the  Council  determined  that  the  building  should  be  continued; 
bids  were  invited  from  the  various  mechanical  branches  of 
business  necessary  for  the  construction  of  such  a  building  as 
was  required;  contracts  were  entered  into  with  the  lowest 
and  most  responsible  bidders.  The  building  was  commenced 
and  progressed  rapidly  for  a  time,  but  in  consequence  of  the 
large  number  of  mechanics  and  laborers  enlisting  for  the 
war,  labor  became  scarce,  and  material  advanced  to  twice 
and  three  times  its  former  price  ;  contractors  threw  up  their 
contracts  ;  the  building  was  suspended,  and  the  walls  cov- 
ered in.  The  contractors  asked  to  be  relieved,  and  the  Council 
and  commission  acquiesced  in  their  demand,  and  they  were 
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released.  The  building  remained  in  this  condition  for  some 
months.  The  commission  were  in  the  meantime  reflecting 
upon  the  damage  sustained  by  a  building  remaining  in  this 
unfinished  condition,  and  also  upon  the  fact  that  the  city's 
lease  upon  the  old  Almshouse  property  expired  on  the  1st  of 
April,  1866,  and  that  the  city  was  paying  $13,000  a  year  for 
it,  while  at  the  same  time  it  was  not  in  a  condition  to  make 
the  inmates  comfortable  without  a  large  expenditure  of  mo- 
ney, which  the  city  would  have  to  furnish  if  she  continued 
to  occupy  it.  These  facts  convinced  the  commission  of  the 
necessity  of  having  this  building  finished  by  the  time  the 
lease  of  the  old  Almshouse  expired,  and  induced  them  to 
determine  to  make  an  effort  to  go  forward  with  it  again. 
Contracts  were  again  invited.  In  some  branches  of  busiuess 
there  was  competition  and  they  were  entered  into ;  in  others 
it  was  impossible  to  make  contracts,  and  the  work  had  to  be 
advanced  by  employed  hands. 

I  have  participated  in  all  the  labors  of  this  commission  ; 
they  have  been  much  more  perplexing  and  difficult  than  any 
commission  of  a  similar  character  under  the  city's  authority. 
The  interest  of  the  city  has  been  watched  with  a  frugal  care 
at  all  times,  and  if  the  cost  has  exceeded  expectations,  it 
must  be  attributed  in  justice  to  the  difficulties  surrounding 
the  undertaking  in  such  extravagant  times  as  those  through 
which  we  have  passed.  The  main  building  and  west  wing 
will  be  ready  for  the  inmates  by  the  1st  of  March,  when 
they  will  move  into  them.  The  east  wing  is  under  roof  and 
enclosed,  protecting  it  from  the  weather. 

Previous  to  the  last  appropriation  the  architect  and  super- 
intendent was  requested  to  furnish  the  commission  with  an 
estimate  of  sufficient  amount  to  complete  the  building.  His 
estimate  was  $300,000,  which  has  not  accomplished  the  ob- 
ject. The  commission  was  notified  by  the  Kegister  (about 
the  1 6th  of  December)  that  their  appropriation  was  expended, 
and  they  at  once  determined  to  discharge  all  the  workmen, 
except  those  necessary  to  get  the  building  ready  for  the  in- 
mates by  the  1st  of  March.  In  accordance  with  this  action 
they  were  all  discharged  on  the  23d  of  December,  and  with 
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them  the  architect  and  superintendent,  who  had  heen  em- 
ployed ahout  four  years  at  $2,000  a  year,  the  Commissioners 
concluding  that  his  services  were  no  longer  needed. 

You  will  perceive  from  the  following  statement  that  the 
amount  expended  on  the  Goldsborough  site,  with  the  cost  of 
the  farm,  was  §61,212.63  ;  the  cost  of  the  Bayview  Asylum, 
with  the  site  and  all  the  improvements  as  far  as  finished,  has 
been  §452,102.35.  It  is  believed  that  §50,000  more  will  com- 
plete the  building  entirely. 

The  property  to  be  sold  amounts  to  §101,885.  This,  when 
sold,  will  reimburse  the  city  to  that  extent.  It  would  not  be 
prudent  to  force  this  property  on  the  market,  consequently 
the  Commissioners  will  be  compelled  to  ask  your  honorable 
body  for  such  amount  as  an  estimate  shall  determine  will 
complete  these  buildings.

M  DONOGH   EDUCATIONAL  FUND   AND   INSTITUTE. 

John  W.  Randolph,  Esq.,  was  appointed  agent  of  this 
estate  by  ordinance  approved  October  22,  1864. 

His  familiarity  with  the  subject,  having  watched  its  com- 
plications and  managed  its  affairs  for  years  before  he  re- 
ceived any  compensation,  rendered  him  the  most  valuable 
person  that  could  have  been  selected  for  the  protection  and 
security  of  the  city's  interest.  At  the  same  time  it  was  a 
tribute  to  which  he  was  justly  entitled,  as  no  man  has  done 
more  gratuitous  labor  for  the  city  than  this  gentleman. 

During  an  interval  of  two  or  three  years  there  was  no 
communication  with  New  Orleans.  Since  January,  1863, 
$200,000  have  been  collected  from  the  M'Donogh  estate,  all 
of  which  is  now  invested  in  city  stock. 

Mr.  Eobert  Mott  had  an  interview  with  the  President  of 
the  Board  in  December.  His  account  with  the  M'Donogh 
Fund  was  examined,  and  the  President  demurred  at  the 
charge  of  $15,000  for  his  fee,  and  $9,159  paid  Mr.  Roselius 
for  his  fee  in  the  case  of  Moses  Fox  against  the  M'Donogh 
estate  for  $300,000  ;  leaving  these  items  with  two  other 
items  charged  for  future  adjustment.  The  account  was  set- 
tled, and  Mr.  Mott  paid  the  remaining  balance  $5,019.37. 

The  prospects  for  a  settlement  of  several  other  large  claims 
appears  favorable  ;  there  is  yet  due  $207,162.91.  The  great- 
er part  it  is  expected  will  be  paid.  One  of  the  purchasers 
owes  $60,550  with  several  years  interest,  which  it  is  proba- 
ble will  not  be  paid  in  its  present  form. 

Several  of  the  parties  whose  notes  are  unpaid,  tendered 
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payment  with  interest  until  March,  1862,  at  which  time 
they  offered  to  pay,  when  the  bank  refused  to  receive  the 
funds,  because  it  could  not  then  remit  to  Baltimore,  or  New 
York.     In  such  cases  the  interest  has  been  abated. 

The  attention  of  the  Trustees  has  been  directed  to  the  se- 
lection of  a  suitable  site  for  the  M'Donogh  Institute.  Nu- 
merous suggestions  have  been  made,  and  the  subject  grows 
more  interesting,  as  the  fund  now  approaches  an  amount  that 
will  justify  the  Trustees  in  securing  a  site  at  an  early  day. 
A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  City  Coun- 
cil to  solicit  the  donation  of  a  lot  of  ground  near  the  old 
Almshouse  building,  on  which  the  Institute  may  be  estab- 
lished. If  the  Council  favor  the  application,  and  order  the 
transfer  of  the  property,  the  Trustees  may  commence  the 
work  during  the  coming  season,  applying  the  interest  on 
their  investments  to  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings. 

The  assets  of  the  fund  have  been  increased  by  the  addition 
of  $5,800  during  the  year,  and  now  amounts  altogether  in 
hand  to  $372,653.46  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  in  a  few  months 
they  will  reach  $400,000,  and  in  two  years  they  will  be 
$500,000. 

From  the  report  of  the  agent,  (J.  W.  Randolph,)  made  to 
the  Comptroller,  it  appears  that  he  collected  last  year 
$42,789.44,  and  that  he  has  expended  $2,337.60;  paid  to 
the  Trustees  $39,251.68;  making  $41,589.28;  leaving  a  bal- 
ance in  the  Citizens  Bank  of  New  Orleans  of  $1,200.16.

The  necessities  for  a  City  Hall  are  so  pressing  that  they 
should  claim  your  immediate  attention.  The  property  for 
this  purpose  was  purchased  by  authority  given  by  ordinance 
May  11,  1854.  The  intention  was  to  close  Orange  alley  and 
open  Lexington  steet.  This  should  be  done,  as  the  build- 
ing would  occupy  an  entire  square,  which  could  not  be  en- 
croached upon  at  any  future  time.  It  would  then  form  an 
oblong  square  234  feet  on  Holliday  and  North  streets  and 
151  feet  on  Fayette  and  Lexington  streets.  The  plan  of 
George  A.  Frederick,  Esq.,  was  adopted  by  the  Council  of 
the  past  year.  It  presents  a  beautifnl  structure,  and  if 
Baltimore  county  marble  should  be  selected  as  the  building 
material,  it  will  contrast  favorably  with  the  United  States 
Court  House  building  of  granite  on  the  opposite  corner. 
The  interior  plan  furnishes  rooms  of  the  largest  dimensions 
for  each  department  of  the  city  government.  The  disposi- 
tion of  Council  chambers  and  the  entire  arrangement  claim 
the  approval  of  all  who  examine  them,  and  reflects  great 
credit  upon  the  architect.  It  is  necessary  to  get  authority 
to  secure  the  means  at  legal  interest  to  construct  this 
building.  This  should  claim  your  attention  at  once,  as  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature  will  be  short. 

Authority  was  given  by  your  predecessors  to  appoint  a 
building  committee,  which  shall  claim  my  early  attention. 
The  building  which  now  stands  in  the  bed  of  what  will  be 
Lexington  street,  if  it  is  opened  directly  through  on  its 
present  lines,  has  been  offered  to  the  city  by  Thomas  R. 
Wilson  and  Henry  K.  Wilson,  Esqrs.,  at  the  same  price  as 
it  was  offered  in  1860,  adding  the  cost  of  opening  Holliday 
street.  The  price  of  this  property  is  based  upon  the  price 
given  to  the  late  George  Brown,  Esqr.,  for  the  property  now 
occupied  as  a  City  Hall.  The  owners  offer  to  take  city 
stock  in  payment.  The  property  fronts  62  feet  11  inches 
on  Holliday  street  by  153  feet  on  Orange  alley,  and  62  feet 
11  inches  on  North  street;  the  stabling  of  the  adjoining 
property  is  included  in  the  offer,  and  fronts  25  feet  on  North 
street  by  a  depth  of  55  feet. 
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If  Orange  alley  is  closed  and  the  new  Hall  is  built  on  the 
entire  square,  the  Hall  can  be  built  on  the  line  of  Lexington 
street  without  disturbing  the  mansion  of  the  Wilson  family 
until  the  entire  Hall  is  completed,  in  which  case  the  man- 
sion with  the  buildings  on  North  street,  with  slight  tempo- 
rary alterations,  would  accommodate  most  of  the  depart- 
ments of  the  city  government  as  well  as  they  are  now  cared 
for.  When  the  Hall  is  finished  this  mansion  would  be  re- 
moved and  Lexington  street  opened. 

I  have  enclosed  a  copy  of  the  communication  of  the 
Messrs.  Wilson  offering  this  property  for  sale  ;  placing  the 
original  in  the  care  of  the  City  Register.  I  would  ask  your 
serious  consideration  of  this  subject,  as  it  demands  prompt 
attention  and  is  now  in  a  more  favorable  position  than  here- 
fore.  There  are  now  four  ground  rents  on  the  property  we 
occupy,  amounting  to  $6,420,  which  we  have  the  right  to 
redeem  at  six  per  cent,  until  the  11th  of  May,  1866.  The 
time  expires  in  less  than  four  months,  and  if  it  is  the  de- 
termination to  buy  them,  it  should  be  attended  to  at  once. 

WATER   DEPARTMENT. 

The  Watef  Commission  is  composed  of  the  following 
named  gentlemen  :  John  W.  Randolph,  F.  Littig  Shaffer, 
Evan  T.  Ellicott,  Gerard  T.  Hopkins,  J.  B.  Seidell  Strieker 
and  Francis  T.  King,  Esqrs.,  with  the  Mayor. 

The  Commission  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
labor  to  place  the  clerical  affairs  of  this  office  in  the  best 
condition.  Their  labors  have  been  attended  with  the  most 
satisfactory  results.  They  have  systematized  matters  to 
satisfy  the  scrutinizing  judgment  of  the  Board,  and  a  higher 
encomium  could  not  be  passed  upon  it  than  to  say  that  the 
Board  is  composed  of  gentlemen  who  are  unsurpassed  in 
intelligence,  integrity  and  superior  business  qualifications. 

The  Commissioners  report  the  works  in  good  order  and 
sound  condition.  The  supply  of  clear  water  has  not  been 
interrupted  as  much  as  formerly.  They  are  careful  to  pre- 
serve the  water  free  from  adulteiation,  and  intend  to  be  cau- 
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tious  to  prevent  the  appearance  of  contaminating  it  by  the 
use  of  every  means  in  their  power.  The  general  business 
of  the  department  has  been  conducted  with  uniform  regu- 
larity, in  attending  to  about  fourteen  hundred  customers 
during  the  year.  The  revenues  increase  gradually  as  the 
following  statement  will  show. 

Eeceipts  from  rents,  tax,  &c.  for  the  following  years : 

1862 $207,802.52 

1863 249,046.16 

1864 259,543.46 

1865 279,299.74 

And  the  estimated  revenue  for  1866  promises  a  similar 
increase. 

The  revenue  of  this  department  has  now  reached  a  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  $3,500,000  water  stock  and 
to  defray  all  current  expenses  for  repairs,  salaries  of  officers, 
clerks,  &c. ,  leaving  a  sum  too  small  for  laying  water  mains 
where  they  are  urgently  demanded.  There  has  been  ex- 
pended for  distributing  mains,  since  1861,  the  sum  of 
$166,936,   for   which    no   appropriations   have  been   made. 

This  sum  has  been  accumulating  for  five  years,  and  has 
been  carried  from  year  to  year  as  a  floating  debt  of  the 
Board.  The  Commissioners  suggest  the  propriety  of  fund- 
ing $150,000  in  water  stock,  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the 
extension  of  mains. 

It  appears  that  there  are  now  upwards  of  158  miles  of 
distributing  mains,  which  have  cost  $1,160,969.64;  many 
of  them  are  of  large  capacity,  and  form  a  net  work  through- 
out the  city  from  the  .Northern  Boundary  avenue  to  the 
Spring  Gardens,  and  from  the  Hicks  Hospital  to  the  new 
City  Almshouse.  The  fire  plugs  require  constant  care  and 
attention.  They  are  inspected  frequently,  and  no  pains  or 
expense  spared  to  keep  them  in  good  condition.  The  fire- 
men sometimes  handle  them  roughl}r,and  they  are  often  found 
useless  after  a  fire,  frequently  requiring  new  plugs  to  be  put 
down  where  old  ones  have  been  entirely  destroyed.  The 
Board  has  expended  $1,635.44  over  the  appropriation. 
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The  receipts  of  the  Water  Registrar  from  all  sources  for 
1865  is  $487,233,  which  has  been  paid  to  the  City  Register.

The  work  on  Lake  Chapman  was  continued  until  the 
rough  weather  of  December.  The  second  section  of  the 
dam  was  finished  last  April.  Workmen  are  employed  in  the 
third  section  which,  when  completed,  will  raise  the  embank- 
ment of  the  same  180  feet  above  tide.  The  large  screen 
well  built  of  stone  laid  in  cement  was  finished  in  June. 
The  stop-house  through  which  the  water  is  received  and 
distributed  from  the  Lake,  will  be  finished  in  a  few  weeks  of 
good  weather.  The  large  mains  connecting  Hampden 
Reservoir  and  Lake  Swann  with  this  Lake,  together  with 
the  stops  and  other  fixtures,  have  been  completed,  and 
water  to  the  depth  of  sixty  feet  has  been  turned  into  the 
Lake.  The  Board  have  purchased  an  additional  strip  of 
land  southward  of  the  Lake,  extending  from  the  new  gate- 
way of  Druid  Hill  Park  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  Mr. 
Brooks'  land.  The  price  stipulated,  $19,000,  was  considered 
high,  but  as  it  formed  the  apex  of  the  shape  of  the  Lake,  a 
large  quantity  of  filling  was  obviated  by  the  purchase,  and 
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the  addition  of  this  strip  of  land  affords  a  more  uniform 
and  regular  avenue  along  the  southern  border  of  the  Lake. 
This  work,  including  land  and  construction,  has  alto- 
gether cost  $454,433.70.  $400,000.00  has  been  received  for 
the  sale  of  stock  heretofore  issued  for  this  improvement, 
and  $27,000-00  has  been  received  from  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners,, leaving  a  balance  of  $27,433.70,  which  the  Com- 
missioners have  borrowed.  A  further  issue  of  stock  will  be 
required  to  finish  the  work. 

DRUID    HILL   PARK. 

The  Hon.  Thomas  Swann,  Columbus  O'Donnell,  John  H. 
B.  Latrobe,  William  E.  Hooper  and  Capt.  Robert  Leslie, 
with  the  Mayor,  compose  this  commission. 

The  public  are  greatly  indebted  to  these  gentlemen,  not 
only  for  the  time  and  labor  they  devote  to  rendering  the 
natural  beauties  of  the  Park  more  effective  by  all  the  appli- 
ances of  art  that  their  cultivated  taste  can  devise,  but  for 
the  selection  of  this  beautiful  spot  as  a  Park  for  the  people. 
We  are  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  artistic  skill  of  A.  Faul, 
Esq.,  Civil  Engineer  of  the  Park,  who  is  unsurpassed  in  his 
profession. 

The  Park  was  purchased  by  the  issue  of  bonds,  the  interest 
on  them  being  paid  by  the  city  receiving  one-fifth  of  the 
earnings  of  the  City  Passenger  Railway.  This  measure  was 
devised  by  the  Hon.  Thomas  Swann  during  his  administra- 
tion as  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  city.  The  splendid  gate- 
way which  is  the  main  entrance  of  the  Park,  reflects  great 
credit  upon  the  Architect,  Mr.  George  A.  Frederick.  It  will 
be  completed  by  the  18th  of  May,  in  compliance  with  the 
contract  of  the  builder,  Mr.  John  Whitelaw. 

The  beautiful  avenue  which  leads  from  the  main  entrance 
into  the  Park,  is  named  Swann  avenue  after  his  Excellency, 
the  Governor  ;  it  will  be  completed  early  in  the  summer,  and 
will  combine  the  beauties  of  nature  and  art  in  a  high  degree. 

Lake  Chapman  is  progressing  as  rapidly  as  possible  ;  it  i-i 
a  work   of  great   magnitude,  and   when  finished   will  pre- 
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sent  one  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the  Park,  while 
it  will  furnish  the  storage  for  water,  which  is  demanded  by 
the  rapid  growth  of  the  city. 

The  dummy  engine  purchased  in  August  last  has  given 
entire  satisfaction.  It  is  intended  to  increase  the  facilities  of 
visiting  the  Park  by  the  purchase  of  another  ;  the  two  will 
commence  running  early  in  the  spring. 

PATTERSON   PARK. 

This  Park  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past 
year.  A  fountain  fifty  feet  in  diameter  has  been  constructed, 
the  jet  in  the  centre  of  the  fountain  throwing  water  70  feet, 
is  supplied  from  Hampden  reservoir,  which  is  217  feet  above 
tide,  while  the  surface  of  the  water  in  the  fountain  is  124 
feet  above  tide.  The  overflow  after  supplying  the  fountain 
passes  to  the  skating  lake,  making  a  jet  some  60  feet  in 
height.  This  lake  has  been  increased  to  twice  its  original 
dimensions  since  last  winter  by  cutting  down  the  bank  on  the 
north  side  and  raising  the  bottom  of  the  lake  so  that  the 
water  is  brought  very  near  the  walk,  which  is  much  more 
convenient  to  skaters. 

The  hospital  has  been  removed,  the  grounds  laid  out  and 
plauted  with  choice  trees  ;  the  English  elms  have  all  been 
removed  because  it  was  impossible  to  preserve  the  leaf 
from  the  insect  which  destroyed  it  at  the  very  time  its  shade 
was  most  needed.  Gist  street  in  front  of  the  Park  has  been 
graded  and  paved,  forming  one  of  the  most  beautiful  streets 
within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

An  effort  will  be  made  to  continue  the  iron  railing  on  the 
entire  front  of  Gist  street  during  the  ensuing  summer.  It 
is  designed  to  construct  a  pavilion  early  in  the  spring  for  mu- 
sical entertainments  during  the  warm  weather. 

BALTIMORE    AXD    OHIO   RAILROAD. 

In  my  remarks  respecting  railroad  matters  I  do  not  in- 
tend to  utter  one  word  prompted  by  personal  feeling.     I 
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have  no  cause,  personally,  to  speak  unkindly  of  any  gentle- 
man connected  with  any  of  the  companies  whose  manage- 
ment I  shall  review.  I  shall  speak  of  them  as  their  actions 
convince  me  they  advance  or  retard  the  prosperity  of  our 
city,  and  solely  in  a  puhlic  character.  This  my  duty  com- 
pels me  to  do,  and  I  shall  not  avoid  it. 

The  city  holds  $3,500,000  of  stock  in  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  ;  she  also  holds  $5,000,000  loaned  this  com- 
pany in  1853.  The  principal  condition  on  which  this  loan 
was  granted  was  that  a  double  track  should  be  made  from 
the  coal  fields  of  Cumberland  to  Baltimore  in  18  months 
from  the  date  of  the  loan.  Why  was  this  condition  exacted 
and  why  was  it  given  ?  The  city  authorities  exacted  it  be- 
cause they  saw  that  if  Baltimore  was  made  the  depot  of 
Cumberland  coal  it  would  advance  her  property  more  than 
any  thing  that  could  occur.  The  railroad  directors  promised 
it  because  they  knew  that  this  fact  was  evident  to  every  tax 
payer,  and  that  it  was  the  certain  means  of  getting  the  as- 
sistance they  so  much  needed.  A  period  of  twelve  years 
has  now  elapsed  since  these  promises  were  made,  and  you 
have  no  double  track.  The  freight  on  coal  when  this  loan 
was  made  was  $2.25  per  ton.  The  freight  on  coal  to-day  is 
$4.30  per  ton,  and  was,  within  twelve  months,  $5.25  per 
ton — so  that  instead  of  our  loan  making  a  double  track  and 
reducing  our  freight,  it  has  increased  it  to  twice  what  we 
were  paying. 

In  a  recent  conversation  with  one  of  our  prominent  citi- 
zens, formerly  President  of  this  road,  he  informs  me  that  one 
cent  per  ton  per  mile  was  a  fair  price  for  the  transportation 
of  coal,  and  that  it  was  carried  over  this  road  at  this  price 
for  some  time  and  it  paid  well. 

It  is  178  miles  from  Cumberland  to  Baltimore  by  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Road,  this  would  make  the  price  $1.78  per 
ton.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Road  has  been  using  the  tax- 
payers $5,000,000  for  twelve  years,  for  any  purpose  they 
pleased,  and  charging  our  citizens  from  two  to  three  times 
the  price  that  would  pay  them  well  for  transporting  a  ton  of 
coal  to  Baltimore,  thereby  preventing  the  manufacturer,  the 
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mechanic  and  the  laborer  from  getting  their  fuel  at  $3.00 
per  ton,  and  now  has  the  assurance  to  withhold  §15,000  each 
year  of  the  interest  on  your  $5,000,000  loan,  which  will 
amount  to  the  enormous  deduction  of  over  $400,000  before 
this  company  returns  your  loan.  In  the  meantime  the  coal 
interests  of  Cumberland,  owned  principally  by  New  York 
capitalists,  looking  forward  to  the  completion  of  the  double 
track  by  the  expenditure  of  the  $5,000,000  loan,  prepare 
themselves  to  deliver  three  millions  of  tons  of  coal  every 
year.  They  build  railroads  10  and  20  miles  long  from  Cum- 
berland to  the  mines  ;  provide  themselves  with  engines  and 
cars,  and  have  been  prepared  for  years  to  deliver  this  three 
millions  of  tons  of  coal  without  expending  one  additional 
dollar  in  machinery.  The  double  track  is  not  made,  and  the 
railroad  brought  to  Baltimore  last  year  377,000  tons  of  coal, 
about  one-eighth  of  what  the  coal  companies  have  prepared 
themselves  to  mine,  at  a  freight  of  $4.20  per  ton,  when  it 
should  be  $1.78  per  ton.  Is  it  not  evident  that  this  enor- 
mous freight  amounts  to  a  prohibitory  tariff?  does  any  rea- 
sonable man  imagine  that  the  coal  interests  of  Cumberland 
will  continue  to  submit  to  this  condition  of  things  much 
longer?  They  have  already  examined  every  mountain  pass 
to  see  if  they  cannot  connect  at  some  point  with  a  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad.  They  have  expended  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  in  repairing  the  canal,  which  is  closed  half  the 
year  from  ice  and  the  breaking  of  its  banks  by  spring  fresh- 
ets ;  these  damages  occur  every  spring  and  repairs  must 
follow. 

The  impositions  of  this  company  assume  a  much  greater 
magnitude  when  we  reflect  with  what  disastrous  results  they 
have  visited  this  community.  Suppose  a  double  track  had 
been  placed  upon  this  road  twelve  years  ago,  and  this  three 
millions  of  tons  of  coal  had  been  delivered  in  Baltimore  at 
a  paying  price  of  $1.78  per  ton,  what  would  have  been  the 
condition  of  Baltimore  at  this  time  ;  would  not  her  mercan- 
tile and  manufacturing  interests  with  her  population  been 
three  times  what  they  now  are?  Compare  the  result  in  Phil- 
adelphia where  the  Reading  Road  has  made  her  depot ;  the 
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point  from  whence  all  the  north  is  supplied  with  anthracite 
coal.  Baltimore  would  just  as  certainly  have  supplied  them 
with  Cumberland  coal  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  disastrous 
policy  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Road.  In  a  recent  con- 
versation with  one  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  of  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Road,  I  was  informed  that  this  company 
had  $14,000,000  surplus  to  expend  in  any  manner  they  might 
feel  disposed. 

It  is  evident  to  this  community  that  the  President  and 
private  stockholders  of  this  company  control  this  manage- 
ment entirely,  and  that  our  merchants  and  manufacturers 
are  compelled  to  submit  to  these  extravagant  freights  for  the 
purpose  of  placing  such  an  immense  sum  of  money  at  the 
disposal  of  a  few  individuals.  The  same  impositions  extend 
over  every  department  in  the  management  of  this  road  as 
we  have  shown  applies  to  coal. 

The  merchants  of  our  city  are  constantly  calling  upon  me" 
seeking  relief,  but  requesting  that  their  names  shall  not  be 
mentioned,  fearing  the  arbitrary  control  of  this  company. 

The  city  holds  eight  and  a  half  millions  in  this  road,  and 
compelled  to  acknowledge  that  she'  cannot  give  her  tax 
payers  the  relief  they  ask,  although  they  furnished  this 
money  to  start  this  road,  and  it  could  not  have  been  made 
without  their  influence.  The  State  at  large  is  suffering  from 
the  outrageous  impositions  of  this  immense  monopoly,  which 
it  is  well  known  is  controlled  by  a  selected  number,  who 
amass  private  fortunes  by  its  management. 

PITTSBURG    AND    CONNELLSVILLE   RAILROAD. 

The  city  of  Baltimore  loaned  this  company  $1,000,000  in 
1856.  This  amount  was  expended  between  Pittsburg  and 
Connellsville,  except  $200,000  which  was  expended  on  the 
Sand  Patch  tunnel  in  Pennsylvania  near  Cumberland. 

The  interest  on  this  loan  has  been  accumulating  since  it- 
was  made,  and  now  amounts  to  $008,375,  which  makes  the 
city's  claim  $1, 60S, 375,  for  which  she  holds  a  first  mortgage 
on  the  road,  rolling  stock  and  revenue.     The  interest  will  in- 
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crease  from  this  time  forward  at  the  rate  of  $100,000  annu- 
ally, which  the  tax-payer  has  to  pay  in  each  levy. 

The  claim  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Road  against  this 
company  is  about  $53,795,  of  this  claim  15,000  shares  of  Al- 
leghany stock,  (which  originally  cost  850  per  share,)  was  pur- 
chased at  59  cents  per  share  ;  the  entire  cost  of  this  15,000 
shares  was  about  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  gives  the  Presi- 
dent and  private  stock  directors  of  the  Balto.  and  Ohio  Road 
the  entire  control  of  the  Connellsville  Road.  The  Board  of 
Directors  and  President  of  the  Connellsville  Road  are  chosen 
by  them  ;  and  some  of  the  private  stock  directors  of  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Road  are  in  the  Connellsville  direction,  and 
the  gross  earnings  of  this  road,  amounting  to  $394,363.36, 
is  controlled  by  them.  The  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania 
conceiving  that  the  original  charter  of  the  Pittsburg  and 
Connellsville  Railroad  had  been  misused  and  abused  by  those 
who  controlled  it  in  not  giving  the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania 
and  Maryland  this  road,  when  the  charter  had  been  granted 
nearly  thirty  years,  determined  to  repeal  it.  This  compelled 
these  parties  controlling  this  road  to  defend  the  charter,  but 
they  found  that  they  had  obtained  possession  of  the  road  in 
a  manner  that  prevented  them  from  having  any  standing  in 
Court.  They  then  appealed  to  the  city  to  give  them  position 
by  allowing  the  defence  of  the  charter  to  be  made  in  the 
name  of  the  city,  which  was  granted. 

The  immense  claim  held  by  the  city  of  $1,608,375,  every 
dollar  of  which  had  been  expended  in  Pennsylvania,  com- 
pelled her  to  protect  her  citizens  against  the  repeal  of  a  char- 
ter under  which  she  had  been  induced  to  make  this  loan, 
when  the  repeal  might  place  her  at  the  mercy  of  unknown 
and  perhaps  irresponsible  parties.  The  President  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Road  misconstrued  the  motives  that 
prompted  this  action  and  intimated  that  the  fear  of  pub- 
lic indignation  induced  it.  He  imagined  that  he  had  us 
in  an  unpleasant  position  and  determined  to  take  every  ad- 
vantage of  us,  forgetting  that  we  had  so  recently  assisted 
him.  Upon  a  former  occasion  he  had  offered  $1,260,000  for 
the  city's  claim,  and  your  predecessors  had  authorized  a  sale 
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provided  a  better  price  could  not  be  obtained.  A  better  offer 
was  received,  but  it  was  not  deemed  sufficient,  and  the  im- 
pression prevailed  that  a  much  better  disposition  of  this  in- 
terest could  be  made.  About  three  months  since,  influenced 
by  parties  feeling  a  strong  desire  that  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Road  should  purchase  this  claim,  warm  friends  of  the  Presi- 
dent were  asked  to  call  upon  him  and  in  the  most  friendly- 
manner  to  solicit  an  offer  for  this  interest.  They  were  in- 
formed by  the  President  that  he  had  no  money  to  expend  in 
the  purchase  of  our  claim  or  the  construction  of  the  Con- 
nellsville  Road.  He  was  reminded  that  he  had  money  :  > 
bid  §880,050  for  the  city's  claim  against  the  Northern  Cen- 
tral Road.  This  he  admitted,  but  intimated  that  there  was 
an  object  to  be  attained  by  this  purchase.  If  the  President 
expected  to  get  this  claim  and  hold  it  so  as  to  neutralize  all 
bids  and  get  the  Connellsville  claim  at  his  own  price,  he  was 
foiled. 

The  President,  in  his  recent  speech  for  the  public,  has  found 
out  that  he  has  a  large  amount  of  money  to  expend  on  this 
Connellsville  road,  and  that  it  is  to  be  finished  immediately. 
Some  two  years  ago  I  was  invited  to  the  private  residence  of 
a  wealthy  banker  in  New  York,  a  director  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
and  Chicago  road,  who  offered  to  furnish  $3,000,000  to  build 
the  Connellsville  road,  as  an  outlet  for  the  Fort  Wayne  and 
Chicago,  provided  it  would  be  continued  from  Cumberland 
to  Baltimore,  or  an  arrangement  could  be  made  with  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  road  to  allow  the  freight  coming  over  it 
to  pay  the  same  price  per  ton  per  mile  as  freight  coming  over 
the  Wheeling  branch.  This  proposition  was  made  to  the 
President  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road  and  positively  re- 
fused, because  he  feared  that  the  advantage  in  distance  from 
Cumberland  in  favor  of  Pittsburg  over  Wheeling  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  Wheeling  branch. 

I  am  convinced  from  facts  known  to  me  that  an  indepen- 
dent road  from  Pittsburg  to  Baltimore  would  be  rapidly 
approaching  completion,  if  it  were  not  for  the  violent  oppo- 
sition that  has  always  controlled  the  President  of  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  road,  backed  by  the  influence  of  the  powerful 
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monopoly  he  controls.  I  will  make  this  proposition  on  the 
part  of  the  city,  provided  I  am  sustained  by  the  co-ordinate 
branches  of  the  city  government  :  If  not,  I  will  secure  the 
co-operation  of  gentlemen  who,  for  wealth,  intelligence  and 
influence  have  no  superiors  in  this  country  ; — we  will  pur- 
chase the  claim  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road  against  the 
Connellsville  road,  paying  them  cost  and  interest  for  their 
entire  claim,  and  give  bond  to  put  the  road  under  contract 
within  six  months,  and  to  complete  it  in  two  years  from  the 
time  it  is  commenced  ;  or  we  will  sell  them  the  city's  claim 
against  the  Connellsville  road  for  $100,000  less  than  cost 
and  interest,  provided  they  will  put  the  road  under  contract 
within  six  months,  and  finish  it  in  two  years. 

If  the  President  will  not  sell  his  claim  or  buy  the  city's 
claim,  and  is  determined  that  the  city  shall  not  get  any  in- 
terest on  her  claim,  and  will  not  make  the  road,  he  must 
take  the  responsibility  for  what  may  occur  after  thirty  days 
have  elapsed. 

I  am  aware  that  a  report  is  circulated  that  the  road  is  let 
out  to  contractors.  This  is  a  mistake,  and  is  done  to  pro- 
duce effect.  One  of  his  employees  says  that  nothing  will  be 
done  until  the  suit  in  Pennsylvania  is  determined.  A  few 
men  are  kept  at  work  to  produce  the  impression  that  he  is 
determined  to  make  the  road. 

WESTERN   MARYLAND    RAILROAD. 

The  extension  of  the  Western  Maryland  Eailroad  to  Ha- 
gerstown,  Cumberland  and  Pittsburg,  would  confer  greater 
benefits  upon  this  community  than  any  event  that  could 
transpire.  The  construction  of  47  miles  to  Hagerstown,  78 
miles  to  Cumberland,  and  80  miles  additional,  would  com- 
plete the  Connellsville  Road  to  Pittsburg.  This  would  make 
a  direct  route  from  Baltimore  to  Pittsburg  of  305  miles  in 
length,  which  is  nearly  100  miles  shorter  than  the  distance 
from  Baltimore  to  Wheeling,  and  would  bring  us  as  near  to 
Cleveland  on  the  lakes  as  we  now  are  to  Wheeling  by  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Road.     In  my  recent  interviews  with 
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parties  anxious  to  have  this  road  made,  I  am  convinced 
that  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  putting  it  under  contract 
within  the  next  six  months  but  the  opposition  of  the  man- 
agement of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Road.  If  the  Western 
Maryland  Road  was  completed  successfully  to  the  first,  se- 
cond and  third  points  named,  or  compelled  to  stop  at  Ha- 
gerstown  or  Cumberland,  it  would  still  be  a  profitable 
enterprise.  The  merchants  of  Hagerstown  and  Washington 
county,  (the  third  wheat  growing  county  in  the  Union,)  pur- 
chase their  goods  in  Philadelphia  because  they  have  a  rail- 
road to  that  point,  which  is  180  miles  in  length.  The 
Western  Maryland  Road  from  her  depot  at  Bolton  in  Balti- 
more to  Hagerstown,  will  be  but  87  miles  in  length,  and 
would  bring  more  trade  to  our  city  from  that  section  in  one 
year  than  would  pay  the  entire  cost  of  building  the  Western 
Maryland  Road. 

The  citizens  of  Washington  county  being  exceedingly 
anxious  for  the  immediate  completion  of  this  road  have  by 
their  energy  induced  the  Legislature  to  appoint  commission- 
ers, who  are  authorized  (and  have  agreed)  to  endorse  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $300,000,  and  subscribe  stock  to  the  amount  of 
$150,000.  The  city  of  Baltimore  has  endorsed  $200,000  of 
the  bonds  of  the  Western  Maryland  Road,  which  has  been 
expended  in  its  completion  to  Union  Bridge.  The  interest 
on  these  bonds  has  been  paid  regularly.  The  city  has  agreed 
to  endorse  $300,000  of  bonds  to  be  expended  between  Union 
Bridge  and  the  Washington  county  line.  The  $150,000  to 
be  subscribed  in  stock  by  the  Commissioners  of  Washington 
county  is  on  condition  that  the  city  of  Baltimore  will  sub- 
scribe $200,000  in  stock.  If  the  city  shall  agree  to  make 
this  last  desired  subscription  she  will  have  loaned  her  credit 
to  this  road  for  $700,000,  while  Washington  county  will 
have  loaned  her  credit  for  $450,000.  A  comparsion  between 
the  wealth  and  population  of  the  two  communities  will  con- 
vince us  that  this  request  cannot  reasonably  be  denied.  The 
citizens  of  Washington  county  have  privately  subscribed 
$100,000,  and  promise  to  put  their  road  under  contract  to 
the  county  line,  which  is  half  way  to  Union  Bridge,  early 
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in  the  spring,  and  make  up  any  deficiency  by  subscription  of 
a  farther  amount.  The  earnest  evidences  of  the  strong  de- 
sire of  the  citizens  of  this  section  to  increase  their  business 
relations  with  us;  convinces  us  that  all  that  is  required  to  put 
this  entire  road  under  contract  early  in  the  spring,  is  for  the 
city  to  comply  with  the  earnest  wish  of  the  citizens  of  Wash- 
ington county  and  meet  them  half  way  in  this  important  en- 
terprise. 

The  promptness  with  which  the  Western  Maryland  road 
has  heretofore  paid  its  interest  when  it  had  advanced  but  40 
miles  into  the  heart  of  the  State,  gives  us  positive  assurance 
that  it  cannot  fail  to  pay  its  interest  when  its  ability  to  pay, 
when  it  reaches  Washington  county,  will  be  increased  four- 
fold. There  is  not  the  slightest  objection  to  the  construction 
of  the  Weaverton  branch.  When  both  roads  are  finished, 
the  citizens  of  Hagerstown  will  be  at  least  30  miles  nearer 
Baltimore  by  the  Western  Maryland  road  than  by  the  We- 
verton  road.  The  Weverton  road  will  bring  you  in  direct 
connection  with  Washington  city,  and  what  is  better,  your 
citizens  will  not  be  imposed  upon  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
road,  as  competition  will  keep  them  in  order. 

The  route  from  Hagerstown  to  Cumberland,  by  the  recent 
survey  of  W.  W.  Taylor,  Esq.,  is  but  78  miles  in  length, 
with  no  grade  exceeding  70  feet  to  the  mile.  It  has  been 
my  privilege  to  be  in  communication,  by  correspondence  and 
interview,  with  some  of  the  most  distinguished  gentlemen  in 
the  Union  for  marked  ability  in  mercantile  and  railroad  mat- 
ters, and  I  am  assured  they  will  furnish  one-half  the  means 
to  put  this  road  under  contract,  provided  the  citizens  of  Mary- 
land will  furnish  the  other  half. 

This  road  will  pass  through  a  country  teeming  with  agri- 
cultural and  mineral  wealth,  and  when  it  reaches  Cumber- 
land it  will  be  taxed  to  its  utmost  ability  to  bring  to  Baltimore 
the  immense  amount  of  coal  now  waiting  transportation. 

The  coal  interests  of  Alleghany  county  can  mine  3,000,000 
tons  of  coal  annually,  without  increasing  their  mechanical 
mining  power.  The  entire  amount  transported  last  year  by 
railroad  and  canal  was  657,000  tons  ;  this  leaves  2,343,000 
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tons.  If  2,343,000  tons  of  coal  were  brought  to  Baltimore 
at  the  present  freight  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road,  which 
is  $4.20  per  ton,  it  would  amount  to  the  enormous  sum  of 
$9,900,600.  This  is  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  entire  construc- 
tion and  equipment  of  the  Western  Maryland  road  from  the 
wharves  in  Baltimore  to  Cumberland  ;  or,  in  other  words, 
the  freight  received  in  one  year  on  coal  now  ready  for  ship- 
ment, at  the  rate  of  freight  now  paid  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
road,  would  build  and  equip  a  first-class  coal  road  from  tide- 
water on  the  Chesapeake  to  Cumberland. 

In  a  recent  conversation  with  one  of  our  most  esteemed 
fellow-citizens,  a  former  President  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Koad,  he  informed  me  that  coal  was  brought  from 
Cumberland  to  Baltimore  over  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Road 
for  a  long  time  at  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile  and  that  it  paid 
well.  The  distance  from  Baltimore  to  Cumberland  by  the 
Western  Maryland  Road,  by  recent  survey,  is  165  miles,  and 
the  impression  is  that  it  can  be  reduced  to  160  miles.  If 
2,343,000  tons  of  coal  were  brought  to  Baltimore  at  $1.65 
per  ton,  it  would  amount  to  the  large  sum  of  $3,864,950. 
This  is  more  than  sufficient  to  furnish  the  amount  not  yet 
obtained  by  loan,  to  complete  the  unfinished  portions  of  the 
Western  Maryland  Road  from  tide  water  to  Cumberland. 
The  estimate  of  the  engineer  from  Cumberland  to  Hagers- 
town  is  $3,000,000.  The  amount  required  to  make  up  the 
deficiency  from  Union  Bridge  and  Hagerstown  is  $200,000. 
The  amount  necessary  to  complete  a  double  track  from  Re- 
lay to  Canton  is  $500,000.  Making  in  all  $3,700,000.  It 
is  therefore  evident  that  the  amount  received  in  one  year  for 
freight  on  2,343,000  tons  of  coal  at  $1.65,  or  two-fifths  of 
the  present  freight  paid  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Road,  would 
furnish  the  amount  required  to  complete  the  Western  Mary- 
land Road  from  Baltimore  to  Cumberland.  I  have  gone  into 
these  facts  for  the  purpose  of  convincing  those  who  are  in- 
terested in  them,  that  there  is  sufficient  freight  in  the  article 
of  coal  alone,  now  ready  at  Cumberland,  to  be  sent  to  Bal- 
timore, at  the  paying  price  of  $1.65  per  ton,  to  pay  an  in- 
terest of  40  per  cent  on  the  cost  of  building  and  equiping  a 
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first  class  railroad  from  tide  water  at  Baltimore  to  Cumber- 
land. The  immense  advantages  that  would  result  from  the 
extension  of  the  Western  Maryland  Road  to  Pittsburg  must 
be  evident  to  all. 

During  my  administration  four  different  parties  have  of- 
fered to  meet  this  road  at  the  Pennsylvania  line,  provided 
they  could  be  released  from  the  grasp  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Road. 

The  Pittsburg  and  Cleveland  and  Fort  Wayne  and  Chi- 
cago Roads  are  both  anxious  for  this  outlet  of  305  miles 
from  Pittsburg  to  the  Chesapeake  Bay.  What  would  be 
our  advantages  if  it  were  now  completed  cannot  be  esti- 
mated, nothing  has  prevented  it  but  the  obstacles  placed  in 
the  way  by  the  present  management  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad. 

Cleveland,  the  Lakes,  Central  Ohio  and  Pittsburg,  the 
greatest  manufacturing  city  in  the  Union,  with  all  its  ave- 
nues of  trade,  would  be  brought  one  hundred  miles  nearer 
Baltimore. 

NORTHERN   CENTRAL   RAILROAD    COMPANY. 

The  city  assisted  this  road  in  its  infancy  by  a  loan  of  its 
credit  to  the  amount  of  $850,000.  The  Council  gave  to  the 
Company  this  claim  in  1854,  provided  they  would  continue 
their  road  from  any  point  to  Canton  within  nine  years. 
This  action  was  vetoed  by  Mayor  Hollins,  but  became  a  law 
by  the  constitutional  action  of  the  Council.  The  time  al- 
lowed expired  in  1863,  shortly  after  I  came  into  office,  and 
the  road  was  not  made.  During  my  administration  two 
successive  Councils  have  given  the  Company  this  claim  on 
similar  terms — both  of  which  actions  have  been  vetoed  by 
me  and  failed  to  become  a  law.  It  was  then  intimated  that 
the  Company  would  give  $522,000  for  the  city's  claim 
against  them  and  make  the  road  to  Canton.  An  ordinance 
was  passed  by  your  predecessors,  and  approved  by  me,  agree- 
ing to  sell  them  this  claim  for  $522,000,  provided  they  would 
make  this  road  to  Canton.  This  ordinance  was  rejected  by 
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the  Northern  Central  Company  because  the  terras  did  not 
suit  them.  The  Council,  after  the  rejection  and  on  the  eve 
of  their  adjournment,  at  my  request,  passed  a  resolution  au- 
thorizing the  sale  of  this  interest  to  the  highest  bidder, 
which  was  the  Northern  Central  Railroad  Company,  for 
$880,150.  I  have  given  this  brief  history  of  this  subject, 
because  an  application  will  be  made  to  your  honorable  body 
for  aid  to  complete  a  double  track  road  from  the  Relay  House 
to  Canton,  for  the  mutual  accommodation  of  the  Northern 
Central  and  the  Western  Maryland  Railroad  Companies. 

The  Northern  Central,  Western  Maryland  and  Canton 
Companies  have  each  signified  an  anxious  desire  for  the 
completion  of  this  road,  and  their  willingness  to  assist  in 
its  construction.  Application  will  be  made  to  your  honor- 
able body  for  a  loan  of  the  city's  credit  to  the  amount  of 
$350,000  to  accomplish  this  object.  If  it  should  be  deemed 
expedient  to  extend  this  aid,  the  city  will  have  obtained  a 
road  over  which  she  will  exert  control  by  loaning  her  credit 
for  $350,000,  which  is  a  moiety  of  the  entire  claim  which 
your  predecessors  would  have  given  away  three  times  if  they 
had  not  been  restrained,  and  for  a  loan  $8,150  less  than  the 
amount  circumstances  compelled  the  last  Council  and  myself 
to  offer  to  give  them — the  city's  claim  under  the  ordinance 
rejected  by  them.  I  have  heard  it  argued  that  the  Northern 
Central  Company  will  build  this  road.  If  they  have  failed 
to  build  it  when  this  entire  claim  was  given  them  on  con- 
dition that  they  would  do  so,  and  rejected  a  gift  of  $358,150 
for  the  same  purpose  within  a  year,  1  would  imagine  this 
argument  was  answered.  This  double  track  to  Canton  will 
be  the  carrier  of  the  freight  of  two  roads,  and  must  j>ay  its 
interest  regularly.  The  city  has  been  laboring  to  have  this 
road  made  for  the  past  fifteen  years.  The  increased  facili- 
ties for  shipping  and  storing  the  agricultural  and  mineral 
products  of  the  State,  with  the  lumber  and  coal  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, will  materially  benefit  our  citizens  in  reducing  the 
prices,  by  finding  cheap  points  of  storage,  and  allowing  the 
two  companies  to  employ  their  cars  solely  as  carriers,  where 
they  are  now  employed  as  storehouses,  as  their  places  are  so

limited  for  the  delivery  of  freight  that  they  are  compelled 
to  haul  it  directly  from  the  cars,  thereby  obstructing  the 
streets. 

The  city  has  received  three  payments  on  her  claim  from 
the  Northern  Central  Railroad,  amounting  to  $666,231.96. 

NORTHWESTERN   VIRGINIA    RAILROAD. 

The  city  sold  her  claim  against  the  Northwestern  Vir- 
ginia Railroad  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Compa- 
ny for  $1,200,000.  This  amount  has  been  invested  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  in  government  and  city  securities, 
the  object  being  to  augment  the  amount  received  by  adding 
the  interest  to  the  principal  and  holding  it  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  Northwestern  Virginia  bonds  endorsed  by  the 
city. 

PHILADELPHIA,    WILMINGTON    AND    BALTIMORE    RAILROAD. 

This  company  have  a  single  track  from  the  limits  of  the 
city  to  their  depot.  They  desire  a  double  track  to  that 
point.  They  have  applied  twice  to  our  city  for  this  privi- 
lege. The  city  has  declined  letting  them  have  two  tracks 
in  one  street,  because  the  street  is  too  narrow,  and  the  in- 
habitants on  the  line  of  the  street  would  be  denied  their 
rights  and  the  use  of  the  street  guaranteed  to  them  by  the 
city  and  for  which  they  are  taxed.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  by  the  city  to  compromise  the  matter  by  trying  to  in- 
duce them  to  take  two  streets  and  run  one  track  in  each. 
They  have  also  been  given  to  understand  that  if  they  will 
•pay  for  increasing  the  width  of  Boston  street  (where  the  ex- 
pense would  be  light,  as  there  are  no  houses  to  remove)  six- 
teen feet,  they  can  place  two  tracks  in  the  centre  of  it  as  far 
as  Aliceanna  street,  and  then  run  one  track  through  that 
street,  allowing  the  present  track  to  remain  on  Canton  ave- 
nue. The  parties  that  would  be  mostly  injured  by  two  tracks 
on  Boston  street,  have  given  this  company  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  worth  of  property,  and  offer  to  meet  them  on 
the  most  liberal  terms  in  widening  Boston  street. 
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The  reason  I  have  mentioned  these  facts  is,  that  I  under- 
stand an  effort  is  being  made  with  the  Legislature  to 
pass  a  law  giving  them  this  right,  in  opposition  to  the 
wishes  of  the  city  and  her  citizens.  I  feel  convinced  that 
the  Legislature  will  not  grant  the  privilege  when  they  learn 
these  facts. 

CITY   PASSENGER   RAILWAY. 

Henry  Tyson,  Esq.,  President.  The  management  of  this 
road  has  given  more  general  satisfaction  for  the  past  twelve 
months  than  formerly.  There  has  been  very  few  complaints 
recently.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  Company  will  be  able 
to  return  to  its  original  fare  at  the  end  of  the  time  given  by 
the  Legislature.  The  conductors  are  attentive  and  gentle- 
manly. The  equipment  has  always  been  of  the  best  char- 
acter. 

SUSQUEHANNA  AND  TIDE  WATER  CANAL. 

The  city  owns  7,600  shares  of  the  stock  of  this  company, 
which  cost  her  by  subscription  $50  per  share,  amounting  to 
$380,000.  The  entire  number  of  shares  is  41,000;  making 
a  capital  of  $2,050,000.  The  canal  has  cost  $4,500,000, 
so  that  half  this  work  has  been  constructed  upon  loans  ob- 
tained by  the  issue  of  bonds.  The  State  of  Maryland  holds 
$1,000,000  in  this  company,  covered  by  a  first  mortgage. 

The  operations  of  this  enterprise  are  governed  by  twelve 
managers,  five  of  whom  the  city  of  Baltimore  has  the  right 
to  nominate.  I  regret  that  I  am  compelled  to  state  that  very 
little  respect  is  paid  to  her  nominations.  A  majority  of  the 
stockholders  live  in  Pennsylvania.  They  select  such  mana- 
gers as  they  are  convinced  before  they  are  chosen  will  suit 
their  purposes,  and  the  canal  is  controlled  to  suit  their  views. 
We  are  of  no  importance  except  when  two  parties  spring  up 
in  that  State,  desiring  to  get  the  offices ;  we  are  then  used 
by  each  to  frighten  the  other  into  terms,  and  they  always 
unite  in  dividing  the  spoils  of  office  between  them.  In  these 
contests  we  manage  to  get  in  one  or  perhaps  two  managers, 
and  consider  ourselves  very  fortunate.     I  have  heretofore  op- 
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posed  the  sale  of  our  interest  in  this  work,  from  the  convic- 
tion that  great  benefits  are  derived  by  our  citizens  in  the 
competition  it  produces  with  other  carriers,  thereby  reducing 
the  price  of  coal  and  lumber  to  our  consumers,  benefitting 
them  much  more  than  the  loss  of  the  interest  injures  the 
city.  We  must  endeavor  to  get  the  State  of  Maryland  to 
assist  in  compelling  them  to  pay  some  respect  to  our  nomi- 
nations. 

HEALTH   DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  directly  under  the  supervision  of  Dr. 
Gerard  E.  Morgan,  Commissioner  of  Health,  and  Dr.  A.  A. 
White,  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Health.  During  the  re- 
cess of  the  Council,  Dr.  Samuel  T.  Knight,  the  former  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  was  compelled  to  resign,  in  consequence 
of  the  great  increase  in  his  practice. 

Dr.  Knight  has  discharged  the  duties  of  this  position  for 
nearly  four  years  with  great  ability,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
his  friends  to  know  that  his  professional  skill  is  so  highly 
appreciated  in  his  private  practice. 

Dr.  Morgan  having  discharged  the  duties  of  Assistant 
Commissioner  for  nearly  four  years  with  attention,  energy 
and  ability,  was  at  once  advanced  to  the  position  of  Com- 
missioner, and  Dr.  A.  A.  White,  who  had  served  four  years 
in  the  Union  army,  appointed  to  the  position  of  Assistant. 
Dr.  Morgan's  thorough  knowledge  of  the  duties  of  this  de- 
partment, with  his  application  and  energy,  must  confer  great 
benefits  upon  this  community  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  its 
duties. 

The  Commissioner  is  exceedingly  anxious  to  impress  upon 
your  honorable  body  the  necessity  of  giving  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Health  the  most  attentive  consideration.  The 
deposit  of  filth  and  dirt  in  Jones'  Falls  is  referred  to  as  more 
to  be  dreaded  as  a  source  of  disease  than  any  other  cause. 
It  is  the  receptacle  of  every  species  of  offal  from  factories., 
tanneries,  stables,  dwelling  houses,  sinks  on  its  margin,  and 
numbers  of  sinks  on  almost  every  sewer  that  runs  into  it. 
He  estimates  the  number  of  persons  using  it  and  the  harbor 
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for  this  purpose  at  twenty  thousand.  The  water  of  Jones' 
Falls  is  withdrawn  from  this  stream  to  an  extent  that  pre- 
vents the  possibility  of  its  keeping  the  bed  of  this  stream 
clean.  In  its  present  form  stagnant  pools  of  filth  remain 
until  carried  away  by  heavy  rains.  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
views  expressed  under  the  head  of  "Port  Warden,  Harbor 
and  Falls."  I  am  under  the  impression  that  the  improve- 
ment there  recommended  will  remedy  this  great  evil. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  plan  of  cleaning  sinks,  and 
the  New  York  plan,  recommended  as  free  from  objection. 
The  New  York  plan  is  to  place  scows  at  wharves  adjacent  to 
different  sections  of  the  city  at  midnight,  and  the  night  soil 
to  be  discharged  into  them  and  taken  at' once  from  six  to 
twelve  miles  below  the  city. 

It  is  suggested  that  if  the  garbage,  street  dirt,  and  night 
soil  were  given  to  persons  who  would  provide  the  means  oi 
taking  it  at  the  wharves  from  the  carts,  it  would  be  a  matter 
of  economy  in  the  saving  of  rents  of  lots  and  long  hauls.  It 
would  also  rid  our  citizens  of  the  unpleasant  nuisances  on 
the  lines  of  some  of  our  highways  leading  to  the  country. 

I  have  been  called  upon  by  different  parties  desiring  to 
make  the  arrangement  suggested  above,  and  I  am  assured 
that  the  means  will  be  provided  to  take  the  entire  refuse  of 
the  city  free  of  expense,  provided  such  laws  as  will  author- 
ize and  enforce  it  are  passed  by  your  honorable  body. 

When  the  report  reached  us  early  in  November  that  the 
Asiatic  cholera  had  made  its  appearance  at  the  Quarantine 
ground,  fifteen  miles  below  New  York  city  ;  our  Quarantine 
regulations  which  are  not  enforced  after  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber, had  been  discontinued.  I  immediately  instructed  the 
Board  of  Health  to  inform  all  the  pilots  that  no  vessel  would 
be  allowed  to  pass  Quarantine  ground  without  the  closest 
examination.     This  order  was  rigidly  enforced. 

I  also  instructed  the  Board  to  appoint  one  Assistant  Su- 
perintendent for  each  of  the  five  districts,  and  that  the 
Assistants  should  take  charge  of  the  streets,  and  that  the 
Superintendents  themselves  should  visit  every  house  in  their 
respective  districts,  and  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
entire  premises  and  cause  every  nuisance  to  be  removed. 
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The  Superintendents  found  our  citizens  willing  and  anx- 
ious to  assist  them  in  their  labors.  You  will  find  that 
great  prudence  and  economy  have  been  used  in  employing 
this  additional  force.  I  should  have  called  your  honorable 
body  together  if  I  had  not  been  assured  by  a  visit  to  New 
York  city  that  they  had  no  fears  of  the  cholera  reaching 
that  city  at  that  time.  I  would  urge  upon  you  the  neces- 
sity of  preparing  at  once  for  this  dreadful  epidemic.  There 
are  many  of  our  citizens  that  anticipate  its  advent  early  in 
the  spring.  The  health  of  our  city  is  a  paramount  obliga- 
tion we  owe  to  our  citizens  ;  every  means  should  be  adopted 
and  rigidly  enforced  to  make  our  citizens  feel  secure  by 
placing  our  city  in  most  unexceptionable  condition  of  clean- 
liness. 

The  experienced  head  of  this  department  will  execute  such 
measures  as  are  desired  by  you  in  a  manner  that  will  secure 
your  unlimited  confidence  and  the  approval  of  our  citizens. 
I  would  again  urge  upon  your  immediate  attention  the  ne- 
cessity of  getting  rid  of  night  soil,  garbage  and  street  dirt, 
upon  the  New  York  plan,  as  it  can  be  adopted  at  once,  and 
will  be  attended  with  the  best  results  as  a  matter  of  cleanli- 
ness, at  a  more  moderate  expense.

MARINE   HOSPITAL. 

Dr.  Clendenin  has  charge  of  this  institution.  He  dis- 
charges the  duties  thereof  with  ability,  energy  and  attention. 
During  the  year  1864  there  were  sent  to  this  institution  nearly 
one  thousand  cases  of  small  pox,  and  the  Comptroller  and 
myself  were  surprised  at  the  immense  labors  performed  by 
this  gentleman.  During  the  year  1865  there  have  only  been 
about  177  patients. 

Our  citizens  may  rely  upon  the  most  stringent  quarantine 
regulations  being  enforced,  as  the  Doctor  understands  his 
duty  and  performs  it. 

The  barracks  erected  by  the  government  for  the  reception 
of  soldiers  who  had  the  small  pox,  has  been  presented  to 
the  city. 

The  farm  is  rented  at  $200  per  annum,  and  is  in  a  good 
state  of  cultivation.  The  County  Commissioners  have  opened 
a  short  road  from  the  county  road  to  this  institution,  which 
will  be  put  in  order  in  the  spring. 

Five  hundred  and  thirteen  vessels  have  been  visited.

THE   CITY    JAIL. 

The  following  gentlemen  compose  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
this  institution :  Thos.  H.  Mules,  Esq. ,  President;  G.  S.  Grif- 
fith, Thomas  Booz,  David  Henderson  and  Wilson  Proctor, 
Esqs.  A  more  efficient  Board  of  Visitors  could  not  be  select- 
ed. Their  standing  in  this  community  gives  assurance  that 
this  institution  must  be  properly  controlled.  The  Warden, 
Thomas  C.  James,. Esq.,  is  a  gentleman  of  great  experience 
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in  this  department,  and  has  discharged  his  duty  faithfully. 
It  is  evident  that  the  institution  has  been  conducted  with  the 
most  judicious  economy.  The  appropriation  last  year  was 
$10,000  less  than  the  previous  year.  This  institution  was 
managed  with  this  immense  decrease,  owing  to  the  receipts 
from  prisoners  of  war  being  so  large,  amounting  to  $8,949.92. 
This  is  a  gratifying  result  when  we  reflect  that  articles  needed 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  are  at  such  high  prices. 
You  will  perceive  that  a  large  amount  has  been  expended  in 
refurnishing  and  repairs  of  water  fixtures,  &c. 

Dr.  John  F.  Powell  is  highly  commended  for  the  faithful 
and  efficient  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Physician. 

The  religious  services  of  the  institution  have  been  strictly 
attended  to  by  invitation  of  clergymen  of  different  denomi- 
nations on  successive  Sabbath  days.  In  this  we  are  much 
indebted  to  G.  S.  Griffith,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Maryland 
Tract  Society,  and  his  friends,  who  have  labored  assiduously 
among  the  prisoners.  The  donation  from  the  Maryland  Bible 
Society  of  seventy-five  Bibles  is  gratefully  appreciated. 

Mr.  David  Cowan  is  handsomely  complimented  for  the  effi- 
cient manner  in  which  he  has  kept  the  books  of  the  institution.

PORT  WARDEN,  HARBOR  AND  FALLS. 


Oliver  M.  Disney,  Esq.,  has  labored  in  this  department 
with  untiring  energy  to  produce  the  best  results.  Every 
possible  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  water  of  sufficient 
depth  in  the  harbor.  The  dredging  machines  are  of  the 
most  powerful  construction,  and  are  under  the  direction  of 
the  most  skillful  superintendents,  the  difficulty  being  to  get 
rid  of  the  immense  amount  of  sediment  they  raise.  The 
discharging  machine  has  worked  well,  and  is  tbe  correct 
plan  upon  which  the  sediment  ought  to  be  disposed  of.  I 
would  suggest  that  your  Committee  on  the  Harbor  examine 
this  subject.  My  opinion  is  that  we  ought  to  construct  a 
sufficient  number  of  discharging  machines,  with  the  boxes, 
to  receive  the  sediment,  and  open  scows  to  carry  them,  to 
prevent  any  sediment  being  thrown  into  the  harbor  after  it 
is  once  taken  out.  A  pen  ought  to  be  made  at  the  Marine 
Hospital  farm  to  receive  the  sediment,  thereby  making  fast 
ground  for  the  city.  Jones'  Falls,  the  source  from  which 
nine-tenths  of  all  the  sediment  comes,  has  given  great  un- 
easiness. Passing  through  the  heart  of  the  city,  it  must  be 
the  source  of  disease  if  a  remedy  is  not  applied.  The  un- 
pleasant condition  of  this  stream  has  given  me  a  great  deal 
of  anxiety.  It  will  give  me  pleasure  to  receive  suggestions 
from  those  who  think  they  can  remedy  this  evil.  The  plan 
that  I  would  suggest  would  be  to  pave  the  bed  of  the  Falls 
from  Madison  street  bridge  to  Fayette  street  bridge,  and  as 
much  further  down  as  possible.  I  would  pave  it  as  Liberty 
street  is  paved,  throwing  all  the  water  in  the  centre,  and 
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making  the  sides  at  the  walls  at  least  three  feet  higher  than 
the  centre,  with  a  regular  inclination  to  the  centre.  This 
would  destroy  entirely  the  stagnant  pools  on  this  stream  as 
far  as  paved  and  carry  the  water  half  through  the  city  with- 
out stopping  it.  It  would  confine  the  water  to  the  centre  of 
the  stream,  allowing  the  sides  to  remain  dry,  until  the  in- 
crease of  the  flow  of  the  stream  brought  it  into  use,  and 
when  the  water  decreased  there  would  he  no  exposure  of 
mud  to  throw  off  its  unhealthy  miasma.  It  would  bring 
the  fresh  water  continually  down  into  the  portion  of  the 
stream  that  cannot  be  paved,  making  it  more  pure  and 
causing  it  to  flow  to  the  river.  The  city  would  then  be  en- 
abled, at  low  water,  to  remove  with  carts  any  sediment  that 
might  accumulate  on  the  pavement.  I  would  advise  that 
all  openings  in  the  walls  of  the  Falls  should  be  closed  ex- 
cept sewers.  I  would  not  allow  any  sink  to  empty  into  the 
Falls  or  into  any  sewer  finding  its  outlet  in  the  Falls.  If 
this  improvement  takes  place,  enforcing  these  restraints  by 
the  most  rigid  enactment  of  law,  I  think  our  citizens  will 
be  satisfied  with  the  result. 

There  has  been  great  exertions  made  to  deepen  the  Falls 
below  Pratt  street  bridge,  with  but  little  effect.  The  small 
dredging  machine  is  constructed  so  that  it  can  be  taken  un- 
der the  two  bridges  below  Pratt  street,  but  the  difficulty  is, 
that  immense  banks  of  sediment  have  formed  under  these 
bridges  that  cannot  be  got  at,  so  that  large  scows  cannot 
pass  under  them,  consequently  small  ones  have  to  be  used, 
and  frequently  one  or  two  scoop  fulls  of  sediment  place  them 
so  low  in  the  water  that  they  cannot  pass  under  the  bridges. 
In  my  anxiety  to  remedy  this  evil  I  have  taken  counsel  of 
experienced  men. 

The  remedy  that  presents  itself  as  likely  to  produce  the 
best  result  is  to  make  a  draw  of  forty  feet  in  the  centre  of 
each  of  the  two  bridges  below  Pratt  street ;  each  end  of  the 
bridge  to  be  made  permanent  by  a  single  or  double  row  of 
piling  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  stream  to  any  objectionable 
extent.  The  drawbridge  can  then  be  moved  back  upon  the 
stationary  portion  of  the  bridge  by  railroad  or  other  median- 
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ical  contrivance.  With  this  alteration  the  dredging  machine 
will  in  a  few  hours  remove  the  sediment  under  the  bridge  so 
that  the  machine  and  scows  can  pass  through  without  diffi- 
culty, and  in  two  months  the  falls,  as  high  as  Pratt  street, 
can  he  made  from  fifteen  to  twenty  feet  deep.  The  lower 
bridge  would  never  be  open  more  than  five  hours.  The  next 
bridge  is  a  double  one  and  could  be  made  in  two  draws,  clos- 
ing one  while  the  other  was  open,  and  thus  causing  the  least 
possible  obstruction  to  travel.  The  falls  could  then  be  kept 
at  least  fifteen  feet  deep  to  Pratt  street,  presenting  facilities 
for  the  landing  of  coal  and  lumber  that  would  more  than 
pay  the  interest  on  the  outlay,  and  every  rain  would  bring 
down  a  large  amount  of  sediment  from  below  the  paved  por- 
tion of  the  stream  into  the  deepened  channel  at  Pratt  street. 
I  think  that  these  suggestions,  if  followed,  would  remedy 
this  evil  to  an  extent  that  would  prevent  any  unpleasant  con- 
sequences hereafter. 

I  have  been  under  the  impression  for  years  that  the  fronts 
on  Baltimore  street,  on  the  bridges  over  the  falls,  might  be 
made  profitable  to  the  city  by  leasing  them  out.  Truss  girders 
might  span  the  stream  entirely,  as  the  bridge  now  does,  and 
places  of  business,  one-story  high,  erected  upon  them.  The 
truss  girders  would  be  one  foot  higher  than  the  floor  of  the 
bridge.  The  step  into  the  stores  could  present  no  obstacle, 
and  would  be  a  much  more  pleasant  object  than  the  present 
view  from  the  railing  of  the  bridge.  All  the  bridges  that 
present  sufficient  business  inducements  might  be  improved 
in  this  manner,  and  the  revenue  derived  from  the  leasing  of 
these  fronts,  with  the  revenue  received  from  deepening  the 
falls  to  Pratt  street  bridge,  would  go  far  towards  paying  the 
interest  on  these  improvements. 

KEEPING   THE   HARBOR   OPEN. 

In  compliance  with  the  action  of  the  Council  instructing 
the  Comptroller  and  the  Mayor  to  take  such  steps  as  would 
keep  the  channel  of  the  harbor  open  during  the  winter,  pro- 
posals were  invited  by  advertisement  and  solicited  by  giving 
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the  greatest  publicity  to  the  subject.  But  one  proposition 
was  received,  and  that  from  parties  who  expected  to  accom- 
plish the  object  by  the  use  of  two  tugs  of  less  power  than 
those  owned  by  the  city.  It  was,  therefore,  determined  that 
the  tug  Baltimore,  which  is  an  iron  boat  of  greater  power 
than  any  tug  in  the  harbor,  and  the  Dulaney,  which  is  a 
wooden  boat  of  almost  equal  power,  should  be  prepared  for 
the  work  by  casing  the  front  with  iron.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  those  conversant  with  the  subject,  that  these  two  boats 
can  accomplish  this  object  by  running  continuously  night 
and  day,  and  not  allowing  the  ice  to  freeze  to  any  consider- 
able thickness.  If  the  winter  should  be  of  more  than  ordi- 
nary severity,  and  these  boats  found  to.be  inadequate  to  the 
service,  we  will  endeavor  to  secure  additional  aid. 

Capt.  Silas  Reynolds,  formerly  of  the  United  States  Navy, 
suggests  the  placing  of  a  plough  on  the  front  of  the  steam 
tug  Baltimore,  for  the  purpose  of  ploughing  up  the  ice  in 
the  harbor.  His  argument  is,  that  if  you  attempt  to  crush 
the  ice  downward,  you  have  the  resistance  of  the  water 
pressing  against  you.  He  has  had  considerable  experience 
in  these  matters,  and  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  his  views  are 
correct.  I  should  be  pleased  if  an  opportunity  could  be  af- 
forded him  to  explain  his  views  before  your  committee.  If 
the  experiment  could  be  tried,  at  moderate  expense,  this 
winter,  we  could  then  ascertain  whether  the  steam  tug  Bal- 
timore is  of  sufficient  power  to  keep  the  harbor  open,  and  if 
not,  we  might  be  able  to  judge  what  size  boat  would  be  re- 
quired. The  plough  can  be  put  on  in  a  week,  and  should 
be  ordered  at  once,  as  a  cold  spell  of  weather  might  return 
immediately. 

COURT   HOUSE. 

There  are  alterations  needed  in  this  building  that  could 
be  made  at  a  moderate  outlay,  which  would  materially  con- 
tribute to  the  comfort  of  those  occupying  these  rooms. 

The  Common  Pleas  Court  room  is  entirely  too  small.  If 
the  passage  was  added  to  this  room  by  taking  down  the 
brick  passage  wall  and  substituting  iron  pillars,  it  would 
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make  this  room  fifteen  by  forty  feet  larger  than  it  is,  which 
would  answer  all  present  purposes  and  make  quite  a  com- 
fortable court  room. 

The  Sheriff's  apartments  are  entirely  too  small  for  the 
business  of  his  office,  and  ought  to  be  made  larger  and  more 
comfortable.  Your  committee  can  devise  a  plan  if  they  will 
examine  the  subject. 

PUBLIC   SCHOOLS. 

At  no  period  in  the  history  of  our  city  have  the  Public 
Schools  appeared  in  a  more  interesting  view,  nor  to  greater 
advantage.  As  supported  by  the  means  appropriated  for  the 
purpose,  and  under  the  supervision  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  they  have  gradually  pursued  their  way 
from  a  very  small  beginning  to  their  present  elevated  posi- 
tion, which  will  bear  favorable  comparison  with  schools  of 
the  oldest  and  best  systems  of  the  country. 

Thus  far  the  schools  have  progressed  in  character  and  im- 
portance, and  they  are  now  the  proudest  monuments  of  our 
city's  government.  Let  them  be  liberally  supported,  and  no 
means  within  reach  be  left  unemployed  while  there  is  a  degree 
of  progress  yet  unattained. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  ask  for  it  a  careful  perusal.  The  suggestions 
there  made  in  reference  to  the  present  building  occupied  by 
Grammar  School  No.  9,  on  the  corner  of  Calvert  and  Sara- 
toga streets,  should  receive  your  careful  consideration.  It  is 
in  a  very  unsound  condition  ;  totally  unfit  for  the  purpose 
intended.  I  am  informed  that  the  cellar  is  constantly  filled 
to  the  depth  of  two  or  three  feet  with  water,  producing  a 
continued  dampness,  which  is  exceedingly  unhealthy.  I 
would  suggest  that  a  new  building  be  erected  on  the  lot  on 
Courtland  street,  formerly  purchased  by  the  city  for  the  new 
Central  High  School.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  present  build- 
ing could  be  sold  for  more  than  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
building  of  another  house. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  measures  may  be  taken  for 
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the  finishing  of  the  "building  now  in  the  course  of  erection 
on  Park  street,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Central  High 
School.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  hetter  plan  would 
he  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  City  Commissioner,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Comptroller  and  President  of  the  School  Board, 
and  let  a  sufficient  appropriation  be  made  to  finish  the  build- 
ing, as  in- its  present  condition  it  is  becoming  considerably 
damaged  by  exposure.  There  appears  to  be  some  difficulty 
in  relation  to  the  style  of  the  building  and  its  probable  ex- 
pensive character.  If  necessary,  let  the  architectural  design 
be  so  modified  that  its  character  may  comport  with  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  to  be  used,  and  let  a  plain,  substantial 
and  imposing  design  be  obtained,  and  the  building  pushed 
forward  to  completion. 

COLORED    PEOPLE. 

This  class  of  our  population  excite  our  liveliest  sympa- 
thies. We  have  not  heard  of  a  single  instance  of  resistance 
in  the  Southern  States,  although  they  out  number  the  white 
population,  in  some  localities,  two  to  one,  and  in  many  in- 
stances are  not  kindly  treated.  We  have  found  them  pa- 
tient and  loyal  everywhere,  having  readily  taken  up  arms 
in  defence  of  the  Union  and  acting  with  becoming  bravery 
on  the  field. 

They  are  entitled  to  our  kindest  consideration,  and  it  is 
our  duty,  as  far  as  possible,  to  fit  them,  by  moral  and  re- 
ligious training,  for  the  position  they  are  destined  to  oc- 
cupy. I  believe  that  the  antipathy  between  the  races  will 
not  be  extinguished  for  generations  to  come.  They  have 
been  free  for  two  or  three  generations  in  some  of  the  North- 
ern States,  and  they  have  declined  there  to  give  them  the 
right  of  suffrage.  I  believe  that  their  true  destiny  is  colo- 
nization at  some  point  near  Central  America,  under  the  pro- 
tection and  guidance  of  our  Government. 

They  have  paid  the  school  tax  for  years  and  have  received 
no  benefits  from  it  until  the  past  year.  In  view  of  this  fact 
I  trust  they  may  receive  from  the  city  an  appropriation  that 
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will  continue  their  schools  in  their  present  form  and  effi- 
ciency. 

HOUSE   OF   REFUGE. 

This  institution  was  founded  and  is  sustained  by  private 
munificence  and  the  yearly  contributions  of  the  State  and 
city.  It  is  controlled  by  a  Board  of  Managers  appointed 
by  the  parties  interested.  The  Managers  on  the  part  of  the 
city  are  Charles  M.  Keyser,  Rev.  John  N.  McJilton,  Rev. 
George  P.  Nice,  William  Heald,  Henry  W.  Drakely,  Enoch 
Pratt,  John  R.  Kelso,  E.  M.  Greenway,  Jr.,  George  Small 
and  Edw'd  J.  Church.  This  institution  reflects  great  credit 
upon  its  founders,  and  is  accomplishing  a  great  deal  of 
good  in  taking  the  little  wanderers  from  our  streets  and 
placing  them  under  control,  providing  a  comfortable  home, 
and  educating  them  and  learning  them  trades.  The  man- 
agers, generally,  are  deeply  interested  in  the  comfort  of  the 
inmates,  attending  to  every  want  in  the  most  affectionate 
manner.  Some  of  them  are  more  interested  than  others, 
and  have  so  thoroughly  identified  themselves  with  the 
happiness  of  the  inmates  that  they  have  made  lasting  im- 
pressions upon  them,  and  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  out- 
citizens.  A  disease  of  the  eyes,  called  opthalmia,  prevail- 
ed among  the  inmates  some  months  since.  I  am  glad  to 
learn  that  it  is  disappearing,  as  I  am  so  informed  by  the 
Physician  in  attendance.  It  was  the  impression  of  some  of 
our  citizens  that  it  was  caused  by  working  by  gas  light. 
This  the  Managers  assure  me  is  incorrect. 

POLICE   DEPARTMENT. 

This  commission  is  composed  of  Samuel  Hindes  and  Nich- 
ols L.  "Wood,  Esqrs.,  with  the  Mayor. 

The  Commissioners  have  labored  assiduously  to  perform 
their  duties  faithfully.  Marshal  Carmichael  and  Deputy 
Marshal  Manly  were  selected  from  the  Captains  of  the  Po- 
lice Force  solely  on  the  ground  of  merit ;  they  are  able  and 
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efficient  officers.  I  trust  that  the  rule  which  now  exists  of 
promoting  from  the  ranks  of  this  force  for  true  merit  alone, 
will  always  continue  as  it  is  sure  to  work  well. 

The  force  is  selected  with  great  circumspection  ;  intelli- 
gence and  sobriety  being  the  guide.  There  are  those  of  our 
citizens  who  are  sometimes  disposed  to  make  serious  com- 
plaints for  slight  neglect  of  duty.  I  would  remind  them 
that  the  present  force  is  one  hundred  less  than  it  was  when 
the  present  Commissioners  took  charge  of  it.  The  beats  of 
the  Police  are  very  large  and  the  labor  great  when  they  per- 
form their  duty  faithfully. 

I  am  still  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  the  Police 
Commission  should  be  composed  of  four  Commissioners, 
with  the  Mayor,  one  for  each  of  the  four  districts.  Every 
means  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  prostitution  of  this 
force  to  political  ends,  and  there  is  certainly  more  safety  in 
four  Commissioners  than  two. 

HARBOR   COMMISSION. 

Capt.  Robert  Leslie,  Capt.  Jacob  Hugg,  Capt.  John  M. 
Green,  Col.  William  Chesnut,  James  McDougal,  Jacob  W. 
G-raffliri  and  Oliver  M.  Disney,  Esq.,  with  the  Mayor  com- 
pose this  commission. 

It  is  the  impression  of  this  commission  that  the  steamer 
and  dredging  machines  under  their  control  would  be  kept 
in  better  order  by  being  judiciously  employed  than  by  being 
laid  up.  The  amount  of  funds  to  be  expended  by  them  has 
been  received  from  auction  duties  appropriated  by  the 
State  ;  this  has  been  very  limited  and  has  been  expended  in 
the  channel. 

The  superintendent  and  men  in  charge  of  the  machines 
have  been  informed  that  the  continuance  of  their  employ- 
ment depended  upon  their  success  in  securing  private  work, 
and  the  care  taken  in  keeping  all  the  machinery  in  perfect 
order  ;  they  have  been  kept  employed  all  the  year,  most  of 
the  time  on  private  work,  and  have  done  good  service.  An 
effort  will  be  made  by  our  representatives  in  Congress  to  se- 
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cure  an  appropriation  for  deepening  the  ship  channel.  This, 
I  trust,  will  he  successful.  The  machinery  will  all  be 
found  in  good  order  when  required  for  this  work. 

HARBOR   MASTERS. 

The  Harhor  Masters  are  Martin  W.  Mettee,  Thomas  S. 
Lamdin,  William  Zachary,  John  Beard,  and  Edward  Wil- 
son. 

The  amount  of  collections  in  this  department  has  fallen 
behind  those  of  last  year  by  $1,105  34,  which  has  been 
caused  by  the  decrease  in  the  first  and  fifth  districts,  owing 
to  the  breaking  in  of  the  banks  of  the  Tide  Water  Canal 
last  winter,  which  were  not  entirely  repaired  until  the  first 
of  September,  consequently  no  lumber  or  coal  was  received 
from  that  source  during  the  summer  :  the  fifth  district  de- 
pends almost  entirely  upon  this  trade,  and  notwithstanding 
the  misfortune  the  collections  in  this  district  are  $3,000 
more  than  it  yielded  under  former  administrations.  I  am 
gratified  to  see  that  the  second  and  third  districts  have  ex- 
ceeded last  year  to  a  large  amount  notwithstanding  difficul- 
ties. 

The  changes  in  the  measurement  of  vessels  has  caused 
great  decrease  in  the  revenue  ;  port  tonnage  has  been  re- 
duced so  that  every  vessel,  barge,  or  boat  comes  into  our 
wharves  free,  if  under  60  tons.  This  arrangement  effects 
canal  boats  as  well  as  all  others,  and  should  be  remedied  as 
it  is  unjust.  I  would  recommend  an  increase  in  the  wharf- 
age of  lumber.  The  city  is  charging  one-half  cent  a  thou- 
sand per  day  or  fifteen  cents  a  thousand  per  month,  while 
private  wharves  are  charging  two  cents  a  thousand  per  day 
or  sixty  cents  a  thousand  per  month. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  city  is  justly  entitled  to  charge 
half  as  much  as  private  wharves,  which  would  be  one  cent 
a  thousand  per  day  or  thirty  cents  a  thousand  per  month. 
If  the  Harbor  Masters  were  invited  to  meet  your  committee 
their  experience  would  assist  in  adjusting  these  difficulties.

It  will  he  seen  by  reference  to  the  following  table  that  the 
several  Market  Masters  have  exceeded  their  collections  of  last 
year  to  a  considerable  extent,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
$3,093.36.  This  speaks  well  for  the  energy  of  the  different 
Market  Masters. 

The  stalls  under  the  Broadway  Hall  have  sold  for  nearly 
the  entire  cost  of  the  building,  leaving  rent  of  stalls  and 
Hall  nearly  a  clear  gain.  This  is  a  matter  of  congratulation 
when  the  building  of  this  Hall  was  considered  by  some  a 
matter  of  doubtful,  expediency.

FIRE   DEPARTMENT. 

John  H.  Baylies,  President ;  William  H.  Stran,  Thomas 
8.  Sumwalt,  Eobert  Tyson  and  Frederick  Achey,  Esqs.,  com- 
pose the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners.  These  gentlemen  are 
all  practical  firemen.  They  have  the  entire  control  and  direc- 
tion of  this  department,  and  are  entitled  to  great  credit  for 
its  efficiency.  It  has  earned  the  reputation  of  being  one  of 
the  best  organizations  of  the  kind  in  the  country.  The  total 
loss  by  fire -during  the  year  just  closed  is  $71,385.  There 
have  been  but  two  fires  during  the  year  in  which  the  houses 
have  burned  entirely  down  ;  one  a  sash  factory,  and  the  other 
a  carpenter's  shop.  The  Commissioners  ask  for  a  large  alarm 
bell,  to  be  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  city.  This  will  add  to 
their  efficiency,  and  deserves  your  early  consideration. 

The  Chief  Engineer  and  his  assistants  enjoy  the  entire  con- 
fidence of  the  Commissioners.  The  excellent  judgment,  the 
prudent,  prompt  and  efficient  action  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
with  the  cheerful  alacrity  and  prompt  obedience  of  the  men, 
is  the  subject  of  sincere  and  warm  commendation  on  the  part 
of  the  Board.  While  the  Fire  Marshal  of  an  adjoining  city 
complains  of  stores  and  dwellings  being  deluged  with  water 
by  those  controlling  their  engines,  under  our  system  such  a 
state  of  things  is  unknown.  The  entire  Board  are  proud  of 
their  excellent  Engineer,  as  they  term  him,  and  say  he  is 
"the  right  man  in  the  right  place." 

The  citizens  of  Baltimore  are  proud  of  the  entire  depart- 
ment, Commissioners,  Engineers  and  men,  and  never  see  an 
engine  dashing  through  the  streets,  horses  at  full  speed, 
without  feeling  a  thrill  of  pride  and  joy  pass  through  their 
veins,  making  them  cry  out  "  Excelsior!" 

POLICE    AND   FIRE   ALARM   TELEGRAPH. 

Mr.  William  Barrett,  Superintendent ;  George  W.  Key, 
Charles  Gr.  Boston,  John  King  and  Wm.  Harcourt  are  the 
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operators,  and  James  H.  Hooper,  Lineman.  The  Superin- 
tendent is  one  of  the  most  able  operators  in  the  country — 
his  assistants  are  all  gentlemen  of  ability  and  experience  in 
this  department. 

The  value  of  this  department  is  in  its  working  promptly 
and  harmoniously  with  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments. 
If  it  fails  in  this,  it  has  not  attained  the  object  of  its  crea- 
tion. The  instruments  and  machinery  are  of  the  most  deli- 
cate and  sensitive  character,  and  requires  the  most  attentive 
watching  and  continued  examination  and  care.  The  ability 
of  this  department  is  fully  equal  to  the  most  exacting  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  this  office. 

mayor's  detective. 

This  position  was  created  by  ordinance  approved  February 
26,  1864,  for  the  purpose  of  licensing  and  regulating  thea- 
tres and  other  public  entertainments.  D.  P.  West,  Esq., 
was  appointed  to  this  office  ;  he  has  filled  it  with  ability  and 
energy.  The  returns  made  for  the  year  just  ended  are 
$5,154.  This  amount  was  nearly  all  lost  to  the  city  before 
this  office  was  created. 

There  are  other  important  duties  performed  by  this  officer 
which  continually  present  themselves  to  the  Mayor,  requiring 
a  private  detective.  The  duties  appertaining  to  this  posi- 
tion are  discharged  with  great  ability  and  energy. 

PARK   AND   LIBERTY   STREETS. 

The  widening  of  Park  street  from  Saratoga  to  Fayette 
street,  with  the  tunneling  of  Liberty  street  and  removal  of 
the  old  Liberty  Engine  House,  are  improvements  that  have 
been  frequently  agitated.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  they 
have  not  been  sufficiently  valued  to  cause  them  to  be  made. 
To  make  the  widening  of  Park  street  uniform,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  take  the  property  on  the  east  side  of  this  street. 
I  am  informed  by  property  holders  anxious  for  this  improve- 
ment, that  a  majority  of  the  lots  on  the  east  side  of  Park 
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street  are  only  thirty-three  feet  deep,  and  that  the  character 
of  the  buildings  constructed  on  these  lots  are  of  moderate 
cost,  and  will  make  this  improvement  very  reasonable  in 
proportion  to  benefits  derived. 

The  tunneling  of  Liberty  street  has  been  recommended 
and  urged  as  a  matter  of  great  importance  by  the  Sewerage 
Commission  in  their  able  report  of  1862,  deposited  in  the 
city  library.  The  tunnel  recommended  by  them  would  oc- 
cupy the  centre  of  the  street,  raising  the  bed  of  this  street 
similar  to  other  streets,  and  placing  the  gutters  on  either 
side,  thus  getting  rid  of  the  crossing  stones.  This  joint 
improvement  would  increase  the  value  of  the  property  on 
the  entire  line  of  both  streets  and  in  all  the  surrounding 
neighborhood  to  an  extent  far  beyond  the  cost,  and  certainly 
deserves  the  most  attentive  consideration  of  the  property 
holders. 

LIGHT    STREET. 

The  thronged  and  crowded  condition  of  Light  street  be- 
tween Pratt  and  Lee  streets,  makes  it  impassible  without 
great  detention  and  much  interruption  to  business.  It  is 
necessary  that  some  improvements  should  be  made  to  relieve 
this  difficulty,  as  Charles  street,  the  next  street  west  of  Light 
street,  is  also  becoming  very  much  crowded  from  the  great 
increase  in  business  in  this  neighborhood  during  travel 
into  it. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  width  of  Light  street  should 
be  increased  from  sixty  to  seventy  feet,  making  it  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  feet  wide  along  the  entire  front  from  Pratt 
to  Lee  street.  This  may  be  done  at  moderate  expense  by 
piling,  and  sheathing  and  filling  in  with  the  sediment  from 
the  river.  If  immediate  action  was  taken  by  the  Council 
the  entire  work  might  be  completed  early  in  the  spring.  As 
soon  as  the  piling  and  sheathing  was  completed  at  one  end, 
the  dredging  machine  might  follow  it  and  throw  the  sediment 
from  the  front  into  the  wharf  until  the  water  was  of  suffi- 
cient depth,  and  the  discharging  machine  might  then  fol- 
low, discharging  the  sediment  brought  from  distant  portions 
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of  the  harbor  completing  the  work.     A  large  portion  of  this 
sediment  is  sand  and  might  be  selected  for  this  purpose. 

OPENING   GERMAN    STREET   FROM   CHARLES   TO   SOUTH   STREET. 

This  improvement  is  undoubtedly  called  for  as  a  public 
necessity.  Baltimore  street  on  the  north  has  now  as  much 
travel  as  it  can  conveniently  bear,  while  Lombard  street  on 
the  south  is  almost  overwhelmed,  and  is  at  times  impassable 
from  the  immense  travel  upon  it. 

In  the  opening  of  this  greatly  needed  thoroughfare,  I 
would  suggest,  as  a  matter  of  economy,  that  we  avail  our- 
selves of  the  division  lines  of  the  property  for  the  limits  of 
the  street,  where  it  can  be  done  without  too  great  a  depar- 
ture from  a  straight  line. 

The  line,  as  projected  between  Charles  and  Light  street, 
would  pass  through  the  southern  part  of  Light  street 
church  property,  avoiding  the  church  building  ;  between 
Light  and  Calvert  street,  the  south  lines  of  the  hotel  pro- 
perty and  the  property  owned  by  J.  H.  Pleasants,  would  be 
the  north  line  ;  from  Calvert  to  South  street,  Lovely  lane 
would  only  need  to  be  widened  on  its  south  side  From  this 
point,  Second  street  and  Exchange  Place  would  relieve  the 
travel. 

OPENING    OF    LEXINGTON   STREET. 

This  is  a  great  public  convenience  which  has  now  become 
absolutely  necessary.  The  opening  of  this  street  from  North, 
street  to  Chesnut,  where  it  would  meet  Douglas  street,  and 
make  one  continuous  route  from  Aisquith  to  North  street, 
adhering  as  near  as  possible  to  a  straight  line,  will  be  an 
improvement  that  cannot  fail  to  obtain  the  good  will  of  every 
person  of  discernment.  Gay  street  with  all  the  inconveni- 
ences of  its  narrow  width,  from  Exeter  street  to  near  the 
Odd-Fellows'  Hall,  with  a  railroad  track  in  the  centre, .has 
been  hitherto  the  only  outlet  for  trade  and  travel  to  the 
large  population  inhabiting  the  extensive  area  which  lies 
east  of  Jones'  Falls  and  north  of  Fayette  street. 
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It  is  well  known  that  property  difficult  of  approach  never 
increases,  and  much  oftener  declines  in  value.  The  largest 
squares  in  the  city  are  Chesnut,  High  and  Front  street,  be- 
tween Low  snd  Fayette  streets. 

This  improvement  would  pass  directly  through  the  elbow 
in  those  squares,  and  make  a  direct  and  beautiful  outlet 
through  the  heart  of  the  city. 

The  cheapest  and  most  available  route  now  proposed  is  to 
open  Lexington  street  from  North  to  Holliday  street,  making 
McKim's  mansion  the  north  line  ;  thence  to  Gay  street, 
making  the  Odd-Fellows'  Hall  the  south  line  ;  thence  to 
Frederick  street,  making  Temperance  Temple  the  south 
line  ;  thence  by  a  straight  line  as  near  as  possible  connect- 
ing with  Douglas  street  on  the  middle  of  the  square  between 
Chesnut  and  Exeter  streets,  (for  it  came  half  way  through 
the  square  and  stopped.) 

This  line  would  pass  directly  through  from  Chesnut,  cut- 
ting Exeter,  High  and  Front,  at  the  angular  points  in  those 
streets.  After  leaving  Temperance  Temple,  going  east,  you 
would  not  come  in  contact  with  any  large  or  public  building, 
consequently  a  straight  line  might  be  observed  from  that  point 
with  moderate  expense.  This  improvement  would  undoubt- 
edly cause  the  immediate  increase  in  value  of  all  the  property 
adjacent,  and  particularly  all  east  of  Gay  street. 

I  have  seen  an  advertisement  contemplating  the  opening 
of  Lexington  to  Low  street.  I  think  it  will  be  apparent  to 
those  having  this  object  in  view  that  this  improvement  will 
accomplish  a  much  greater  amount  of  public  utility,  and 
shall  be  pleased  to  have  them  co-operate  in  this  work. 

COAL   OIL. 

The  frequent  occurrence  of  accidents  last  year  from  the 
sale  of  inflamable  coal  oil  induced  me  to  ask  the  passage  of 
an  ordinance  authorizing  the  appointment  of  an  inspector. 
At  my  request  Mr.  George  Sims,  gas  inspector,  (who  is  a 
manufacturing  chemist,)  made  a  thorough  examination  of 
this  article,  which  was  placed  before  your  predecessors  and 
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the  community,  showing  the  frauds  that  were  practiced  by 
adulterating  the  oil  with  a  fluid  called  benzine,  which  is  as 
inflamable  as  turpentine.  Mr.  Sims  gave  an  easy  manner 
for  consumers  to  test  the  oil  before  purchasing  it,  by  placing 
a  small  quantify  in  a  saucer  and  applying  a  lighted  taper. 
If  the  oil  is  good  it  will  be  difficult  to  ignite,  if  bad  it  will 
be  readily  inflamed  and  ought  to  be  rejected  at  once  as  un- 
fit for  use. 

The  authority  to  appoint  an  inspector  was  not  granted, 
but  some  one  or  all  these  influences,  seem  to  have  had  a 
most  beneficial  effect,  as  accidents  from  this  cause  have  al- 
most entirely  dissappeared.  I  hope  the  retailer  has  used 
the  test  and  rejected  the  inflamable  oil,  thereby  saving  the 
life  of  his  customer. 

CHATSWORTH    MARKET. 

The  citizens  of  the  northwestern  section  of  the  city  are 
anxious  to  have  the  site  for  their  market,  as  laid  down  on 
Poppleton's  plat,  of  the  city,  secured  and  a  Market-house 
built  upon  it  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  this  rapid  J[y 
growing  section.  There  is  no  market  within  one  mile^  0f 
this  location,  which  is  on  Walsh  street,  between  Pen  nsyl- 
vania  avenue  and  Fremont  street.  A  large  num'oer  of 
working  people  live  in  this  immediate  neighborho  0d,  and 
are  compelled  in  all  weathers  to  walk  a  mile  /or  their 
marketing.  Your  attention  to  this  subject  wi1^  oreatlv 
oblige  this  class  and  will  be  a  profitable  invest?  jyent  to  the 
city. 

BEL  AIR   MARKET. 

An  ordinance  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Coun- 
cil, authorizing  the  building  of  a  fish  ma  rket-house  90  feet 
by  20  feet,  on  the  narrow  strip  of  grour  1(J  extending  from 
the  south  end  of  the  present  market.  &  consultation  with 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  the  C^ty  Commissioner  in- 
duced the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  better  not  to  build 
upon  this  narrow  slip,  but  the  true  v  Merest  of  the  city  would 
be  to  secure  the  vacant  lot  on  th  ^  east  side  of  this  strip 
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straighten  the  line  of  Forrest  street  and  widen  the  space  for 
the  market  to  the  same  width  of  the  present  market-house. 
The  Market  Master  informed  me  that  if  this  plan  was  fol- 
lowed and  a  fish  market  constructed  containing  thirty  stalls, 
that  tenants  would  he  found  to  rent  them  at  once,  and  that 
the  balance  of  the  market-space  would  be  occupied  profitably 
by  dealers  in  vegetables. 

CITY   COUNSELLOR   AND   SOLICITOR. 

The  following  named  gentlemen  occupy  the  positions  above 
named  :  William  Price,  Esq.,  City  Counsellor,  and  C.  L.  L. 
Leary,  Esq.,  City  Solicitor.  From  the  report  of  the  City 
Counsellor  I  learn  that  but  few  cases  involving  principles 
important  to  the  interest  of  the  city  have  occurred  during 
the  past  year. 

The  case  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  vs. 
the  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Baltimore  was  tried,  and  the 
Court  of  Appeals  decided  that  a  corporation  whose  place  of 
business  was  in  the  city  was  bound  to  furnish  a  list  of  its 
stockholders,  after  its  failure  to  agree  with  the  Appeal  Tax 
Court  upon  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation 
itself.  The  decision  only  repeated  what  the  act  of  the  Le- 
gislature had  before  declared  in  specific  terms. 

The  other  case  was  that  of  John  Lee  Chapman,  Mayor 
of  Baltimore,  vs.  Edmond  Wolfe  and  others,  Commissioners 
of  the  Almshouse.  This  was  a  mandamus.  The  object  of 
which  waj  to  obtain  a  decision  of  the  Court  upon  the  mean- 
ing of  the  fourth  article  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws, 
which  declares  that  all  persons  holding  office  under  the  city 
shall  do  so  subject  to  the  will  of  the  Mayor. 

Before  a  decision  could  be  had  upon  the  question  the  Com- 
missioners were  all  out  of  office  by  lapse  of  time,  their  term 
of  office  having  expired  ;  and  the  Court  of  Appeals,  advert- 
ing to  this  circumstance,  declared  that  the  question  involved 
was  no  longer  of  any  practical  importance,  and  they  refused 
to  decide  the  question  at  all.  We  learn  from  this  decision 
that  the  Court  in  the  last  resort  will  not  suffer  its  time  to  be 
occupied  by  mere  speculative  questions,  carrying  with  them 
no  practical  results. 
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conclusion. 

I  have  frequently  heard  it  said  that  short  messages  were 
generally  read.  I  fully  intended  that  this  communication 
should  possess  that  merit.  I  have  felt  so  engrossed  in  each 
subject  as  it  came  before  me  that  I  could  not  leave  it  until  I 
had  done  at  least  partial  justice. 

The  extension  of  the  Western  Maryland  railroad  to  Ha- 
gerstown,  Cumberland  and  Pittsburg,  is  the  most  important 
subject  placed  before  your  honorable  body.  It  is  fraught 
with  more  mercantile  advantages  to  this  community  than  all 
other  matters  to  be  considered. 

The  financial  condition  of  Baltimore  is  equal,  if  not  supe- 
rior, to  any  other  city  in  the  Union,  In  an  entire  indebted- 
ness of  $21, 500,000  she  has  $16,000,000  of  internal  improve- 
ment securities,  as  thoroughly  guaranteed  as  a  similar  amount 
of  the  best  ground  rents,  with  over  $1,500,000  returned  in 
sinking  funds,  with  but  $2,000,000  of  her  guaranteed  secu- 
rities in  doubtful  coudition. 

If  the  city  were  to  purchase  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road's claim  against  the  Connellsville  road  for  cost  and 
interest,  which  is  $53,795,  and  endorse  $1,500,000  of  the 
Western  Maryland  Railroad  bonds,  she  would  redeem  her 
entire  Connellsville  indebtedness  and  insure  the  co-operation 
of  other  parties  and  the  completion  of  the  Western  Maryland 
road  to  Pittsburg  within  two  years.  The  city  would  then 
hold  $3,500,000  in  the  Western  Maryland  road  extended  to 
Pittsburg. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road  may  rest  assured  that  there 
is  sufficient  business  for  both  roads  aud  might  be  induced  to 
accede  to  this  proposition.

The  Pittsburg  and  Connellsville  Railroad  has  not  paid 
interest  on  the  loan  of  $1,000,000,  for  which  the  city  holds 
a  mortgage  since  July  1,  1857. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  having  disposed  of  the  city's 
interest  in  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company,  will  be 
enabled  to  redeem  the  bonds  issued  in  aid  of  said  Company 
at  maturity,  which  will  be  in  1870. 

The  bonds  issued  for  building  the  new  Jail  will  mature 
in  1873.  There  will  be  sufficient  means  in  the  sinking  fund 
created  for  that  purpose  to  redeem  the  same  by  the  first  of 
January,  1869. 

The  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  bonds  issued  for 
the  Court-house  will  be  able  to  redeem  those  past  due  by  the 
first  of  January,  1870,  and  will  be  sufficient  to  redeem  the 
others  at  maturity,  which  will  be  in  the  year  1885. 

There  will  be  sufficient  in  the  sinking  fund  for  the  floating 
debt  and  defence  loan  to  redeem  the  same  in  about  four  years. 
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By  levying  for  one-half  the  amount  of  interest  on  guar- 
anteed bonds  of  the  Northwestern  Virginia  Railroad  for  four

City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  ordinance  No.  9  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Approved  May  31,  1858,  I  here- 
with present,  for  your  consideration,  the  accompanying 
statements  of  the  operations  and  condition  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  corporation  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
her  31,  1865.  Table  A  will  show  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  City  Register,  the  amount  received  from 
all  sources  to  be  five  million  five  hundred  and  ninety-five 
thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  fifty- 
five  cents ;  ($5,595,673.55  ;)  the  amount  expended,  five 
■million  four  hundred  and  thirty-six  thousand  six  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  seventy-seven  cents,  ($5,436,- 
628.77,)  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Register  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty -nine  thousand  and  forty-six  dollars 
and  seventy -eight  cents,  ($159, 016. 78.)  Table  B  will  show 
the  basis  of  taxation  and  the  amount  received  on  account 
of  the  years  1859,  1860,  1861,  1862,  1863,  1864  and  1865  ; 
the  Collector  has  been  very  successful  in  the  collection  of 
the  taxes  for  the  past  year,  notwithstanding,  the  levy  of  both 
City  and  State  has  been  considerably  increased — his  col- 
lections have  exceeded  the  estimate  made  by  the  Committee 
of  Ways  and  Means. 

Table  C  will  exhibit  the  condition  of  the  sinking  funds  of 
the  various  stock  issues  pf  the  city,  together  with  the  in- 
terest on  account  of  the  various  loans. 
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Table  D  shows  the  amount  of  rent  received  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  for  the  use  of  the  sinking  funds. 

Table  E  shows  the  receipts  of  the  several  markets  of  the 
city,  for  rents  of  stall,  licenses,  &c.  The  amount  received 
from  this  source  is  $43,907.33,  and  from  the  sale  of  stalls 
$47,985,  which  will  pay  the  cost  of  building  the  markets 
and  hall,  leaving  a  very  handsome  revenue  to  the  city  from 
rent  and  license  for  the  use  of.  hall.  The  increased  receipts 
from  the  markets  exhibit  a  very  commendable  energy  on 
the  part  of  the  several  clerks  and  their  assistants.  Table  F 
shows  the  amount  received  for  scows,  wagons,  carts,  &c,  as 
also  balls,  concerts  and  theatricals. 

Table  G  will  exhibit  the  amount  received  for  wharfage 
and  port  tonnage  for  the  year  1865.  Table  H,  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  on  account  of  the  harbor.  It  was  found 
necessary  at  the  close  of  the  season  to  put  the  machine  in 
the  Back  Basin  and  Falls,  in  order  to  remove  as  effectually 
as  possible  any  nuisance  that  would  have  a  tendency  to  effect 
the  health  of  the  city.  A  prompt  attendance  to  the  sug- 
gestion of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  reference  to  the  draws 
in  the  two  lower  bridges  over  the  Falls,  would  enable  the 
Port  Warden  to  use  the  large  dredging  machines  to  very 
great  advantage  in  not  only  deepening  the  Falls,  but  aid- 
ing, in  great  measure,  the  Health  officers  in  preserving  the 
health  of  the  city. 

Table  K  shows  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  city 
poor,  also  the  receipt  from  foreign  passengers  and  the  man- 
ner of  its  disposal.  Table  L  will  show  the  expenditure  of 
the  City  Council,  Mayoralty  salaries  of  Collector,  Appeal 
Tax  Court,  public  printing,  elections  and  the  expenses  for 
the  entertainment  of  Maryland  soldiers  and  distinguished 
strangers. 

Table  M  will  exhibit  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  past  year,  also  the  amount  received  and  expended  on 
account  of  the  Water  Board. 

Table  N  will  show  the  operations  of  the  Commissioner's 
Department  for  the  past  year.  Table  0.  It  will  be  seen 
by  this  table  that  the  expenses  of  the  several  Courts  for  the 
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past  year,  including  removed  cases,  have  been  $98,668.98, 
which  is  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $19,748.05. 
The  fines  received  from  the  Criminal  Court,  for  the  year 
1865,  amount  to  §6,952.53,  and  from  magistrates,  $2,477.63, 
making  the  total  received  for  fines  $9,450.16,  which  is  a 
much  larger  amount  than  ever  before  received  from  that 
source.  Table  P  will  show  the  amount  of  special  appropri- 
ations, to  whom  paid,  and  for  what  purpose  paid.  Table 
R  will  exhibit  the  number  of  inquisitions  held  by  coroners 
and  magistrates  during  the  past  year.  Table  S  the  amount 
expended  on  account  of  Police,  lamp-lighting,  gas  and  oil, 
repairs,  &c.  Table  T  will  show  the  disbursements  on  ac- 
count of  Fire  Department,  and  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph.

SANITAEY  CONDITIO?!  OF  THE  CITY, 


REPORT. 


Health  Office, 
Baltimore,  March  6,  186G. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

First  Branch  City  Council: 
Gentlemen  : 

In  response  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  your  honorable 
body,  "That  the  Commissioner  of  Health  be  and  he  is  here- 
by requested  to  inform  this  Branch,  at  his  earliest  conveni- 
ence, what  steps  are  necessary  to  put  the  city  in  a  good 
sanitary  condition,  and  also  if  such  steps  are  not  impera- 
tively demanded  at  this  time,  with  a  view  to  the  warding 
off  of  epidemics  during  the  summer  season,"  we  beg  leave 
to  report  that  thorough  cleanliness  is  the  first  step  to  be 
adopted  to  avert  the  approach  of  any  epidemic. 

So  soon  as  any  effort  could  be  made  available,  the  street 
force  was  increased  to  the  utmost  capacity  of  the  superin- 
tending force  provided  by  the  Council  for  such  purposes. 
The  effort  made  late  in  the  fall,  together  with  the  continued 
working  of  the  street  hands  during  the  winter,  when  possi- 
bly to  effect  anything,  has  placed  the  public  thoroughfare.- 
in  a  better  condition  than  usual  at  this  season  of  the  year. 

This  increased  force  will  be  retained  until  every  probable 
source  of  disease  shall  have  been  removed. 

But  the  efforts  of  the  authorities  on  the  public  streets  and 
alleys  will  be  useless,  unless  corresponding  efforts  are  made 
by  each  individual  housekeeper  on  their  own  premises. 

Immediately  after  receiving  the  appointment  as  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  we  applied  to  several  medical  gentlemen, 
whose  opinions  are  entitled  to  the  highest  consideration,  for 
their  views  on  the  subject  of  Hygiene,  with  especial  reference 
to  the  threatened  approach  of  cholera. 

We  have  received  a  reply  from  an  Association  kno^vn  as 
the  Baltimore  Medical  Club,  which  covers  the  entire  ground 
10A* 
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of  your  resolution  of  inquiry,  and  it  is  so  practical  and  rea- 
sonable that  we  present  it  entire. 

The  names  of  the  medical  gentlemen  attached  to  it  will 
give  confidence  to  anything  they  may  suggest.

My  Dear  Doctor  :  Your  letter  of  the  1st  inst.,  dated  from 
the  Health  Office,  is  received,  and  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Baltimore  Medical  Club.  The  members  having  duly  con- 
sidered the  subject,  and,  as  they  hope,  fully  understanding 
its  importance,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  reply  to  the 
two  questions  contained  in  your  communication  : 

After  speaking  of  the  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  an 
invasion  of  Cholera  Asphyxia  here  next  summer,  you  say  : 

"I  am  soliciting  the  opinions  of  the  medical  gentlemen  of 
Baltimore  as  to  the  course  to  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Health  to  avert  it  ;  or,  if  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  visited  by 
it,  the  best  means  of  controlling  it."  "What  sanitary 
measures,  general  and  special,  ought  to  be  adopted  to  pre- 
vent its  approach." 

This  question  can  be  conveniently  divided  into  two 
headings. 

First.  What  general  sanitary  measures  should  be  adopted? 

The  rapid  and  hidden  invasion  of  this  disease  is  one  of  its 
strangest  phenomena,  and  hence,  to  stand  prepared  against 
its  sudden  stroke  is  wise,  prudent  and  necessary.  Whatever 
its  special  cause,  it  is  universally  admitted  that  it  may  be 
rendered,  to  a  great  extent,  inoperative  by  means  of  sanitary 
regulations. 

Two  general  measures  are  to  be  adopted  in  the  beginning, 
without  which  but  little  else  can  be  done. 

First.  Appropriations  of  money,  to  be  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Board  of  Health,  to  carry  out  the  special 
measures. 

Second.    To  gain  an  active  co-operation  of  the  citizens, 
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through  publications  in  the  newspapers,  and  by  organizing 
ward  sanitary  committees,  or  a  sanitary  benevolent  police,  as 
suggested  by  Dr.  A.  Flint,  in  his  late  work  on  the  Practice 
of  Medicine,  in  order  that  the  plans  and  regulations  adopted 
by  and  emanating  from  the  Office  of  the  Board  of  Health,  to 
secure  an  extraordinary  cleanliness  of  the  city,  may  be  carried 
out  cheerfully,  promptly  and  efficiently. 

Without  this  cheerful  co-operation  of  the  citizens,  the  best 
devised  plans  and  most  energetic  exertions  of  the  officers  will 
meet  with  such  difficulties  and  obstructions  as  to  seriously 
impair  their  usefulness. 

Third.  Quarantine  should  be  classed  with  the  general 
measures  to  be  adopted.  We  are  aware  that  but  few  words 
could  be  said  upon  this  subject  without  incurring  a  danger  of 
originating  one  of  those  lengthy  discussions  which  have  here- 
tofore ended  without  positively  determining  the  exact  measure 
of  its  usefulness. 

With  the  view  of  gaining  another  opinion  upon  this  point, 
we  consulted  with  Professor  Samuel  H.  Dickson,  of  Phila- 
delphia, who  we  knew  had  laboriously  studied  the  subject. 
We  take  the  liberty  of  enclosing  a  copy  of  his  letter,  although 
it  was  not  intended  by  him  to  be  used  for  this  purpose  We 
unanimously  agree  with  him  that,  ' ''quarantines  fail  often 
but  they  have  succeeded  often  enough  to  be  worthy  a  fair 
trial." 

We  have  said  above,  an  extraordinary  cleanliness  of  the 
city  should  be  secured  in  advance,  and  the  special  sanitary 
measures  to  be  adopted  to  secure  this  end,  we  have  endeavored 
to  arrange  below,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  order  of  their 
relative  importance. 

First.  The  most  unhealthy  portions  of  the  city  are  those 
localities  upon  the  water-line,  beginning  at  Light  street  or 
Eutaw  street  wharf,  in  South  Baltimore,  and  ending  at  the 
County  wharf,  at  Canton — including  the  wharves,  the  manu- 
factories, the  vacant  lots,  the  warehouses  and  their  premises, 
and  the  streets  and  alleys  intersecting  them.  These  should 
be  thoroughly  cleansed  by  dredging,  and  by  scraping,  sweep- 
ing and  liming  the  land. 

Second.    The  entire  line  of  Jones'  Falls,  from  Madison 
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street  to  its  outlet  in  the  City  Dock,  including  the  sewers 
emptying  into  it,  along  its  whole  course.  These  should  be 
thoroughly  dredged  and  cleansed,  and  to  secure  the  advan- 
tage? which  we  now  propose,  the  labor  should  be  commenced 
at  once. 

Third.  The  other  underground  sewers  should  be  carefully 
cleaned,  and  stench-traps  placed  at  the  openings  into  them. 

Fourth.  The  private  alleys  (many  of  them  un paved,)  have 
for  a  number  of  years  been  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the 
several  Health  officers  as  detestable  nuisances  and  depots  of 
filth.  Keeping  them  cleaned  and  limed  is  of  equal  import- 
ance with  the  same  attention  to  the  subterranean  sewers. 

Fifth.  The  laws  regulating  the  construction,  as  also  the 
practical  manner  of  building  the  sinks  or  privies  in  the  city, 
are  both  so  exceedingly  defective  that,  in  the  alleys  and 
smaller  streets,  as  well  as  in  the  older  and  more  crowded 
portions  of  the  city,  where  the  yards  are  contracted,  the 
nauseous  emanations  from  these  much-neglected  places  are 
at  all  times  detrimental  to  health  and  comfort  ;  but,  during 
the  hot  months,  even  in  seasons  of  average  health,  the  efflu- 
vium from  them  is  almost  insupportable.  The  sinks  or 
privies  should  be  cleaned  thoroughly,  both  before  and  after 
the  warm  season. 

This  source  of  unbealthfulness  and  discomfort  could  be 
easily,  conveniently  and  cheaply  obviated  by  means  of  de- 
odorizing agents,  such  as  dry  chloride  of  lime,  sulphate  of 
iron,  solutions  of  permanganate  of  potash,  provided  a  know- 
ledge of  their  proper  management  existed,  and  they1  were 
used  with  care  and  assiduity.  Official  cards,  generally  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  city,  from  your  office,  indicating  the 
special  deodorants,  and  their  cost,  together  with  precise 
directions  for  their  use,  might  be  of  great  service  during  the 
coming  hot  season. 

Sixth.  On  the  suburbs  of  the  city,  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments, and  places  of  deposit  for  night  and  street  soil, 
and  garbage,  demand  much  attention  at  a  period  so  critical 
as  the  one  anticipated.  The  practical  question  may  be  asked: 
In  what  way  can  the  nauseous  emanations  from  these  una- 
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voidable  deposits  of  decaying  animal  and  vegetable  matter 
be  prevented  from  escaping  into  the  atmosphere  of  the  city  ? 
The  reply  is  :  Keep  all  such  deposits  sufficiently  covered  with 
coal  ashes,  the  gas-absorbing  power  of  which  is  considered 
amply  sufficient  for  the  needed  protection.  In  connection 
with  this  important  point,  a  change  should  be  made  in  the 
kind  of  cart  used  in  the  transportation  of  garbage.  Those 
now  in  use  leave  no  insignificant  portion  of  their  load  on  the 
streets  and  in  the  air  before  arriving  at  their  places  of  de- 
posit. The  garbage-carts  used  in  Boston  are  capacious, 
water-tight,  and  closely  covered.  Similar  ones  should  be 
used  here  this  summer,  if  possible. 

Seventh.  Arrangements  should  be  made  before  hand  with 
the  owners  of  bone  dust  factories,  the  warehouse  of  the  Hide 
and  Tallow  Association,  places  where  old  clothes  and  rags 
are  collected  in  large  quantities,  and  cow-stables,  to  have 
their  premises  thoroughly  cleaned  ;  and  as  they  are  exceed- 
ingly offensive  to  those  obliged  to  live  in  their  neighborhood, 
it  would  be  well  to  have  them  suspended  in  their  operations, 
or  removed  from  the  city,  if  possible,  during  the  coming 
summer.  In  order  to  ensure  and  enforce  this  degree  of 
cleanliness,  proper  officers  should  be  appointed  to  make 
weekly  inspections  throughout  their  allotted  districts.  Upon 
their  suggestions,  the  citizens,  and  especially  those  at  th-e 
head  of  such  establishments  as  above  mentioned,  should  act 
with  alacrity  ;  and  all  should  cheerfully  submit  to  their  au- 
thority for  the  public  welfare. 

The  second  question  on  which  you  solicit  an  opinion  is : 

"What  measures  are  best  adapted  to  mitigate  the  violence 
of  the  Cholera,  including  provision  for  the  destitute,  hospital 
arrangements,  if  any,  &c,  should  the  first  measures  fail?" 

We  are  glad  the  question  has  been  asked,  because  in  the 
excitement  of  the  emergency  such  arrangements  cannot  be 
extemporized  without  confusion,  increased  expenditure,  and 
want  of  efficiency.  Provisional  appropriations  of  money 
should  be  made  for  the  removal  of  destitute  patients  to  a 
hospital,  organized  in  advance,  in  case  of  need.  An  ele- 
vated and  eligible  site  should  be  chosen,  the  materials  pro- 
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visionally  secured,  and  the  plan  adopted  in  advance.  No 
Letter  plan  could  be  suggested  than  the  Jarvis  U.  S.  Army 
General  Hospital  ;  a  building  one-half  the  size  of  which, 
would  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  and  therefore  the  neces- 
sary expenses  could  be  easily  estimated. 

The  organization  of  a  benevolent  sanitary  police,-  such  as 
has  been  before  alluded  to,  should  also  be  effected  in  ad- 
vance. Their  duty  should  be  to  make  domiciliary  visits, 
and  to  warn  all  persons  of  the  danger  of  neglecting  the  pre- 
cautionary symptoms  of  Cholera,  and  to  urge  upon  them 
the  necessity  of  applying  the  appropriate  remedies. 

A  card,  printed  in  English  and  German,  issued  from  your 
office  for  the  instruction  of  the  people,  and  embodying  the 
following  facts,  would,  in  our  opinion,  be  productive  of  vast 
benefit : 

First.  An  attack  of  Cholera  is  frequently  preceded  by  a 
diarrhea. 

Second.  The  diarrhea  being  arrested,  a  fatal  attack  of 
Cholera  may  be  averted.

The  first  proposition  of  this  paper  is  the  appropriation  of 
money  for  special  measures. 

In  our  annual  estimate  of  expense  for  the  ensuing  year, 
furnished  the  Register  in  January,  we  asked  for  §100,000  ; 
that  was  based  on  the  ten  hour  system,  and  the  same  wages 
as  the  previous  year.  Since  then  the  time  has  been  short- 
ened one-fifth,  and  the  wages  increased  both  for  street  carts 
and  scrapers  at  the  same  ratio. 

We  do  not  think  we  can  get  along  with  less  than  we  asked 
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for,  with  one-fifth  added  for  time,  and  ten  thousand  dollars 
for  increased  wages. 

The  special  measure,  "best  adapted  to  a  thorough  sanitary 
condition,  will  be  found  to  be  uan  house  to  house  visitation" 
at  least  once  a  week,  during  the  spring  and  summer  months, 
by  men  whose  duty  it  will  he  to  examine  every  yard,  cellar, 
area,  privy,  and  even,  where  necessary,  the  dwellings  ;  re- 
quiring every  possibly  source  of  disease  to  be  removed ;  where 
the  occupants  are  unable  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  removal, 
to  be  done  by  the  cit}r. 

To  accomplish  this  it  will  require  one  man  for  each  pre- 
cinct. 

We  have  had  the  number  of  houses  in  the  city  counted  by 
two  parties,  the  garbage  men  and  the  police  ;  the  latter 
count  includes  stables  and  all  buildings  of  every  description; 
that  of  the  former  only  dwellings  served  by  them  in  their 
daily  rounds.  The  police  return  39,963 — say  40,000 — this 
will  give  500  to  each  man,  working  6  days,  83  houses  per 
day,  at  8  hours,  10  houses  per  hour,  or  but  6  minutes  to  each 
house  for  examination.  Men  can  be  obtained  at  the  same 
salary  as  is  now  paid  to  the  Superintendents  of  Streets,  and 
would  hardly  be  required  more  than  five  months  ;  this 
would  cost  no  more  than  the  proposed  plan  of  one  man  for 
each  ward  for  one  year,  and  the  result  would  be  much  more 
complete. 

Quarantine  will  be  conditional,  as  limited  interference  with 
commercial  interest  as  possible  ;  all  vessels  from  infected 
ports  will  be  stopped  at  the  Quarantine  Grounds,  and  all 
persons  affected  in  the  slightest  degree,  even  with  what  may 
be  suspected  as  premitory  symytoms  of  epidemic  disease,  will 
be  retained  at  the  station  sufficiently  long  to  remove  all  fears 
of  contagion. 

In  this  matter  we  propose  to  depend  largely  on  the  discre- 
tion of  Dr.  Clendinen,  Physician  to  the  Marine  Hospital. 

The  condition  of  Jones'  Falls  has  been  benefitted  materi- 
ally by  the  heavy  spring  rains,  but  not  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  relieve  the  uneasiness  its  condition  justly  occasions.  The 
plan  recommended  by  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  is  respectfully 
urged.

We  have  no  law  regulating  the  construction  of  privies, 
except  in  a  few  localities  for  the  protection  of  springs,  &c< 
If  this  law  was  extended  to  the  entire  city,  it  would  he  one 
of  the  very  hest  sanitary  measures  that  could  he  adopted. 

The  suggestion  requiring  the  use  of  deoderizers  by  bight 
men,  ought  to  receive  immediate  attention  ;  an  expense 
of  8  or  10  cents  per  cart  would  effectually  abate  a  con- 
stant noctural  nuisance. 

In  this  connection  we  urge  attention  to  the  proposition  of 
Messrs.  Bayne  &  Pope  now  before  you. 

Immediate  measures  should  be  taken  to  have  the  alleys 
alluded  to  in  the  above  paper  paved,  as  well  as  many  of  the 
principal  streets.  In  their  present  condition  they  will  be  as 
dangerous  to  health  as  they  now  are  to  travel. 

We  propose  to  make  free  use  of  disinfectants  and  deodor- 
izers in  the  sewers,  alleys,  and  lower  sections  of  the  city, 
where  accumulations  will  sometimes  occur,  notwithstanding 
the  constant  use  of  the  scraper  and  broom.  Chlorine  and  its 
compounds  stand  at  the  head  of  the  list,  which,  with  carbolic 
acid,  permanganate  of  potash,  copperas,  and  lime,  will  be 
our  chief  dependence. 

The  compound  called  the  American  Deodorizer,  and  that 
of  Mr.  George  Sims,  Gas  Inspector,  are  highly  recommended. 
The  latter  possesses  both  qualities  of  this  class  of  agents, 
with  that  of  cheapness. 

The  suggestions  respecting  certain  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments are  equally  applicable  to  slaughter-houses,  &c. 

The  reference  to  the  establishment  of  hospitals,  &c,  n 
no  comment,  unless  to   recommend  that  arrangements  be 
effected  with  the  Government  for  the  conditional  use  of  those 
still  standing  in  the  city. 

Whatever  is  to  be  done  to  place  the  city  in  a  thorough 
sanitary  condition  should  be  done  at  once.  Better  for  us  to 
spend  twice  the  labor  and  the  means  necessary  to  keep  our- 
selves free  from  epidemics,  than  that  we  should  have  one  case 
occur.     Even  in  a  pecuniary  sense  it  will  be  economy.

City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 

The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  take  pleasure  in  present- 
ing for  your  consideration  the  seventh  annual  report  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Fire  Department,  which  in  connection  with 
that  of  the  Chief  Engineer  herewith  annexed,  embraces  a 
full  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  inventories  of 
property  on  hand,  list  of  members,  &c,  together  with  a 
general  summary  of  its  operations  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31st,  1865. 

The  ordinance  establishing  the  Baltimore  City  Paid  Fire 
Department  was  matured  and  adopted  in  December,  1858. 
The  change  from  the  volunteer  system  being  speedy  and  com- 
plete, and  in  the  succeeding  year  its  organization  and  equip- 
ment was  made  and  perfected,  since  which  time,  although 
seven  years  of  active  service  have  passed,  we  are  enabled  to 
announce  the  gratifying  fact  that  no  accident  of  a  fatal  charac- 
ter has  occurred  to  any  member  while  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duty,  nor  has  any  damage  of  a  serious  nature  resulted 
to  the  apparatus  or  other  property  of  the  department. 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  numeri- 
cal force  required  for  active  service,  and  consequently  the  or- 
ganization remains  as  heretofore,  namely  :  114  officers  and 
men,  7  steam  fire  engines,  2  hook  and  ladder  companies,  32 
horses,  and  all  the  appurtenances  incident  to,  and  necessary 
for  the  convenience  and  efficiency  of  the  respective  com- 
panies. 
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A  deed  for  a  portion  of  the  lot  on  which  No.  7  engine 
house  stands,  (corner  of  Ross  and  Eutaw  streets,)  has  finally 
been  obtained  from  the  City  Circuit  Court  and  the  same  duly 
recorded. 

The  new  engine  built  by  Messrs.  William  M.  Ives  &  Son 
of  this  city  for  No.  5  engine  company  on  Ann  street,  and  for 
which  an  appropriation  of  $5000  was  voted  in  1864,  the  same 
to  be  paid  from  the  tax  levy  of  the  succeeding  year,  was 
completed  last  spring,  and  proves  a  valuable  adjunct  to  our 
Department. 

The  suggestions  and  recommendations  to  which  your  at- 
tention is  called  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  in  re- 
lation to  the  inefficiency  of  the  No.  2  engine,  located  in  Barre 
street.  The  sale  and  removal  to  a  point  further  west  of  the 
truck  house  on  Paca  street,  and  a  like  disposition  of  the  No. 
6  house  corner  of  Gay  and  Ensor  streets,  and  the  erection  of 
a  suitable  building  in  the  vicinity,  would  add  largely  to  the 
facilities  of  the  Department.  These  improvements  would  be 
considered  permanent,  and  it  is  believed  could  be  effected  at 
comparative  small  outlay  and  with  substantial  advantage  to 
the  city. 

Oar  exemption  during  the  year  just  past  from  conflagra- 
tion of  a  serious  character,  is  a  matter  of  sincere  gratifica- 
tion and  thankfulness — the  more  so,  that  we  know  the  most, 
if  not  all,  of  our  large  cities  have  during  the  year  suffered 
from  extensive  conflagrations  involving  heavy  loss.  When 
we  take  into  consideration  the  very  large  amount  of  fire  risks 
and  the  numerous  combustible  establishments  in  our  city,  it 
is  a  cause  of  surprise  that  so  small  and  insignificant  a  sum 
should  have  been  lost  by  fire  during  the  year.  Certainly  no 
other  large  city  in  the  Union  can  present  so  satisfactory 
a  statement. 

We  conceive  it  but  right  that  we  should  say  that  to  the 
excellent  judgement,  the  prudent,  prompt  and  efficient  ac- 
tion of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  his  assistants,  and  to  the 
cheerful  alacrity  and  prompt  obedience  of  the  men  composing 
this  Department,  is  this  very  satisfactory  statement  in  a  great 
measure  attributable,  and  we  may  here  be  pardoned  for  re- 
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marking  that  while  the  Fire  Departments  of  other  cities, 
either  by  permitting  houses  literally  to  "  burn  down/'  or  in 
the  language  of  the  last  report  of  the  Fire  Marshal  of  Phila- 
delphia, by  "  wantonly  deluging  stores,  flooding  dwellings, 
converting  stairways  into  foaming  cascades  and  miniature 
cataracts,  overflowing  cellars,  and  swelling  gutters  to  rivu- 
lets for  squares,  cause  great  loss  of  valuable  property,"  with 
us,  under  our  system,  this  state  of  things'is  unknown. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  bat  two  houses  burned 
down,  that  is  burned  completely  out.  One  of  these  was  a 
carpenter  shop,  the  other  a  sash  factory,  and  in  both  in- 
stances the  property  was  completely  enveloped  in  flames  be- 
fore the  alarm  was  given,  and  both  being  filled  with  the 
most  combustible  material,  all  that  could  be  done  was  to  save 
the  adjoining  property,  which  was  successfully  accomplished. 
We  assert,  without  fear  of  successful  contradiction,  that  in 
no  other  city  of  the  Union  has  there  been  so  little  loss  at 
fires  caused  by  "  damage  by  water,"  and  we  repeat  that  this 
is  owing  in  a  great  degree  to  the  good  judgement  and  pru- 
dent management  of  our  excellent  Chief  Engineer. 

The  citizens  of  Baltimore  have  reason  to  be  proud  of 
having,  as  in  this  case,  the  i(  right  man  in  the  right  place," 
and  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  bear  this  testimony  to  his 
superior  qualifications  for  the  position  he  fills. 

There  is  another  matter  of  great  importance  to  the  Fire 
Department,  to  which  we  would  respectfully  call  your  atten- 
tion. We  allude  to  the  placing  of  a  large  alarm  bell  in  the 
central  portion  of  the  city.  We  estimate  the  cost  thereof  at 
$5000.  At  present  there  is  no  alarm  bell  on  which  the  De- 
partment can  with  any  certainty  depend,  in  all  the  central 
portion  of  the  city.  The  officers  of  the  Firemens'  Insurance 
Company,  have  kindly  volunteered  to  ring,  during  the  day., 
the  bell  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  on  Second  street, 
whenever  they  can  get  notice  of  the  number  of  the  box  from 
which  the  alarm  was  given.  But  as  the  gong  in  their  office 
is  frequently  out  of  order,  and  for  several  months  during  the 
year  did  not  strike  at  all,  this  means  is  not  always  reliable. 
Besides  which  the  bell  is  a  small  one,  and  is  never  rang  at 
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night.  There  are  a  number  of  our  members  whose  business 
is  in  the  central  and  business  portion  of  the  city,  who,  with 
the  present  arrangement,  are  but  seldom  able  to  hear  an 
alarm  of  fire  during  the  day.  We  think  it  would  be  a  mat- 
ter of  advantage  to  the  citizens  generally,  as  well  as  to  a 
large  number  of  the  members  of  the  Department,  to  have 
a  large  alarm  bell  placed  in  some  central  location  and 
struck  by  telegraph.  We  have  but  a  very  small  working 
force  and  it  is  necessary  for  the  proper  efficiency  of  the  De- 
partment that  every  man  should  be  promptly  at  his  post  on 
the  occasion  of  an  alarm  of  fire.  This  of  course  can  only  be 
accomplished  by  enabling  them  to  get  the  alarm  promptly, 
and  we  think  it  due  the  men  that  all  the  appliances  neces- 
sary should  be  furnished  them.  We  hope  therefore  that  you 
will  see  the  importance  of  the  measure  proposed  and  give  us 
the  means  of  its  accomplishment. 

The  total  loss  by  fire  during  the  year  just  closed  as  esti- 
mated by  the  Chief  Engineer  amounts  in  round  numbers  to 
the  sum  of  $71,385.  This  should  be  considered  a  small 
loss  for  a  city  covering  an  area  of  over  11  square  miles,  and 
approximating  in  population  to  300,000  inhabitants. 

The  annexed  statement  of  the  gross  losses  by  fire  as  offi- 
cially reported  by  the  Fire  Inspector,  together  with  the  ex- 
penditures of  this  Department,  commencing  on  the  1st  day 
of  January,  1860,  (the  year  succeeding  the  complete  organ- 
ization of  the  paid  system,)  is  respectfully  submitted  for 
your  consideration.

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
force  of  employees  has  been  confined  to  the  smallest  number 
consistent  with  prudence  and  safety,  less  proportionally  than 
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other  large  cities,  and  less  than  allowed  by  the  original  or- 
dinance, and  the  experience  of  the  Board  has  proved  to  them 
that  a  true  economy  is  best  promoted  by  the  employment 
of  the  most  competent  and  reliable  men  that  can  be  obtained. 
They  would  therefore  most  respectfully  ask  an  increase  of 
pay  for  the  membership  of  this  Department. 

The  present  tariff  of  wages  for  most  of  the  officers  and 
men  was  established  in  the  year  1859,  when  the  price  of  la- 
bor and  the  cost  of  living  was  very  materially  less  than  at 
the  present  time.  Last  year  when  the  subject  was  under 
consideration,  we  all  hoped  that  the  prices  of  the  necessaries 
of  life  would  have  been  by  this  time  much  lower. 

These  men  have  gained  the  confidence  of  our  citizens,  and 
have  earned  for  the  city  of  Baltimore  the  reputation  of 
having  one  of  the  best  organizations  of  the  kind  in  the  coun- 
try, and  it  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  their  appreciation  of 
the  very  responsible  position  in  which  they  are  placed,  and 
to  the  prompt,  fearless,  and  orderly  manner  they  perform 
their  dangerour  duties,  that  this  city  has  been  so  singularly 
exempt  from  those  disastrous  fires  involving  millions  of  dol- 
lars of  loss  which  have  visited  the  large  cities  of  our  country 
during  the  past  few  years.  The  annexed  figures  as  taken 
from  the  last  annual  reports  of  the  Paid  Fire  Departments 
of  the  respective  cities  named,  shows  the  amount  paid  on  ac- 
count of  salaries  and  also  the  gross  expenses.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 


Office  of  Chief  Engineer,  Fire  Department, 

Baltimore,  January  1,  1866. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance  reg- 
ulating the  duties  of  this  office,  I  herewith  submit  to  your 
honorable  body  the  Chief  Engineer's  seventh  annual  report 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Fire  Department,  embracing  the 
usual  lists  of  membership,  inventories  of  property  in  pos- 
session of  the  respective  companies,  statement  of  alarms  of 
fires  during  the  last  six  years,  together  with  such  sugges- 
tions as  will,  in  my  opinion,  promote  more  fully  our  efficien- 
cy and  usefulness. 

The  officers  and  members  have  very  generally  worked 
with  that  spirit  and  success  that  has  placed  our  Fire  De- 
partment second  to  none  in  the  country,  and  so  long  as  the 
membership  continue  to  hold  that  pride,  and  exercise  that 
energy  in  the  discharge  of  their  various  duties,  so  long,  in 
my  judgment,  will  the  same  beneficial  results  be  apparent. 

Attention  was  called  in  my  last  report  to  the  condition  of 
the  No.  2  Engine,  located  on  Barre  street.  This  is  not  a 
suitable  piece  of  apparatus  for  our  Department ;  the  time 
consumed  in  generating  steam  is  too  lengthy,  and  conse- 
quently cannot  be  depended  upon  in  an  emergency.  I  trust 
you  will  grant  an  appropriation  to  build  a  new  one,  the  cost 
of  which  will  be  about  $5,000. 
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The  engine  house  of  No.  6,  corner  of  Gay  and  Ensor 
streets,  is  not  a  suitable  building  for  a  steam  engine  com- 
pany, there  being  no  yard  or  proper  stable  attached  to  the 
premises,  and  the  railway  passing  directly  in  front,  the  ap- 
paratus is  often  detained  some  seconds  in  proceeding  to  a 
fire.     The  stable  rent  now  paid  is  $250  per  annum. 

In  my  opinion  this  property  could  be  disposed  of  to  ad- 
vantage, a  lot  obtained  in  the  vicinity,  and  a  suitable  build- 
with  all  the  necessary  accommodations  erected  thereon  for 
the  sum  of  $8,000. 

The  No.  2  Truck  House  on  Paca  street,  I  would  also 
recommend  selling,  and  the  placing  of  the  company  at  a 
point  further  west,  which  I  believe  would  add  much  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  company,  and  also  afford  increased  protec- 
tion and  great  security  to  that  section  of  the  city.  I  esti- 
mate the  cost  of  this  improvement  at  $7,000. 

We  have  on  hand  the  large  steam  engine  formerly  located 
at  No.  5  house,  Ann  street ;  this  engine  is  of  no  service  to 
the  Department,  and  I  would  advise  the  sale  of  the  same, 
and  the  application  of  the  proceeds,  as  far  as  practicable,  to 
the  construction  of  the  new  apparatus  required  for  No.  2 
Company. 

The  Department  has  on  hand  at  this  present  date,  5,000 
feet  of  good  gum  hose,  also  3,000  feet  of  gum  which  it  is 
believed  will  not  last  the  year  out ;  in  addition  to  this  we 
have  3,500  feet  of  old  leather  hose  which  is  sometimes  used. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  but  two  fires  have  occurred 
in  which  the  buildings  were  completely  down,  in  each  in- 
stance, of  the  failure  to  receive  the  alarm  as  promptly  as 
usual,  I  attribute  the  cause  of  their  total  destruction.  One 
of  the  fires  alluded  to  was  the  steam  saw  mill  of  William 
Win  gate,  at  Canton,  and  the  other,  Michael  Roache's  car- 
penter shop  on  North  Calvert  street. 

The  number  of  alarms  of  fire  during  the  year  was  163, 
and  I  estimate  the  total  losses  during  the  same  period  of 
time,  within  the  city  limits,  at  $71,385.  The  annexed 
statement  shows  the  total  number  of  alarms  given  from  Jan- 
uary 1,  1860  to  date.

The  Police  Department  in  their  official  capacity  have  ren- 
dered me  every  facility  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  ;  their 
aid  at  times  of  fire,  in  preventing  the  streets  heing  obstructed 
by  vehicles,  and  keeping  at  a  proper  distance  the  crowds 
incident  to  an  alarm  of  fire,  have  been  of  very  great  service  : 
the  citizens,  also,  have  at  all  times  been  ready  and  willing 
to  render  assistance  when  the  same  has  been  required  of 
them,  all  of  which  services  are,  and  have  been  duly  appre- 
ciated by  me. 

I  also  embrace  this  opportunity  to  return  my  thanks  for 
the  aid  and  co-operation  so  cheerfully  given  to  me  by  the 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  not  only  on  the  fire  ground, 
but  also  for  their  assistance  and  counsel  in  all  matters  apper- 
taining to  the  interests  of  our  Department.

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AN   ORDINANCE 


TO    ESTABLISH    A 


PAID  FIKE  DEPARTMENT 

FOR  THE  CITY  OF   BALTIMORE. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  immediately  upon  the  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance,  there  shall  be  appointed,  as  city 
officers  are  appointed,  five  persons  of  good  character  and 
standing,  who  shall  be  styled  the  "  Fire  Commissioners  of 
the  city  of  Baltimore,"  who  shall  draw  for  the  term  of 
their  respective  office,  say,  one  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
one  for  the  term  of  four  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  and  annually  thereafter  in  the  month  of  February, 
there  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner,  one  person  of 
like  character,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  five  years. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  of  a  refusal  or  neglect  to  preform  the  duties  of  their 
office,  on  the  part  of  any  one  cr  more  of  said  Commission- 
ers, the  Mayor  being  duly  certified  thereof  by  any  one  of 
the  said  Commissioners,  shall  fill  such  offices  by  new  ap- 
pointments to  serve  the  full  term  of  those  refusing  or  ne- 
glecting to  serve,  or  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occuring 
from  any  cause,  the  Mayor  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  new 
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appointment,  and  at  the  first  session  of  the  City  Council 
thereafter,  if  the  Council  be  not  in  session,  submit  such  ap- 
pointment to  the  City  Council  for  its  confirmation. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
Fire  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  who  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department  con- 
stituted by  this  ordinance,  and  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
seven  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  but  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  other  pay  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
Said  clerk  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of  a  clerk  to  the 
chief  engineer  ;  and  the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be  autho- 
rized to  fit  up  an  office  for  their  use,  which  shall  be  central- 
ly located  ;  the  cost  of  which,  together  with  the  rent  and 
necessary  stationery,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city,  and  the  Com- 
missioners shall  be  further  authorized  to  receive  the  names 
of  as  many  persons  as  they  may  think  proper  as  honorary 
members,  said  honorary  members  paying  the  annual  sum  of 
five  dollars. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Fire 
Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  appoint  the  requisite 
number  of  persons  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  several  po- 
sitions set  forth  in  this  bill,  the  chief  engineer  excepted, 
who  shall  hold  their  places  during  good  behavior,  to  sus- 
pend or  e.xpell  any  member  of  any  company,  and  to  disband 
or  reorganize  any  company,  and  they  shall  also  adopt  a  suit- 
ble  uniform  to  be  worn  by  the  officers  and  men  ;  and  gen- 
erally the  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  their  own  government,  and  of  the  Fire 
Department,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  for  the  interests 
of  said  Department,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  are 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  ;  they  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  their  proceedings,  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  or  either  Branch  thereof;  the 
Fire  Commissioners,  moreover,  shall  define  the  duties  of 
their  clerk. 

Section  I.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Fire 
Department  shall  consist  of  a  chief  engineer,  two  assistant 
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engineers,  one  of  whom  shall  reside  in  the  first  and  the 
other  in  the  second  district  named  in  the  ordinance  ;  one 
Fire  Inspector,  who  shall  he  appointed  and  paid  pursuant 
to  existing  ordinances  ;  six  steam  fire  engine  companies,  to 
consist  each  of  one  foreman,  one  engineman,  one  fireman, 
one  hostler  and  nine  extra  men  ;  two  hook  and  ladder  com- 
panies, to  consist  each  of  one  foreman,  one  hostler,  and  four- 
teen extra  men. 

Section  C.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  steam 
engine  companies  shall  each  have  one  steam  engine,  one 
hose  reel,  three  horses,  and  one  thousand  feet  of  hose. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
hook  and  ladder  companies  shall  each  have  one  truck,  with 
all  the  hooks,  ladders,  &c,  and  two  horses. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  sal- 
aries of  the  officers  and  men  comprising  this  Department, 
shall  consist  of  the  following  sums  per  annum,  payable 
monthly  ;  the  chief  engineer  shall  receive  twelve  hundred 
dollars  ;  two  assistant  engineers,  each  six  hundred  dollars  , 
the  foreman  of  each  company,  three  hundred  dollars  ;  the 
engineman,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  ;  the  fireman, 
four  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  ;  hostlers,  four  hun- 
dred dollars  ;  and  the  extra  men  two  hundred  ;  and  the 
paid  members  of  the  Department,  except  the  extra  men  and 
foremen,  shall  give  their  undivided  attention  to  their  re- 
spective duties. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  steam 
fire  engine  and  hook  and  ladder  companies,  shall  be  located 
at  such  points  as  the  Commissioners  shall  designate. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
chief  engineer  shall  be  appointed  as  other  city  officers  are 
appointed,  and  shall  continue  in  office  during  five  years. 
He  may  be  suspended  for  inattention  or  neglect  of  duty  by 
a  majority  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Mayor. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  together  with  the  chief  engineer,  shall  form 
a  Board  of  Control,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  discip- 
15 
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line,  good  order  and  proper  conduct  of  the  whole  depart- 
ment, both  officers  and  men,  and  for  the  care  of  the  houses, 
engines,  hose,  reels  and  other  furniture,  apparatus  thereto 
belonging  ;  they  shall  have  superintendence  and  control  of 
all  the  engine  and  other  houses  used  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Fire  Department,  and  all  the  furniture  and  apparatus  thereto 
belonging. 

Section  12.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  his  assistants,  when- 
ever a  fire  shall  break  out  in  the  city,  to  immediately  re- 
pair to  the  place  of  sucrl  fire,  and  to  take  proper  measures 
that  the  several  engines  and  other  apparatus  be  arranged  in 
the  most  advantageous  situations. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Chief 
Engineer  shall  have  the  sole  command  at  fires  over  all  other 
officers,  all  members  of  the  fire  department,  and  all  other 
persons  who  may  be  present  at  fires,  and  shall  take  all  proper 
measures  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  further  protec- 
tion of  property,  preservation  of  order,  and  observance  of  laws 
of  the  State,  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  regulations  of  the 
Fire  Commissioners,  respecting  fires  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  engineer  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  engines 
and  all  other  fire  apparatus,  and  of  the  engine  and  other 
houses  belonging  to  the  city,  used  for  the  purposes  of  the 
fire  department,  and  the  companies  attached,  as  often  as  cir- 
cumstances may  render  it  expedient,  or  whenever  directed  to 
do  so  by  the  City  Council  or  Fire  Commissioners,  and  annu- 
ally to  report  the  same  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  also,  to  cause  a  full  description  of  the  same,  to- 
gether with  the  names  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
fire  department,  to  be  published  annually  in  two  of  the 
daily  city  papers,  to  be  selected  by  him,  twice  a  week  for  two 
consecutive  weeks;  and,  whenever  the  engines  or  other  fire 
apparatus,  engine  or  other  houses  used  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, require  alterations,  additions  or  repairs,  the  Chief 
Engineer  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  made,  provided  such 
repairs,  &c,  shall  not  exceed  in  any  instance  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars,  if  it  exceed  that  sum  the  assent  for  the  same 
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of  a  majority  of  the  Fire  Commission ers  must  be  obtained, 
and  it  shall  moreover  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Chief  Engi- 
neer, to  receive  and  transmit  to  the  said  Fire  Commissioners, 
for  the  use  of  the  Council,  all  the  returns  of  the  officers, 
members  and  fire  apparatus,  made  by  the  respective  compa- 
nies as  hereafter  prescribed,  and  all  other  communications 
relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  Fire  Department,  to  keep  fair 
and  exact  rolls  of  the  respective  companies,  specifying  the 
time  of  admission  and  discharge  and  age  of  each  member, 
which  he  shall  report  in  writing  to  said  Fire  Commissioners, 
who  shall  safely  file  such  reports. 

Section  14.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  case 
of  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  assistant  engineer 
in  whose  district  the  fire  may  occur  shall  exercise  the  duties 
of  this  office,  with  the  full  power  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Section  15.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  thecity 
shall  be  divided  into  two  fire  districts,  the  first  comprising 
all  that  part  of  the  city  lying  west  of  Calvert  street ;  the 
second  district  all  that  part  of  the  city  lying  east  of  the  same. 

Section  16.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  imme- 
diately on  the  appointment  and  organization  of  the  Fire 
Commission  herein  provided  for,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
prepare  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  fire 
companies  and  the  members  thereof,  and  to  furnish  each 
member  of  the  Fire  Department  with  a  copy  of  said  rules, 
and  to  have  said  rules  posted  conspicuously  in  the  office  of 
the  department,  and  in  and  about  the  several  engine  houses 
belonging  to  the  department,  and  to  give  notice  that  they 
are  prepared  to  receive  application  for  membership  in  the 
City  Fire  Department,  and  that  they  are  also  ready  to  re- 
ceive proposals  for  the  sale  to  the  city  of  such  fire  apparatus 
as  the  city  may  require. 

Section  17.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
liegister  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to- pay- 
to  the  order  of  the  Fire  Commissioners  the  sum  of  forty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  fire  apparatus,  as  de- 
scribed in  section  5  of  this  ordinance,  for  the  use  of  the  Fire 
Department. 
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Section  18.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  should 
any  person  or  persons,  not  a  member  of  the  City  Fire  De- 
partment, use  the  uniform  determined  upon  by  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  or  any  part  thereof,  such  person  or  persons 
shall  each  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  as 
other  city  fines  are  recovered  ;  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  in- 
former, the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  city. 

Section  19.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  should 
aiiy  person  or  persons  injure,  deface,  or  in  any  manner  de- 
stroy any  city  fire  apparatus,  or  should  any  person  or  per- 
sons hinder  or  obstruct  any  city  fire  company,  or  hook  and 
ladder  company,  or  any  member  thereof,  from  freely  passing 
along  the  streets  of  the  city  to  or  from  a  fire,  or  in  any  man- 
ner hinder  or  prevent  any  of  the  said  fire  companies  or  any 
member  of  the  same,  from  operating  at  any  fire,  each  and 
every  person  or  persons  so  hindering,  obstructing,  or  pre- 
venting, shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  city  fines  are 
recovered,  one  half  to  the  informer,  the  other  half  to  the  city. 

Section  20.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  of  the  establishment  of  a  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Police  de- 
partment, in  the  district  in  which  the  fire  may  occur,  to 
communicate  the  fact  to  the  Central  Station,  by  means  of 
the  signal  box  in  the  district  in  which  the  fire  may  be,  in 
accordance  with  the  rales  and  regulations  governing  the 
signal  boxes,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police,  in  the 
night  time,  on  the  occurence  of  a  fire,  to  give  further  notice 
thereof,  within  their  respective  districts,  by  springing  their 
rattles  and  crying  fire,  and  if  practicable  the  number  of  the 
signal  box  from  which  the  alarm  proceeded  ;  and  when  a 
police  officer  has  an  alarm  bell  in  his  district,  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  ring  the  same  by  striking  the  location  as  indicated 
by  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph. 

Section  21.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Commissioners  to  erect  a  suitable 
shop  or  shops,  in  such  locality  as  they  may  deem  best  suited 
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for  the  same,  for  repairing  apparatus,  and  that  six  engineers 
be  required  to  do  whatever  repairing,  &c,  that  may  from 
time  to  time  be  required  by  said  Commissioners. 

Section  22.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  his  assistants  be  authorized  to  exercise 
the  powers  of  police  officers  in  going  to,  while  at,  and  re- 
turning from  any  fire  that  may  occur,  or  alarm. 

Section  23.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  on  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Section  24.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  or- 
dinances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  this  ordi- 
nance be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

SUPPLEMENTARY  ORDINANCES. 


An  ordinance  to  fix  and  establish  a  Standard  Screw  for  the 
City  Paid  Steam  Fire  Department. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  standard  screw  of  the 
suction  tubes  of  the  steam  fire  engines,  and  the  large  open- 
ings in  the  steam  fire  plugs  shall  be  five  and  one-half  inches 
in  diameter,  with  five  threads  to  the  inch,  and  the  standard 
screw  for  the  hose  shall  be  three  inches  in  diameter,  with 
seven  threads  to  the  inch. 

Section  2.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Water 
Engineer  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  screws  of  all 
fire  plugs  hereafter  inserted  by  him,  to  conform  to  the  first 
section  of  this  ordinance.

Ordinance  to  establish  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City 
of  Baltimore,"  approved  December  10th,  18^8. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Paid  Fire  Department 
created  by  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall 
consist  of  seven  steam  engines,  and  two  hook  and  ladder 
companies. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there 
shall  be  seven  steam  engines  and  seven  tenders,  seven  hose 
reels  with  the  complement  of  hose  for  seven  companies,  in- 
stead of  six,  as  heretofore  provided  for. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  there 
shall  be  appointed  in  the  manner  heretofore  provided  for, 
one  foreman,  one  engineer,  one  fireman,  one  hostler,  and 
nine  extra  men  for  the  additional  company  created  by  this 
ordinance. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
extra  men  attached  to  each  of  the  engine  companies  created 
by  this  ordinance  shall  not  exceed  nine  persons,  and  the 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  reduce  the  number  at  any  time,  if  in  their  judgment 
the  efficiency  of  the  Department  and  the  safety  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  city  will  justify  it. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  num- 
ber of  extra  men  to  each  of  the  hook  and  ladder  companies 
shall  not  exceed  fourteen  persons,  and  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  reduce 
the  number  at  any  time,  if  in  their  judgment  the  efficiency 
of  the  department  and  the  safety  of  the  city  will  justify  it. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there 
shall  be  attached  to  each  of  the  seven  steam  engine  com- 
panies created  by  this  ordinance,  four  horses  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  the  application  of 
which  shall  be  controlled  bv  the  foreman  of  each  of  the  seve- 
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ral  companies,  in  such  manner  as  his  judgment  may  dictate 
for  the  use  of  the  company's  apparatus. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  fore- 
man of  each  of  the  companies  of  the  department  shall  be 
and  he  is  hereby  vested  with  full  police  authority  while 
going  to,  while  at,  and  while  returning  from  fires  or  alarms 
of  fires. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Paid  Fire  Department  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore  shall  have  the  use  and  control  of  any  and  all  fire 
plugs  belonging  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  on  the  occurrence 
of  fires. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  draw  on  the  Register  of  the  city  for  such  amounts  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  apparatus 
provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 

Section  10.  xVnd  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  or- 
dinances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  should  any  person  or  per- 
sons knowingly  give  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false  alarm  of 
fire  by  means  of  the  telegraph  boxes  connected  with  the  Po- 
lice and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  he,  she,  or  they,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  as  other  fines  are  recoverable. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  authori- 
ty is  hereby  given  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, in  his  discretion,  and  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Mayor,  to  offer  a  reward  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  less,  for 
the  apprehension  and  conviction  of  any  person  or  persons 
who  shall  knowingly  give  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false 
alarm  of  fire,  by  means  of  the  Telegraph  Boxes  connected 
with  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  should 
any  person  or  persons  make  or  cause  to  be  made  any  key  or 
keys  of  any  Fire  Engine  or  Truck  House,  or  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph  Box,  or  use  or  cause  to  be  used  the  same,  except 
the  Mayor,  Fire  Commissioners  and  Chief  Engineer,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  proper  authority,  he,  she,  or  they, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  handred  dol- 
lars, and  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
as  other  fines  are  recoverable.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  "by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  Chief  Engineer  shall 
have  the  sole  command  at  fires,  over  all  other  officers,  all 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all  other  persons  who 
may  be  present  at  fires,  and  shall  take  all  proper  measures  for 
the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  for  the  protection  of  proper- 
ty, preservation  of  order,  and  observance  of  laws  of  the  State, 
ordinances  of  the  city,  and  regulations  of  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners respecting  fires  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  en- 
gineer to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  engines  and  all 
other  fire  apparatus,  and  of  the  engine  and  other  houses  be- 
longing to  the  city,  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment and  the  companies  attached,  as  often  as  circum- 
stances may  render  it  expedient,  or  whenever  directed  to  do 
so  by  the  City  Council  or  Fire  Commissioners,  and  annually 
to  report  the  same  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  whenever  the  engines  or  other  fire  apparatus,  en- 
gine or  other  houses  used  by  the  Fire  Department  require 
alteration,  additions  or  repairs,  the  Chief  Engineer  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Control,  and  on  their  order, 
such  alterations,  additions  or  repairs  shall  be  made  ;  and  it 
shall  be,  moreover,  the  duty  of  the  said  Chief  Engineer  to 
receive  and  transmit  to  the  said  Fire  Commissioners,  for  the 
use  of  the  Council,  all  the  returns  of  the  officers,  members, 
and  fire  opparatus,  made  by  the  respective  companies,  as 
hereinafter  prescribed,  and  all  other  communications  relat- 
ing to  the  affairs  of  the  Fire  Department ;  to  keep  fair  and 
exact  rolls  of  the  respective  companies,  specifying  the  time 
of  admission  and  discharge,  and  age  of  each  member,  which 
he  shall  report  in  writing  to  said  Fire  Commissioners,  who 
shall  safely  file  such  reports. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said 
Fire  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  who,  by  virtue  of 
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his  office,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department  con- 
stituted by  the  ordinance,  and  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  but  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  other  pay  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance ;  said  clerk  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  to 
the  Chief  Engineer,  and  the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be 
authorized  to  fit  up  an  office  for  their  use,  which  shall  be 
centrally  located,  the  cost  of  which,  together  with  the  rent 
and  necessary  stationery,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city,  and  the 
Commissioners  shall  be  further  authorized  to  receive  the 
names  of  as  many  persons  as  they  may  think  proper  as  hon- 
orary members. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  sections 
three  and  thirteen  of  the  ordinance  of  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement, approved  December  10th,  1858,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

RULES  AXD  REGULATIONS 


FOR   THE    GOVERNMENT  OF    THE 


BALTIMORE  CITY  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


1.  All  the  companies  composing  the  department  shall  be 
furnised  with  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  creating  the  depart- 
ment, and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  ;  and  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  officers  and 
members  to  conform  to  all  duties  herein  required,  and  all 
orders  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  The  companies  shall  be 
designated  by  numbers. 

CHIEF    ENGINEER. 

2.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  perform  all  such  duties  as  are 
prescribed  in  the  ordinance  creating  this  department,  entitled 
"An  ordinance  to  establish  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the 
City  of  Baltimore." 

ASSISTANT    ENGINEERS. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Assistant  Engineer  to  visit,  at 
least  twice  a  day,  the  several  engine  and  truck  houses  in  the 
district  for  which  he  was  appointed  ;  see  whether  any  repairs, 
&c.,are  necessary,  and  that  the  houses,  machinery  and  horses 
are  in  good  order,  and  proper  discipline  kept :  and  report 
the  result  of  his  examination  daily  to  the  Board  and  Chief 
Engineer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Assistant  Engi- 
neers whenever  a  fire  shall  occur  in  the  city,  to  repair  imme- 
diately to  the  place  of  such  fire,  and  carry  with  them  a 
suitable  badge  of  their  office,  and  report  to  the  Chief  Engi- 
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neer,  and  take  proper  measures,  under  his  direction,  that  the 
several  engines  and  other  apparatus  shall  be  arranged  in  the 
most  advantageous  situations,  and  only  used  for  the  effectual 
extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  call  for  assistance,  if  need  he 
from  all  persons  present,  as  well  as  members  of  the  depart- 
ment. It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  cause  order  to  be  pre- 
served in  going  to,  working  at,  or  returning  from  fires,  and 
at  all  other  times  when  companies  attached  to  the  depart- 
ment are  on  duty.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Chief  En- 
gineer, the  Assistant  Engineer  in  whose  district  the  fire  may 
occur,  shall  exercise  the  duties  of  this  office  with  full  pow- 
er ;  but  in  the  absence  of  the  Chief  and  Assistants,  the 
foreman  of  the  company  in  whose  district  the  fire  may  be, 
shall  have  command  until  the  arrival  of  the  Chief  or  As- 
sistant Engineers,  and  for  which  purpose  the  city  shall  be 
divided  into  as  many  districts  as  there  are  companies.  They 
shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may  from 
time  to  time  prescribe. 

FOREMEN. 

4.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  foremen  to  see  that  the  sev- 
eral engines,  apparatus  and  horses  committed  to  their  care, 
and  the  several  buildings  in  which  the  same  are  deposited. 
and  all  things  in  and  belonging  to  the  same  are  kept  neat 
and  clean,  and  in  order  for  immediate  use.  It  also  shall  be 
their  duty  to  preserve  order  and  discipline  in  their  respective 
companies,  especially  whilst  going  to,  in  service  at,  or  re- 
turning from  fires,  and  require  and  enforce  a  strict  compli- 
ance with  the  city  ordinances  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Control.  They  shall  also  keep,  or  cause  to 
he  kept,  fair  and  exact  rolls,  specifying  the  age,  time  of  ad- 
mission, and  discharge  of  each  member,  and  accounts  of  all 
the  city  property  entrusted  to  the  care  of  the  several  mem- 
bers, and  of  all  absence  or  tardiness  of  the  same,  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  city  ;  which  roll  or  record 
books,  are  always  to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of 
Control.  They  shall  also  make  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Board    of    Commissioners    true    and    accurate     returns,    in 
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writing,  of  all  the  members,  with  their  ages,  residence  and 
occupation  ;  also  monthly  (or  often er  if  necessary),  state- 
ments of  the  condition  of  the  apparatus  and  property  of  the 
department  entrusted  to  their  care,  with  an  estimated  list  of 
all  articles  that  may  be  required  for  the  ensuing  month. 

5.  The  foreman,  or  commanding  officer  of  each  company, 
shall  remain  with  the  company  or  apparatus  of  which  he  has 
charge,  preserve  order  and  direct  the  operations  of  the  same  ; 
and  all  members  of  the  several  companies,  except  when  other- 
wise engaged  on  special  duty,  shall  remain  at  or  about  the 
apparatus  to  which  they  are  attached.  The  foreman  will  be 
held  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  his  men  while  at  the  de- 
partment houses,  or  on  the  fire  ground — and  will  be  required 
to  report  in  writing  to  the  Chief  Engineer  any  dereliction  of 
duty  or  violation  of  the  rules  by  the  members. 

ENGINEMEN. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  engineman  of  each  company 
to  be  at  all  times  present  at  the  engine  house,  except  when 
absent  therefrom  on  duty  ;  he  shall  give  his  entire  time  and 
attention  to  his  company,  and  shall  have  his  engine  ready 
for  service  at  all  times.  He  shall  accompany  his  engine  to 
all  fires  or  alarms,  and  discharge  the  duties  appertaining  to  his 
position,  as  directed  by  the  foreman  of  his  company  or  his 
superior  officer  ;  and  shall  be  required  to  do  all  the  repair- 
ing, as  prescribed  by  the  ordinance  creating  this  department. 

HOSTLERS. 

7.  The  hostlers  shall  have  charge  and  due  care  of  the 
horses  of  their  respective  companies  while  at  the  engine  or 
truck  house,  going  to  a  fire,  whilst  there  or  returning 
to  the  house,  and  shall  have  them  at  all  times  ready  for  im- 
mediate service.  They  shall  report  to,  and  otherwise  exe- 
cute the  directions  of  the  foreman,  and  shall  be  en  duty  at 
the  engine  or  truck  house,  at  all  times,  except  during  fires — 
and  whilst  practising  horses,  shall  not  go  farther  from  the 
house  than  directed  by  the  foreman. 
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FIREMEN. 

8.  Each  fireman  shall  be  on  duty  at  his  respective  engine 
house  at  all  times  except  during  fires,  and  shall  discharge 
all  the  duties  appertaining  to  his  position  during  the  time 
the  apparatus  is  in  service.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to 
keep  his  engine  house,  hose  carriage  and  hose  in  a  proper 
and  cleanly  condition,  and  shall  be  subject  in  all  things  to 
the  direction  of  the  foreman.  He  shall  also  drive  the  hose 
carriage  going  to  and  returning  from  a  fire. 

TILLERMEN. 

9.  The  tillermen,  in  addition  to  their  duties  as  extramen 
of  the  truck  companies,  shall  have  charge  of  the  apparatus 
and  houses  of  their  respective  companies. 

EXTRAMEN. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  extraman,  immediately 
upon  an  alarm  of  fire,  to  repair  to  the  locality  of  said  fire, 
report  himself  to  the  foreman  of  his  company,  and  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  his  superior  offi- 
cers. 

11.  Persons  to  be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  depart- 
ment, must  be  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  residents 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

12.  No  spirituous  or  malt  liquors  shall  be  allowed  in  any 
engine  or  other  house  belonging  to  the  department,  or  at 
any  fire  or  alarm  of  fire,  and  any  member  seen  intoxicated 
about  any  engine  house,  or  other  house  used  by  the  depart- 
ment, at  any  fire  or  alarm  of  fire,  shall  be  subject  to  dis- 
missal. 

13.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  department  who  shall 
wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  his  duty,  or  shall  be 
guilty  of  disobedience  to  his  superior  officer  or  officers,  shall 
for  such  offence  be  suspended  from  the  department ;  and  any 
officer  or  member  who  shall  offend  against  any  ordinance  of 
the  city  relating  to  the  fire  department,  (the  same  to  be  de- 
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termined  by  the  Board  of  Control,)  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
liability  of  suspension  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  be  also  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars, 
the  same  to  be  deducted  from  the  monthly  pay  of  the  per- 
son so  offending. 

14.  The  uniform  of  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers 
shall  consist  of  a  white  fire  cap,  having  the  name  of  their 
respective  offices  on  the  front — drab  or  other  light  colored 
coat  and  pants.  Each  foreman  shall  wear  a  white  fire  cap, 
with  black  front,  with  the  name  of  his  office  and  the  num- 
ber of  the  company  to  which  he  is  attached  thereon,  and 
black  coat  and  pants.  All  other  members  of  the  depart- 
ment shall  wear  black  coats  and  pants,  and  black  fire  caps, 
having  the  number  of  their  respective  companies  on  the 
front.  The  enginemen,  hostlers  and  firemen  to  have  the 
name  of  their  respective  offices  above  the  number  of  their 
companies.  Each  member  of  the  department  shall  also  wear 
a  gray  flannel  shirt.  Each  officer  and  member  of  the  de- 
partment shall  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
with  a  badge,  and  they  shall  appear  at  all  fires,  or  alarms 
of  fires,  in  their  uniform,  as  required  by  the  rules  of  the 
department. 

15.  In  case  of  sickness,  or  absence  from  the  city  of  any 
officer  or  member  of  the  fire  department,  his  place  may  be 
filled  by  such  person  as  he  may  select,  provided  that  said 
person  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  and 
Chief  Engineer — and  the  party  thus  furnishing  the  substi- 
tute shall  be  responsible  for  his  conduct. 

16.  Each  officer  and  member  of  the  fire  department  shall 
sign  the  following  agreement,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Control:  "The  undersigned 
having  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Baltimore  City  Fire 
Department,  hereby  agrees  to  abide  by  all  the  ordinances  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Fire  Department  relating 
thereto." 

17.  No  company  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  the  city  with 
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their  apparatus,  under  any  consideration  whatever,  unless 
permission  be  granted  by  the  Board. 

18.  The  Board,  with  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers, 
will,  in  the  month  of  May,  and  quarterly  thereafter,  review 
the  several  companies  of  the  department  at  their  respective 
houses. 

19.  The  engine  companies,  with  their  engines  and  reels, 
and  the  hook  and  ladder  companies,  with  their  trucks,  are 
required  to  be  on  the  street  within  one  and  a  half  minutes 
after  an  alarm  of  fire  has  been  received  at  their  several 
houses.  Failure  to  be  out  in  two  minutes,  caused  by  absence 
of  engineman,  fireman,  hostler  or  tillerman,  will  be  reported 
by  the  foreman,  and  subject  the  party  so  offending  to  a  fine. 

20.  Absence  from  a  fire  or  alarm  of  fire  without  good  and 
sufficient  cause,  (the  same  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,)  shall  subject  the  party  absenting  himself  to 
the  following  fines,  viz  : 

For  an  assistant  engineer  or  engineman $3  00 

Hostler,  fireman  or  tillerman 2  00 

Foreman 1  50 

Extraman 1  00 

The  same  to  be  deducted  from  their  monthly  pay. 

21.  The  President  shall  be  annually  elected  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Board  in  the  month  of  March  ;  and  the 
members  of  the  department  shall  also  be  annually  elected 
in  the  same  month,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  April 
succeeding. 

22.  All  orders  on  the  City  Treasury  are  required  to  be 
signed  by  the  President  or  by  two  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners. 

23.  The  foremen  are  authorized  to  name  to  the  Board  eight 
suitable  persons  to  act  as  substitutes,  who  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  badges  gratis,  and  when  ordered  to  the  perform- 
ance of  duty  to  supply  the  place  of  absentees,  shall  receive 
the  same  pay,  to  be  deducted  from  their  monthly  wages. 

24.  The  halls  of  the  department  shall  not  be  let  for  any 
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political  meetings  or  purposes  ;  nor  shall  boys  be  allowed  to 
congregate  about  the  houses.  Card  playing  and  political 
discussions  are  likewise  prohibited  on  the  premises  of  the 
department. 

25.  The  apparatus  of  the  department,  unless  by  special 
order  of  the  Board,  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than 
the  extinguishment  of  fires. 

26.  It  is  ordered  that  the  company  rolls  for  all  fires  or 
alarms  of  fire,  when  out  of  the  district,  shall  be  called  be- 
tween the  hours  of  six  P.  M.  and  six  A.  M.,  and  for  all  fires 
in  the  district  as  usual,  on  the  fire  ground. 

27.  The  Board  expects  the  personal  attendance  of  the 
members  at  all  fires  and  alarms  of  fire,  and  attendance  by 
substitutes  without  the  consent  of  the  Board,  is  a  violation 
of  the  rules  of  the  department,  and  will  subject  the  party  so 
acting  to  immediate  dismissal,  unless  in  case  of  sickness  or 
absence  from  the  city.

CITY  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT. 


City  Commissioner's  Office, 

Baltimore,  January  1,  1866. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with,  the  requirements  of  the  sixth  section 
of  ordinance  No.  9,  approved  March  10,  1863,  the  under- 
signed respectfully  submits  his  annual  report,  exhibiting 
the  condition  of  this  department  for  the  year  1865. 

The  annexed  tabular  statement  (marked  A)  will  show  the 
disbursements  of  the  department  for  the  current  year  end- 
ing the  31st  ultimo. 

Statement  marked  B  will  exhibit  the  amount  required  for 
the  year  1866. 

HUGHES   STREET. 

By  a  resolution  approved  March  21st,  1865,  we  were  di- 
rected to  have  a  permanent  structure  erected  to  support  that 
part  of  the  embankment  on  Hughes  street  that  has  for  so 
many  years  been  obstructing  the  street  by  continual  slides, 
so  as  to  make  it  almost  useless,  and  costing  the  city  annually 
several  hundred  dollars  to  keep  the  street  passable.  We 
expended  in  the  cleaning  of  the  street  and  erecting  the  bar- 
ricade six  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and  eighty-six 
cents  ($686.86),  being  three  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars 
and  fourteen  cents  less  than  the  appropriation.  We  believe 
we  can  safely  say  that  the  object  contemplated  has  been  ac- 
complished. 
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GRADING  AND  PAVING. 

We  have  completed  the  grading  and  paving  of  Gist  street, 
from  Pratt  street  to  Canton  avenue,  as  per  application  of 
property  holders  binding  on  the  street,  at  a  cost  of  sev- 
enteen thousand  thirty-eight  dollars  and  forty-six  cents, 
($17,038.46,)  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  being  liable  for 
four  thousand,  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and 
ninety-two  cents  as  their  proportion  of  the  expenses  of 
grading  and  paving  in  front  of  the  Park  and  the  cross  streets. 
It  is  a  great  improvement  to  that  section  of  the  city,  and 
reflects  much  credit  on  the  contractors,  Messrs.  Hax  &  Bay- 
ley,,  for  the  efficient  manner  they  executed  their  contract. 

Fayette  and  Holliday  streets  have  been  widened,  graded 
and  paved  in  a  substantial  manner  by  Messrs.  John  Hax  & 
Son.  We  have  also  graded  and  paved  Arch  street,  and  put 
in  the  requisite  sewers  from  Baltimore  street  to  Fayette  street, 
and  thereby  removed  the  many  complaints  heretofore  made 
in  relation  to  the  overflow  of  water  at  that  point. 

Peach  alley  from  Hamburg  to  Cross  street  has  also  been 
graded  and  paved,  as  per  application  of  a  majority  of  the 
property  holders. 

We  have  recently  contracted  with  John  B.  Hax  &  Son  for 
the  grading,  curbing  and  paving  Baltimore  street,  from 
Chapel  to  Gist  street:  when  completed  it  will  make  an  excel- 
lent improvement  and  add  largely  to  the  value  of  property 
in  that  vicinity.  We  have  also  contracted  with  the  same 
parties  for  the  grading  and  paving  Vincent  alley  in  the 
western  part  of  the  city.  We  have  also  contracted  for  the 
grading  and  paving  of  Hammond  alley,  from  Albemarle 
street  to  Central  avenue,  and  China  alley,  from  Cross  street 
to  West  street,  as  per  application  by  a  majority  of  the  pro- 
perty holders. 

REPAIRING  STREETS. 

We  have  repaired  a  large  number  of  the  streets  in  various 
parts  of  the  city  during  the  past  year,  at  a  cost  of  thirty-one 
thousand,  two  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and  twenty-one 
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cents,  (§31,280.21,)  leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  three 
thousand,  seven  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  seventy- 
nine  cents,  ($3,719.79.)  We  believe  the  streets  are  in  better 
condition  at  this  time  than  they  have  been  for  some  years 
past. 

The  dilapidated  railroad  track  on  Paca  street,  between 
Baltimore  and  Pratt  streets,  has  not  been  removed  as  di- 
rected by  resolution,  in  consequence  of  some  of  the  parties 
interested  desiring  to  have  it  remain  for  a  time  with  a  view 
of  making  an  eifort  to  have  the  track  repaired  and  placed  in 
good  working  order.  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  requested  us 
to  defer  the  removal  for  the  present,  but  if  not  repaired  with- 
in a  reasonable  time,  then  to  remove  it  and  place  the  street 
in  good  condition  as  required  by  said  resolution. 

SEWERS. 

We  have  repaired  a  large  number  of  inlets  to  sewers  du- 
ring the  past  year,  and  by  the  opening  of  Arch  street  we 
were  obliged  to  construct  a  large  inlet  and  lateral  sewer  on 
Raborg  street,  and  alter  three  on  Fayette  street,  at  a  cost 
of  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents, 
($288.50.)  We  also  found  it  necessary  to  put  in  a  new  inlet 
and  lateral  sewer  on  McKim  street,  to  prevent  the  large 
body  of  water  that  passes  down  that  street  from  overflowing 
the  footways,  at  a  cost  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-four  dol- 
lars and  sixty  cents,  ($194.60.)  We  constructed  eight  in- 
lets with  the  trap,  as  per  ordinances  of  your  honorable  body, 
at  a  cost  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven  dollars  and  ninety- 
two  cents,  ($857.92,)  which  in  nearly  all  instances  have 
proved  a  success.  In  consideration  of  having,  by  ordinance, 
to  construct  all  the  inlets  with  the  trap  that  may  hereafter 
need  repair  in  the  principal  streets,  we  shall  be  compelled 
to  ask  for  a  much  larger  appropriation  than  heretofore,  which 
we  think  will  be  money  judiciously  expended,  as  in  most 
cases  it  entirely  prevents  the  offensive  odor  escaping  from 
the  tunnels.  We  also  had  the  inlet  and  sewer  constructed 
at  the  corner  of  Holliday  and  Pleasant  streets,  as  per  ordi- 
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nance,  approved  October  12,  1865,  which  cost  two  hundred 
dollars,  the  amount  appropriated,  independent  of  the  paving. 
By  an  ordinance,  approved  June  14th,  1865,  we  were  di- 
rected to  make  an  arched  conduit  from  Pennsylvania  ave- 
nue to  Walsh  street,  a  distance  of  three  hundred  and  forty 
feet ;  we  had  but  one  proposition  offered  after  advertising 
the  usual  time,  which  was  above  the  amount  appropriated, 
but,  after  some  explanations,  the  party  agreed  to  take  the 
appropriation  and  execute  the  work  for  the  sum  allowed, 
viz  :  four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  (§4,890)  dol- 
lars, and  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  it  reflects  credit  on  the 
contractor,  Mr.  Almon  Wright,  for  the  faithful  manner  he 
executed  the  work.  It  passes  off  the  large  amount  of  wa- 
ter that  gathers  at  that  point  without  the  least  difficulty, 
and  gives  much  satisfaction  to  persons  living  and  doing 
business  in  that  vicinity. 

We  were  compelled  to  make  a  small  sewer  from  the  north 
side  of  Franklin  Square  to  connect  with  one  on  Stockton  al- 
ley, a  distance  of  about  four  hundred  feet,  to  carry  off  the 
water  from  a  spring  that  made  its  appearance  on  Lexington 
street  and  overflowed  a  great  portion  of  the  street,  it  has 
effectually  accomplished  the  object  designed  and  relieved 
the  neighborhood  of  a  great  nuisance. 

The  special  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars,  (§5,000,) 
made  by  your  Honorable  Body,  for  traps,  has  not  been 
used  ;  prefering  to  charge  the  whole  expenses  of  sewers  to 
the  annual  appropriation  for  that  purpose.  We  would 
respectively  call  your  attention  to  the  dilapitated  condition 
of  the  tunnel  under  Centre  street,  from  St.  Paul  to  Calvert 
street ;  we  are  under  the  impression  that  it  will  have  to  be 
reconstructed  during  the  present  year — a  portion  of  it  fell 
in  during  the  past  year  which  gave  us  an  opportunity  to 
examine  its  condition.  There  were  four  inlets,  ordered  by 
your  Honorable  Body,  to  be  altered  with  the  trap,  which  we 
were  unable  to  have  completed  before  the  weather  became 
too  inclement  to  have  that  kind  of  work  executed  ;  there 
was  two  on  the  corner  of  Lexington  and  Arch  streets,  and 
two  on  the  corner  of  St.  Paul  and  Centre  streets — the  two 
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latter  we  should  not  have  changed  in  consequence  of  the 
bad  condition  of  the  main  tunnel,  as  it  might  have  endan- 
gered the  whole  street  at  this  inclement  season. 

PILLARS    AND    LAMPS. 

We  have  during  the  past  year  erected  about  one  hundred 
lamp-posts  and  lamps  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  most  of 
them  being  ordered  by  your  honorable  body,  and  others  put 
up  by  us  on  application  of  citizens.  We  have  also  repaired 
about  fifty-five  that  has  been  broken  down  by  the  careless- 
ness and  wantonness  of  persons  driving  around  the  corners 
of  the  streets. — Unfortunately,  for  the  city,  but  few  of  the 
parties  have  been  arrested  and  punished. 

REPAIR   OF    BRIDGES. 

Kepair  of  bridges,  that  constant  and  unavoidable  drain 
on  the  city  Treasury,  has  received  our  special  attention. 
From  the  nature  of  their  construction,  they  are  continually 
requiring  repair ;  and  frequently  a  reconstruction  of  the 
whole  wood  work.  During  the  past  year  we  were  obliged 
to  reconstruct  the  entire  wood  work  of  the  bridge  over 
Jones'  Falls  at  Pratt  street,  at  a  cost  of  twelve  hundred 
and  sixteen  dollars  and  eighty  cents  (1216.80.)  We  ex- 
pended a  considerable  amount  in  repairing  the  iron  work  of 
the  Draw-bridge  ;  a  number  of  the  braces  became  loose  from 
time  to  time  and  consequently  lost,  which  required  others 
to  be  cast  and  inserted  in  their  place  with  other  repairs  that 
we  found  necessary  to  have  done.  We  also  had  a  number 
of  the  bridges  over  Jones'  Falls  and  Harford  Run  refloored 
and  repaired  at  a  considerable  cost,  being  an  annual  ex- 
penditure inflicted  on  the  city,  without  much  hope  of 
escape. 

Madison  street  bridge  is  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition. 
The  abutments  as  well  as  the  wood  work,  we  think,  will 
require  reconstruction  during  the  present  year.  We  would 
respectfully   suggest   to   your    Honorable    Body,    that,    by 
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changing  the  grade  on  each  side  of  the  Falls,  we  could 
have  sufficient  height  to  construct  a  stone  bridge  that  would 
pass  all  the  water  that  could  possibly  gather  at  that  point, 
and  much  improve  the  adjacent  property. 

EAGER   STREET   BRIDGE. 

We  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  that  Eager  street 
bridge  has  been  completed,  except  the  paving,  which  we 
shall  have  to  let  lay  over  until  spring  in  order  that  the 
filling  may  have  an  opportunity  to  become  more  compact. 
The  public  have  been  using  the  bridge  for  the  last  three 
months,  and  it  gives  great  relief  to  both  sections  of  the 
city. 

This  structure  reflects  much  credit  on  Mr.  Barnhard 
Ulark,  for  his  untiring  efforts  to  make  this  one  of  the  best 
bridges  of  the  kind  in  the  State.  The  work  would  have 
been  completed  in  advance  of  the  time  allowed  him  by  the 
contract  but  for  the  great  difficulty  in  procuring  the  stone 
of  sufficient  size  and  quality  for  the  abutments.  I  regret, 
however,  to  say  that  he  has  the  shadow  without  the  sub- 
stance, to  remunerate  him  for  the  great  amount  of  labor  and 
difficulty  he  had  to  encounter  during  its  progress  to  com- 
pletion. 

DECKER   STREET. 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  a  resolution,  ap- 
proved June  14,  1865,  we  constructed  a  wooden  bridge  over 
the  ravine  at  the  foot  of  Decker  street  as  now  paved,  and 
made  a  rude  carriage-way  around  the  Bolton  Depot,  so  as 
to  give  persons  driving  that  direction  an  opportunity  to 
avoid  the  many  locomotives  constantly  moving  about  the 
Depot.  It  will  be  a  great  convenience  and  add  greatly  to 
the  comfort  of  persons  having  to  travel  the  Falls  Pike. 

WHARVES   REPAIRED. 

By  a  resolution,  approved  October  23,  1865,  we  were  di- 
rected to  have  Bowley's,  Dugan's  and  McEldry's  wharves 
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repaired  ;  and  an  appropriation  of  thirteen  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  was  made  for  that  purpose,  to  he  taken  out 
of  the  appropriation  of  1866. 

We  have  completed  the  repair  of  Bowley's  wharf  at  a 
cost  of  twelve  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars  and  eighty 
cents.  We  are  at  present  engagaged  repairing  Dugan's 
wharf;  when  completed  we  shall  commence  on  McElderry's 
wharf,  and  finish  the  whole  at  as  early  a  time  as  possible. 

BROADWAY   HALL    AND    MARKET. 

This  Market  and  Hall  was  completed  about  the  fifteenth 
of  July  last,  ten  weeks  after  the  time  stipulated  by  the 
contract.  It  is  quite  an  ornament  to  that  section  of  the 
city.  Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  George  A.  Frederick,  the 
architect  and  superintendent,  for  this  beautiful  design  and 
his  untiring  energy  to  have  the  building  erected  according- 
ly ;  he  having  the  full  and  entire  control  of  its  construction 
until  its  final  completion.  The  stalls  of  the  Market  have 
been  sold  by  the  Comptroller  for  nearly  the  cost  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  whole  building,  and  consequently  leaves 
the  rents  of  the  stalls  and  Hall  a  clear  gain  to  the  city. 

PLATFORM. 

The  Platform  on  Jones'  Falls,  between  Eastern  and  Can- 
ton avenues,  has  been  constructed  as  directed  by  resolution, 
approved  October  12,  1865.  The  contract  was  made  with 
Mr.  John  Ely,  to  do  the  whole  work  (except  the  paving, 
that  had  to  be  removed  and  replaced,)  for  two  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars,  the  repaving  of  the 
street  cost  seventy-seven  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents, 
($77.38,)  leaving  a  balance  of  the  appropriation  unexpended 
of  four  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  sixty-two  cents. 

FURNISHING   HALLS. 

The  Hall  on  Hollins  street  was  furnished  as  per  resolution 
approved  January  27th,  1865,  at  a  cost  of  fourteen  hundred 
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and  ten  dollars  and  thirty-one  cents,  (1,410.31.)  We  also 
furnished  the  Hall  on  Broadway,  as  per  resolution  approved 
June  27,  1865,  at  a  cost  of  nineteen  hundred  and  four  dollars 
and  seventy  cents — being,  together,  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  dollars  less  than  the  appropriations. 

MARKETS  REPAIRED. 

There  has  been  but  a  small  amount  expended  by  us  on  the 
market  houses  during  the  past  year.  In  compliance  with  a 
resolution  approved  April  15th,  1865,  we  had  the  eastern 
side  of  the  lower  Centre  market  and  the  north  shed  of  the 
same  building  re-roofed,  and  the  west  side  and  the  south 
shed  repaired,  and  the  plastering,  where  it  had  fallen  off, 
replaced,  at  a  cost  of  fifteen  hundred  and  thirty  dollars, 
(1,530.) 

We  also  had  a  shed  erected  at  the  west  end  of  the  Cross 
street  market,  as  per. resolution  approved  October  23d,  1865, 
at  a  cost  of  two  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars  and  sixty- 
one  cents,  ($246.61.) 

EASTERN   SPRING   PARK. 

By  direction  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  we  had  the  old  and 
unsightly  elm  trees,  in  the  Eastern  Spring  Park,  removed. 
They  have  for  a  long  time  been  a  nuisance  to  that^otherwise 
beautiful  square,  the  foliage  being  constantly  destroyed  by 
a  worm  which  infest  that  species,  and  consequently  making 
the  tree  useless  for  a  shade,  and  by  the  continual  dropping 
of  the  leaves  and  insects,  making  it  anything  but  desirable 
to  take  a  seat  near  them. 

His  Honor  directed  us  to  have  their  places  immediately 
supplied  with  others  more  durable,  such  as  sugar  maples, 
tulip  trees  and  silver  maples,  &c,  all  natives  of  our  forests 
and  of  a  rapid  growth,  and  entirely  free  from  any  species  of 
enemy,  so  far  as  we  are  informed.  This  square  has  hereto- 
fore been  a  considerable  expense  to  the  city,  in  its  efforts  to 
preserve  those  elms  from  their  annual  destroyer,  but  with 
little  or  no  success. 
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FRAME   BUILDINGS   AND   SHEDS. 


During  the  last  session  of  your  honorable  body  the  grant- 
ing of  permits  to  erect  frame  buildings  and  sheds  was  trans- 
ferred by  ordinance  from  the  law-making  power  to  our  office. 
After  giving  the  subject  that  mature  consideration  we  were 
sure  it  demanded,  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  we  had  to 
grant  all  or  deny  all  applications.  We  adopted  the  latter 
as  our  guide,  not  being  disposed  to  make  invidious  distinc- 
tions between  parties  applying. 

When  we  came  to  the  determination  to  reject  all,  we  were 
convinced  we  were  right  in  our  premises,  and  we  have  not 
seen  any  reason,  as  yet,  to  give  up  our  first  impressions  on 
that  subject.  It  is  a  time-honored  maxim  that  "consistency 
is  a  jewel,"  and  by  that  maxim  we  have  endeavored  to  be 
governed.  In  many  instances  it  would  seem  arbitrary  and 
harsh  to  refuse,  but  when  we  kept  in  view  the  great  interest 
of  the  city  we  could  pursue  no  other  course.  If  your  hon- 
orable body  could  relieve  us  of  this  unpleasant  duty,  we 
should  be  highly  gratified,  but  if  left  in  our  hands,  we  shall 
continue  to  discharge  our  duty  to  the  city,  faithfully  and 
honestly,  as  we  understand  it. 

In  conclusion  we  would  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  say, 
that  all  the  ordinances  and  resolutions,  not  specially  enum- 
erated above,  have  to  the  best  of  our  ability  been  attended  to.

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REPORT 


City  Collector's  Office, 
Baltimore,  January  1st,  1866. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  presenting  the  operations  of  this  department,  I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  the  collections  of  taxes 
on  city  and  State  account  for  the  past  year  have  been  grati- 
fying, notwithstanding  the  increased  rates  of  the  levy  made 
by  each. 

The  organization  of  this  office  seems  to  be  approximating 
to  as  near  perfection  as  can  be  expected  under  the  present 
existing  laws  and  ordinances  by  which  it  is  governed,  which 
might  be  greatly  improved  on  and  made  more  clear  and  com- 
prehensive to  the  tax  payers. 

The  State  laws  require  returns  to  be  made  to  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  of  our  city  as  follows:  "All  real  and  personal 
property  in  this  State  ;  all  chattels  real  and  personal  ;  all 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and  other  stock  in  trade,  at 
home  and  not  permanently  located  elsewere  ;  the  interest 
and  proportion  in  all  ships  and  other  vessels,  whether  in  or 
out  of  port,  owned  by  persons  residents  of  this  State  ;  all 
debts  secured  by  or  due  on  judgment,  decree,  mortgage,  bond , 
bill  of  exchange,  promissory  notes  from  solvent  debtors,  (ex- 
cept debts  due  lor  goods  sold  and  delivered  and  bank  notes;) 
all  stocks  or  shares  owned  by  residents  of  this  State  in  any 
bank,  institution,  or  company  incorporated  in  another  State 
or  Territory;  all  debts  due  to  residents  of  this  State  by  solvent 
debtors  residing  out  of  this  State,  (except  debts  due  for  goods 
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sold  and  delivered;)  all  investments  in  securities  or  stocks  of 
other  States,  made  or  held  by  residents  of  this  State ;  all 
public  loans  and  stocks  whatsoever  (except  those  created  or 
issued  by  the  United  States)  owned  or  held  by  residents  of 
this  State  ;  all  slocks  or  shares  in  any  bank,  institution  or 
company  incorporated  by  this  State  ;  and  all  other  property 
of  every  description  whatsoever  shall  be  liable  to  assessment 
and  tax." 

Under  the  requirements  of  this  law  the  Judges  of  the  Ap- 
peal Tax  Court  require  of  all  corporations  located  in  our  city 
to  furnish  a  list  of  the  names  of  their  share  and  bondholders. 
with  the  amount  of  their  interest  in  the  corporation,  whether 
residents  of  this  city  or  elsewhere,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
up  the  basis  of  city  taxation.  By  this  means  the  names  of 
many  persons,  holders  of  stocks  and  bonds,  are  obtained  that 
reside  out  of  the  city,  being  residents  of  the  different  coun- 
ties of  our  State,  other  States,  and  Europe,  thus  serving  to 
make  up  a  basis  that  is  charged  to  the  City  Collector.  The 
same  relates  to  mortgages  and  judgments.  All  of  which  it 
seems  doubtful  if  the  law  or  ordinances  will  justify  the  Col- 
lector in  enforcing  the  collection  of  taxes  thereon  where  the 
parties  reside  out  of  the  city,  so  that  probably  about  5  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  of  the  city's  basis  of  collection  is  un- 
collectable. 

I  would  invite  your  attention  to  the  laws  and  ordinances 
relating  to  sales  of  property  for  taxes  when  in  arrears.  Hav- 
ing endeavored  in  every  and  all  cases  to  strictly  comply  with 
such  laws  and  ordinances  as  exist,  we  find  in  many  cases, 
where  sales  have  been  made  by  former  Collectors  and  myself, 
when  the  parties  purchasing  the  property  have  obtained  their 
deeds  from  the  Collectors  and  are  entitled  to  possession,  that 
suits  have  been  instituted  against  them  and  the  Courts  have 
set  aside  such  titles.  There  ought  to  be  some  course  devised 
to  protect  purchasers  of  property  sold  for  taxes  in  obtaining 
and  holding  possession  without  litigation.  The  uncertainty 
that  has  existed  as  to  the  validity  of  titles  given  by  Collec- 
tors, has  deterred  persons  from  bidding  at  such  sales,  and 
the  City  Comptroller  has  in  many  instances  purchased  a  part 
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of  the  lots  offered,  and  now  holds  a  number  of  pieces  on  city 
account,  part  of  which  has  again  become  in  arrears  for  taxes. 
I  would  suggest  that  application  be  made  to  the  Legislature 
during  the  coming  session  to  enact  a  law  that  where  property 
has  been  sold  (for  taxes  due)  by  Collectors,  and  titles  to  be 
given,  that  all  former  titles  should  be  examined  by  some 
Court  that  may  be  designated,  and  if  found  proper,  the  titles 
given  by  Collectors  be  confirmed  and  ratified  by  such  Court. 

To  compel  payment  of  taxes  due  from  delinquent  property 
owners,  I  am  compelled  to  call  in  the  City  Surveyor,  to  plat 
the  property  upon  which  these  taxes  are  due,  in  order  that 
I  may  proceed  to  sell.  Heretofore  the  surveyor  has  only  been 
paid  for  those  lots  which  are  found  to  be  correct  in  every  es- 
sential. This  office  furnishes  him  with  instructions  to  plat, 
in  addition  to  those  just  mentioned,  many  pieces  of  property 
upon  which  taxes  appear  to  be  due,  but  which,  in  reality, 
cannot  be  located,  &c,  thus  making  him  liable  for  the  time, 
trouble  and  expense  of  showing  the  impropriety  of  making 
sales  which  would  involve  the  city  to  a  vast  extent.  For  all 
this — and  without  which  the  accounts  can  neither  be  abated 
nor  our  accounts  closed — he  receives  no  compensation,  as  no 
provision  is  made  for  his  reimbursement.  This  matter  is  so 
entirely  unjust,  both  to  the  city  and  to  a  valuable  officer, 
that  I  feel  compelled  to  call  your  attention  to  these  facts,  in 
order  that  such  injustice  may  be  remedied. 

The  annexed  tables  exhibit  in  detail  the  operations  of  this 
office  for  the  year  1865. 

Table  A  shows  the  monthly  collections  of  both  city  and 
vState  taxes,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $2,015,761.75, 
of  which  the  city  taxes  were  $1,680,463.80 — an  increase  over 
the  amount  collected  in  1864  of  $216,232.13,  or  about  15  per 
cent. 

Table  B  shows  in  detail  the  basis  of  the  several  levies  col- 
lected upon,  the  rate,  tax,  interest,  &c.  The  basis  of  arrears 
collected  upon  is  $25,097,822;  that  of  1865  is  $110,987,059. 
The  total  basis  collected  upon  is  $136,084,881,  nearly  equal 
to  the  average  basis  of  a  few  past  years,  which  indicates  a 
result  highly  gratifying. 
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Table  C  shows  the  rates  of  tax  for  the  various  items  in  the 
several  levies  ;  and  table  D  shows  the  amounts  collected  for 
each  item  according  to  those  rates. 

Table  E  shows  a  comparative  view  of  the  collections  for 
several  years  past  on  the  levies  of  those  years;  together  with 
the  fact  that  there  now  remains  unpaid  less  than  7  per  cent. 
of  the  taxes  for  18G4. 

Table  F  shows  the  per  centage  of  the  current  levy  col- 
lected during  each  month  in  the  year. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  collections  of  nearly  45  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  levy  for  1865  was  crowded  into  twenty 
working  days,  which  was  the  extent  of  the  time  allowed  to 
tax  payers  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  largest  rate  of  discount. 
During  the  last  three  days  of  May  there  were  paid  twenty- 
two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  bills,  the  city  tax  amounting 
to  over  $280,000  ;  the  city  and  State  tax  together  to  nearly 
$327,000. 

The  work  of  the  office  in  such  circumstances  is  necessarily 
confused  and  imperfect,  and  leads  to  numerous  complaints  on 
the  part  of  tax  payers,  who  are  unable  to  get  their*bills  set- 
tled within  a  reasonable  time  ;  besides  it  is  most  exhausting 
and  altogether  too  severe  a  tax  on  the  physical  abilities  of 
the  clerks,  who  were  repeatedly  occupied  till  midnight  or 
after  in  settling  up  the  day's  work  on  their  books. 

To  avoid  this  state  of  affairs  in  the  future,  it  is  earnestly 
recommended  that  the  levy  be  made  by  your  honorable  body 
not  later  than  the  first  day  of  April,  with  the  provision  for 
the  largest  rate  of  discount  extending  to  June  1st.  This 
would  give  the  full  month  of  March  for  the  clerks  to  make 
out  the  new  ledgers,  and  by  taking  until  the  15th  of  April 
to  make  out  the  largest  bills  and  those  that  would  be  likely 
to  be  paid  early,  we  might  begin  to  collect  at  that  time  and 
have  about  forty  days  to  do  the  heavy  work  incident  to  every 
year.  Tax  payers  being  generally  aware  of  the  privilege  of 
paying  their  bills  on  real  estate  in  January  without  interest 
or  cost,  a  large  proportion  of  those  who  do  not  pay  in  May 
defer  payment  till  January.  This  will  continue  to  be  the  case 
unless  it  should  be  made  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  charge 
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interest  on  all  bills  not  paid  by  the  31st  of  December.  By 
adopting  such  measures  as  will  tend  more  to  diffuse  the 
heavy  work  of  the  office  through  several  months,  greater 
accuracy  will  obtain  and  much  more  satisfaction  be  given  to 
the  public.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 
The  Appeal  Tax  Court  respectfully  submit  to  you  their 
report  of  the  operations  of  this  department  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment during  the  year  1865. 
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You  will  perceive  from  the  above  statement  that  there  is 
standing  on  the  books,  charged  to  the  Collector  for  the 
years  1859,  '60  and  '61,  $14,794,9S1,  most  of  which  con- 
sists of  personal  effects,  charged  against  persons  who  are 
either  dead  or  have  left  the  city,  and  mortgages  and  judg- 
ments either  worthless  or  which  have  been  cancelled.  The 
Collector  is  debarred  from  forcing  the  payments  of  such  as 
can  be  found  for  those  years,  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  ; 
which  act  imposes  a  penalty  for  attempting  to  force  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes  after  a  lapse  of  four  years  ;  consequently,  the 
amount  charged  for  those  years  may  be  considered  as  worth- 
less. Such  being  the  case,  an  estimate  can  only  be  made 
for  the  collection  of  back  taxes  for  the  years  1862,  '63,  '64 
and  '65.  The  amount  charged  to  the  Colloctor  for  those 
years,  upon  which  the  taxes  have  not  been  paid,  is  $57,532. 
868  ;  and  in  proportion  to  the  percentage  collected  in  1865, 
for  the  back  years,  there  could  not  be  collected  during  the 
year  1866  on  a  basis  of  more  than  ($25,000,000.)  twenty- 
five  millions  of  dollars  for  the  years  1862,  '63,  '64,  and  '65. 

INCORPORATED    INSTITUTIONS. 

In  regard  to  incorporated  institutions,  it  is  doubtful 
whether  we  shall  be  able  to  secure  the  same  basis  from  that 
source  for  the  year  1866  that  was  obtained  for  the  year 
1865  ;  in  consequence  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed 
March  9th,  1864,  chapter  265,  which  gives  the  corporation 
the  power  to  send  to  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  and  the  County 
Commissioners  a  list  of  the  number  of  shares  issued  and  the 
amount  of  their  assets  ;  and  the  number  of  shares  shall  be 
divided  into  the  amount  of  assets  and  the  product  shall  be 
the  value  upon  which  the  assessment  shall  be  made.  It  is 
a  well  known  fact  that  the  price  at  which  these  stocks  are 
bought  and  sold  in  the  market  is  not  regulated  by  the  kind 
or  amount  of  investments  the  corporations  have,  but  is  based 
upon  the  dividends  the  corporations  are  paying,  hence,  an 
institution  the  par  value  of  which  stock  may  be  twenty  dol- 
lars and  only  five  dollars  paid  in,  the  investments,  consequent- 
ly, cannot  be  over  one- fourth  the  par  value  ;  but  being  suc- 
cessful and  paying  large  dividends  would  bring  in  the  mar- 
ket twenty  or  thirtv  dollars :  yet,  under  that  law,  a  person 
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holding  stock  for  which  he  paid  twenty-five  dollars  per 
share,  and  for  which  he  could  sell  at  that  price  at  any  time, 
would  only  be  assessed  at  about  five  dollars  per  share.  You 
cannot  but  see  at  a  glance  the  great  loss  the  city  of  Balti- 
more and  the  counties  will  be  subjected  to  by  the  operation 
of  that  law.  We  would  most  respectfully  suggest  the  pro- 
priety of  your  Honorable  Bodies  making  an  effort  to  have 
that  law  repealed  at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature. 

PERMITS. 

The  ordinance  which  was  passed  in  1364,  at  our  sugges- 
tion, in  regard  to  permits  for  new  buildings,  whilst  it  gives 
us  great  additional  labor,  we  are  gratified  in  being  able  to 
say,  works  well,  and  is  a  great  advantage  to  the  city  by 
enabling  the  Assessor  to  obtain  all  new  buildings  that  may 
be  erected.  Prior  to  its  adoption  many  persons  escaped  tax- 
ation on  additional  improvements,  the  assessor  being  unable 
to  find  all  of  them. 

There  were  issued  during  the  year  1864  (152)  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  permits  for  new  buildings  and  additional 
improvements,  and  during  the  year  1865  there  was  issued 
(710)  seven  hundred  and  ten  permits;  an  increase  of  (558) 
five  hundred  and  fifty-eight  over  the  preceding  year. 

OPENING   AND   CLOSING   STREETS. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  City  Council,  ordinances  were 
passed  for  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  following  streets, 
Janes  and  alleys,  viz : 

Opening  Harvey  street  from  Webster  to  Jackson  streets. 

Opening  Anchor  alley  from  Ostend  to  Clement  street. 

Opening  Clement  street  from  Fourth  to  Lawrence  streets. 

Opening  River  street  from  Ostend  to  Clement  streets. 

Opening  an  alley  lying  between  Lexington  and  Saratov 
streets. 

Opening  Hoffman  street  from  Cathedral  street  to  Love- 
grove  alley. 

Opening  Jackson  street  from  Clement  to  Fourth  streets. 

Closing  Seventh  street  from  Water  to  Sixth  streets. 

Closing  Sixth  street  from  Fourth  to  Webster  streets. 

Closing  Second  lane  from  Water  to  Sixth  streets. 
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Closing  Water  street  from  Fourth  street  to  the  Port  War- 
dens' line. 

Closing  Harvey  street  from  Jackson  to  Webster  streets  ;  in 
all  twelve.  We  have  completed  nine,  and  are  now  engaged 
on  the  other  three,  which  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable. 

We  most  respectfully  but  earnestly  beg  leave  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  importance  of  a  change  in  the  ordinance  in 
regard  to  opening  and  closing  streets  ;  under  existing  ordi- 
nances if  the  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
parties  who  are  benefited  by  the  opening  or  closing  of  a  street 
are  only  benefited  to  the  amount  of  ($50,000,)  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  and  the  damages  and  expenses  for  said  opening  or 
closing  is  ($70,000,)  seventy  thousand  dollars,  the  Commis- 
sioners are  compelled  to  add  the  additional  ($20,000,)  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  to  those  parties  over  and  above  what  they, 
(the  Commissioners,)  in  their  judgment,  believe  the  paities 
are  benefited.  Hence  so  much  litigation,  thereby  retarding 
the  proposed  improvements  in  some  instances  to  a  number 
of  years.  As  in  the  case  of  Grundy  street,  Jenkins'  and 
Foster  alley — appealed  to  the  Court  in  1861  and  returned  to 
the  City  Collector  December  1865.  And  when  appeal  is  not 
made,  your  Honorable  Bodies  are  greatly  annoyed  by  repre- 
sentations hard  to  be  understood  and  harder  to  be  remedied. 
As  for  instance  Arch  street ;  we  would  suggest,  as  the  bet- 
ter plan,  that  the  Commissioners  assess  those  whose  proper- 
ty binds  on  the  proposed  opening,  (or  closing,)  and  all  who 
are  immediately,  in  their  opinion,  benefitted  ;  and  the 
balance  to  the  city  to  be  paid  by  general  assessment. 

It  is  not  unfrequently  the  case  that  persons  are  induced 
to  sign  an  application  for  the  opening  or  closing  of  a  street 
from  representations  made  by  interested  parties  who  have  no 
interest  in  it  only  in  common  with  the  public.  Hence  those 
interested  are  enabled  to  present  to  your  Honorable  Bodies 
a  long  list  of  names,  and  you  are  led  to  believe  that  the 
public  good  demands  it.  This  might  be  obviated  by  an  or- 
dinance that  no  petition  for  opening  or  closing  a  street  will 
be  considered  by  the  Council  unless  there  is  attached  to  the 
signature  the  amount  each  is  willing  to  pay  for  the  same, 
also  the  location  of  their  property. 
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Baltimore,  January  1,  1866. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 

Custom  seems  to  require  from  the  health  officers  an  annual 
enumeration    of  the  time-honored  nuisances  that   exist   in^ 
several  sections  of  the  city,  and  suggesting  the  proper  means 
of  their  removal. 

The  recent  changes  in  this  office  have  deranged  the  usual 
current  of  events,  and  will  prevent  more  than  an  allusion 
to  former  reports. 

The  Back  Basin  and  its  surroundings,  will  he  found  to 
have  received  ample  attention  from  Dr.  Kemp,  in  his  report 
for  1860,  and  from  Dr.  Knight,  in  1862,  and  in  his  subse- 
quent reports. 

The  subject  of  sewerage,  with  the  deplorable  condition  of 
our  miserable  substitutes  for  them,  has  not  been  passed  by 
in  silence  by  several  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  preceded 
us.  Their  statements,  with  the  remedies,  and  the  report  of 
the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Swann,  are  still  unacted  upon.  The  undulating  surface  of 
our  city  enables  us  to  dispense  with  any  very  great  number 
of  sewers,  a  reason  why  the  few  we  need  should  be  pro- 
perly constructed. 

The  Swamp,  in  South  Baltimore,  at  the  mouth  of  Chats- 
worth  run,  is  still  an  unsightly  object  to  travellers  on  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Kailroad,  and  a  fruitful  source  of  dis- 
ease to  the  neighborhood. 

There  never  has  been,  in  the  history  of  this  city,  greater 
need    for    attention    to   these    reports,  emanating   from  the 
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Health  Office,  than  now.  The  sanitary  condition  of  these 
localities  has  not  improved  by  time,  and  if  allowed  to  re- 
main in  their  present  condition,  will  cost  more  in  valuable 
life  than  can  be  expressed,  infinitely  beyond,  (if  the  com- 
parison is  allowed,)  the  cost  of  their  abatement. 

There  is  a  deposit  of  filth  and  dirt,  which  will  be  a  source 
of  disease,  that  has  scarcely  been  noticed  in  previous  reports, 
more  important  from  its  location  than  either  of  these 
alluded  to. 

We  mean  Jones'  Falls.  The  withdrawal  of  a  large  share 
of  the  water  flowing  in  this  stream,  by  the  completion  of 
the  lake  and  storage  reservoirs,  with  the  extension  of  the 
water  works  in  the  city,  has  left  too  small  a  portion  of  wa- 
ter to  keep  the  original  course  clean  if  nothing  was  thrown 
into  it  ;  but  to  this  deficiency  of  water  add  its  use  as  a 
receptacle  for  every  species  of  offal  from  factories,  foundries, 
tanneries,  stables  and  dwelling  houses,  and  we  are  not  sur- 
prised at  its  present  condition. 

We  have  had  one  of  these  sources  of  nuisance  carefully 
examined,  and  find  that  not  only  are  most  of  the  privies  at- 
tached to  dwellings  on  the  streets  adjoining  the  Falls 
drained  into  it,  by  means  of  private  sewers,  but  that  where- 
ever  a  sewer  leading  to  it  can  be  reached,  this  sewer  is  con- 
nected with  privies  for  drainage  purposes.  Houses,  as  far 
from  the  Falls  as  Greenmount  avenue  and  Forrest  street, 
are  thus  drained.  The  Middle  District  station  house  sink, 
is,  by  special  permission  of  the  Council,  connected  with  the  Sar- 
atoga street  sewer. 

Orders  have  already  been  issued  from  this  office  to  close  all 
sewers  leading  from  privies  to  the  Falls,  docks  and  either  of 
the  runs,  and  the  removal  of  all  such  places  from  over  the 
wharfs,  &c. 

A  moderate  estimate  will  give  in  the  neighborhood  of 
twenty  thousand  persons  using  these  places,  that  are  direct- 
ly connected  with  the  harbor.  The  very  moderate  tide  we 
have  will  not  allow  this  to  continue  longer,  if  we  desire  free- 
dom from  epidemic  disease. 

This  deposit  is  never  carried  beyond  Fort  Carroll  by  the 
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receding  tide.  By  the  recurring  flow  it  is  driven  back  and 
is  thus  deposited  (all  of  the  non-soluble  portion)  in  the  har- 
bor, either  to  be  removed  by  dredging  or  to  remain  exposed  to 
the  sun  and  prove  a  fruitful  source  of  disease.  A  visit  to 
Fayette  or  Ga}'  street  bridge  will  show  this  condition,  in  the 
Falls,  far  better  than  it  can  be  described.  Unless  something 
is  done  with  this  place  the  very  worst  consequences  may  be 
apprehended. 

Several  plans  have  been  proposed,  one  to  change  the  di- 
rection of  the  Falls,  filling  up  the  present  bed  and  turning  it 
into  Herring  Run  or  Harris'  Creek  ;  one  to  clean  out,  (which 
must  be  done  under  any  circumstances,)  and  pave  the  bed. 
Another  is  to  tunnel  it  as  far  north  as  Ilillen  or  Foundry 
street  bridge.  There  are,  at  least,  two  gentlemen,  (one  of 
large  means,  the  other  offering  ample  security,)  who  offer 
to  do  this  for  the  reclaimed  fronts. 

The  present  plan  of  cleaning  sinks,  with  the  necessity  of 
providing  some  permanent  and  secure  place  for  the  deposite 
of  their  contents,  will  require  your  early  and  earnest  atten- 
tion. As  at  present  conducted  it  is  a  nuisance  to  every  one 
concerned  in  it,  and  a  much  greater  expense  to  the  citizens 
than  is  imagined. 

We  suggest  the  plan  pursued  in  New  York,  as  the  only 
one  entirely  (or  nearly  so,)  free  from  objection,  that  is,  the 
entire  removal  of  this  material  by  means  of  scows,  &c,  to 
some  place  beyond  the  city  limits.  A  plenty  of  unexception- 
able places  could  be  obtained  down  the  river. 

Enterprise,  properly  directed,  could  make  a  source  of  large 
revenue  by  the  manufacturing  of  fertilizers  ;  this  could  be 
done  at  much  less  expense  than  in  New  York.  The  Lodi 
Poudrette  works,  though  but  twelve  miles  from  that  city, 
require  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  to  be  traversed.  Less  than 
six  could  be  made  available  here. 

It  would  be  economy  for  the  city  to  give  the  garbage  and 
street  manure  to  any  one  that  will  undertake  this.  We 
would  avoid  lot  rents  and  long  hauls,  that  now  cost  more 
than  is  returned  from  sales,  by  placing  scows  at  proper  places' 
at  the  wharves. 
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There  is  a  large  number  of  alleys  that  need  paving.  In* 
their  present  condition  they  will  prove  a  source  of  disease, 
we  have  no  power  at  present  to  remedy  this  without  a  de- 
lay that  will  prove  dangerous  should  we  be  visited  by  epi- 
demic disease. 

Providence  has  most  signally  favored  us  during  the  past 
year  ;  not  only  has  war  been  removed  from  our  midst,  but 
we  have  been  free  from  pestilence,  and  with  an  increased 
population  our  mortality  has  been  largely  reduced.  An  ex- 
amination of  the  Mortuary  Report,  (Table  A.,)  will  show 
that  deaths  from  all  sources  number  4695  against  5568  last 
year  ;  a  decrease  of  873  ;  171  less  than  1860  ;  95  "less  than 
1861  ;  478  less  than  1862,  and  856  less  than  1863.  The  larg- 
est decrease  has  been  from  the  eruptive  fevers.  Scarlet  fever 
shows  50  less,  measles  132  less,  typhoid  fever  29  less  and 
from  small  pox  a  decrease  of  418. 

A  comparsion  of  this,  with  last  year's  report,  will  also 
show  a  general  decrease  in  almost  the  entire  list.  Cholera 
infantum,  our  summer  scourge,  a  decrease  of  30,  croup  of 
48,  diptheria  of  21,  inflammation  of  the  brain  61,  inflamma- 
tion of  the  lungs  of  40;  infantile,  unknown  137;  adults,  un- 
known 44.  In  some  few  diseases  the  reverse  is  observed,  as 
in  consumption  an  increase  of  119,  bilious  fever  of  8,  con- 
vulsions of  9,  dropsy  of  14,  erysipelas  of  8. 

In  this  connection  we  again  call  attention  to  the  necessity 
for  a  law  requiring  the  registration  of  births,  deaths,  &c. 

We  are  informed  that  the  State  law  on  this  subject  is  al- 
most a  dead  letter,  because  of  some  of  its  provisions  especi- 
ally in  relation  to  this  special  portion  of  it. 

The  draft  of  an  ordinance  furnished  in  the  report  of  1860, 
and  urged  by  Dr.  Knight  last  year,  is  again  recommended. 

The  large  number  of  deaths  reported  as  unknown  is  a  dis- 
grace to  our  report,  and  a  subject  of  ridicule  elsewhere. 

The  Report  of  the  Vaccine  Physicians,  (Table  13.,)  shows 
28,207  calls  made  during  the  year,  an  increase  over  last  re- 
port of  1290  calls  ;  and  2315  persons  vaccinated,  a  decrease 
of  3729.  The  large  decrease  in  deaths  reported  from  small 
pox,  proves  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  this  department. 
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The  expense  of  cleaning  the  streets  and  removing  gar- 
bage is  shown  in  table  C.  The  entire  cost  of  this  branch  of 
our  department,  amounts  to  $72,490.25  ;  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  $8,219.80,  and  an  excess  over  the  appropriation 
of  $7,490.25.  There  has  been  returned  from  sales  of  ma- 
nure &c.  $7,426.54,  which,  if  deducted  from  the  total  costs, 
would  make  but  $65,063.71.  Only  $793.26  more  than  was 
expended  in  1864.  These  receipts,  however,  are  not  availa- 
ble for  current  expenses. 

The  increase  was  occasioned  by  the  effort  that  was  made 
late  in  the  fall  to  effect  a  thorough  cleaning  of  the  city.  At 
that  season  it  has  been  customary  for  the  street  force  to  be  di- 
minished, and  at  some  periods  it  has  been  stopped  altogether: 
but  believing  it  to  be  economy  not  to  leave  for  another  year 
what  could  be  done  now,  the  force  was  increased,  not  only 
on  the  street  proper,  but,  from  the  uneasiness  caused  by  the 
appearance  of  the  cholera  in  New  York  harbor,  five  as- 
sistant superintendents  of  streets  were  appointed,  whose  du- 
ty it  is  not  only  to  assist  on  the  street  when  necessary,  but 
to  visit  every  house  in  their  respective  districts,  and  make 
thorough  examinations  of  the  entire  premises  and  require 
them  to  be  cleaned  ;  or  where  persons  were  unable  to 
pay  the  cost  of  cleaning  to  have  it  done. 

These  gentlemen,  in  their  weekly  reports,  state  that  they 
have  been  materially  assisted  in  their  operations  by  the  wil- 
lingness everywhere  manifested  by  parties  to  do  what  was 
necessary.  They  have  not  been  compelled  to  enter  any 
place  for  the  purpose  of  removing  what  might  prove  inju- 
rious :  in  some  few  cases  only  they  have  had  dirt  removed 
from  the  street  after  it  had  been  thrown  out. 

Their  work  is  a  good  one,  and  cheaply  done.  An  exami- 
nation of  the  accompanying  statement  of  costs,  for  each  di- 
vision of  street  work,  will  show  that  3108  loads  more  of  gar- 
bage  were  removed  this  year  and  7799  loads  more  of  street 
dirt  than  last  year. 

Whilst  the  cost  of  garbage,  per  load,  has  been  reduced 
.02.64  cents,  that  of  street  dirt  has  increased  .02.70  cents, 
an  aggregate  increase  of  .06  cents  per  load,  which  may  be 
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accounted  for  by  the  frequent  necessity  of  changing  the 
dumping  ground.  These  changes  have  always  resulted  in 
higher  rents  or  longer  hauls. 

Tools  and  rents  cost  $184.85  more  than  the  previous  year. 
A  large  portion  of  this  will  be  available  for  the  coi. 
season,  as  owing  to  the  inability  to  obtain  the  kind  of  broom 
used  on  the  streets,  only  in  the  fall,  a  large  supply,  (enough 
for  the  summer,)  was  purchased,  late  in  the  season,  and  is  now 
in  the  City  Hall  cellar. 

The  returns  for  sale  of  garbage  exceed  the  last  report  by 
$506.09.  The  wages  of  hands  now  employed  on  the  street 
is  one-half  more  than  was  paid  in  1860  when  the  expense 
was  $46,845.74,  a  result  in  favor  of  that  year  of  $2,221.64. 
But  if  we  are  allowed  to  add  to  our  report  the  excess  of  our 
returns  for  sale  of  manure,  ($4,933.45,)  it  will  give  $271.8! 
to  the  credit  of  last  year,  excluding  the  increase  of  popula- 
tion. We  have  entered  into  this  detailed  statement  to  show 
that  whilst  the  aggregate  expense  is  much  greater,  compara- 
tively it  is  less. 

The  general  health  account  (Table  D)  shows  an  expendi- 
ture of  $2,918.11.  This  account  includes  the  appropriation 
for  enclosing  the  Eastern  Potter's  Field,  erecting  a  dead 
house  &c.  and  that  for  lime  and  incidentals.  There  remains 
$411.89  in  the  Register's  hands. 

The  nuisance  and  sewer  account  (Table  E)  including  the 
appropriation  for  killing  dogs  was  overdrawn  $271.48.  The 
only  unusual  item  of  expense,  on  this  account,  was  the  very 
free  and  necessary  use  made  of  disinfectants  and  deodorizers 
in  the  sewers. 

The  salary  account  (Table  F)  leaves  a  balance  of  $3.24 
with  the  Register. 

The  Marine  Hospital  account  (Table  G)  shows  an  excess 
of  expense  of  $3,505.69,  which  will  have  to  be  provided  for 
by  special  appropriation.  There  has  been  returned  from 
various  sources  $4,119.66  to  the  Register. 

A  careful  reading  of  the  accompanying  report,  of  Dr. 
Clendenin,  will  show  that  the  Hospital  has  been  managed 
witli  highly  commendable  economy.     He  has  had  more  pa- 
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tients  under  his  charge  than  have  been  in  the  Hospital  pre- 
vious to  his  appointment ;  yet  the  annual  appropriation 
necessary  to  meet  expenses  is  not  greater  than  the  average 
of  previous  years. 

The  necessity  of  a  separation  of  the  Marine  and  Small 
Pox  Hospitals  is  becoming  more  apparent  every  year.  Your 
attention  is  called  again  to  the  report  of  1863.  The  expo- 
sure of  patients  with  this  disease,  in  transit  to  the  Hospital, 
over  the  bleakest  outlet  (usually  in  winter)  from  the  city, 
is  as  cruel  as  that  of  the  proper  inmates  of  a  marine  hospi- 
tal to  the  contagion  of  small  pox,  and  more  frequently  re- 
sults fatally. 

In  making  our  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
operations  of  1866,  we  have  largely  exceeded  that  of  1865  in 
all  accounts  except  that  of  salaries.  In  doing  so  we  have 
been  influenced  by  the  general  desire  for  more  thorough  sani- 
tary regulations  than  have  heretofore  been  shown.  Noth- 
ing presents  so  great  a  barrier  to  disease  as  thorough 
cleanliness. 

W*e  think  the  amount  asked  for  will  enable  us,  with  the 
individual  co-operation  we  have  a  right  to  expect,  and  of 
which  we  have  so  far  had  most  favorable  guarantees,  to  pre- 
vent the  appearance  in  our  city  of  any  epidemic  disease,  and 
even  reduce  the  mortality  from  some  that  are  peculiar  to  our 
climate. 

We  feel  it  a  sacred  duty,  that  we  owe  to  the  community 
at  large,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  anticipated  advent 
among  us  of  that  much  dreaded  scourge,  the  epidemic  chol- 
era ;  and  solicit  your  hearty  co-operation,  and  that  of  the 
citizens,  in  rendering  every  facility  to  the  Board  of  Health 
that  may  enable  them  to  perfect  and  carry  out  to  the  ut- 
most extent  every  available  means  by  which  they  may  be  en- 
abled to  offer  to  the  citizens  the  best  assurance  that  the 
health  of  the  city  is  paramount  to  every  other  consideration. 
Proper  hygienic  measures,  strictly  enforced,  are  the  best 
safe-guards  that  can  be  offered  to  meet  the  required  securi- 
ty against  an  invasion,  and  to  effect  which  no  consideration 
of  expense  or  labor  should  be  permitted  to  deter  us  for  a 
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moment  from  the  good  work  of  perfecting  our  sanitary  mea- 
sures, whereby  the  lives  of  our  citizens  and  strangers  visit- 
ing our  city  for  the  purpose  of  business  or  pleasure  may  be 
best  protected  from  contagious  diseases. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city,  at  the  present  time,  is 
all  that  could  be  wished  for  ;  and  the  bill  of  mortality  for 
the  past  year  shows  a  remarkable  healthfulness  for  so  large 
a  population — recently  much  increased  from  the  different 
sections  of  our  country,  and  with  an  increased  excitabili- 
ty, both  mental  and  physical,  consequent  on  the  disturbed 
condition  of  our  country.  We  are  therefore  solemnly  ad- 
monished to  render  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  his  mani- 
fold blessings  during  the  past  year. 

In  conclusion  we  can  assure  your  Honorable  Body  that 
every  means  will  be  diligently  carried  out  to  relieve  the 
minds  of  the  citizens  and  to  preserve  the  good  health  of  the 
city.  The  Board  beg  leave  to  state  that  additional  arrange- 
ments for  carrying  out  and  perfecting  their  plans  may  be 
suggested,  of  which  you  will  receive  for  your  consideration 
due  notice.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — According  to  the  following  report  you  will 
find  that  we  have  been  happily  free  from  epidemics  during  the 
present  year.  Not  two  hundred  patients  have  been  admitted, 
whereas,  last  year,  nearly  one  thousand  cases  were  received. 
As  there  appears  to  be  a  dread  of  the  approach  of  cholera 
by  the  citizens,  I  hope,  through  the  exercise  of  stringent 
laws  and  attention  to  the  quarantine,  we  may,  with  the  will 
of  Providence,  be  spared  from  this  dreadful  scourge.  The 
barracks  erected  by  the  Government  have  been  presented  to 
the  city  authorities,  which  I  have  reserved  for  cholera  in 
case  it  comes.  The  farm  is  rented  and  has  been  well  culti- 
vated, presenting  a  fine  appearance.  The  Hospital  build- 
ings and  out  houses  need  repair  after  the  continued  use  that 
has  been  made  of  them.  The  money  which  was  appropri- 
ated for  the  road  has  been  partly  used  for  its  repair,  and 
the  county  commissioners  have  opened  a  permanent  road 
from  the  main  road  to  the  Hospital.  I  have  received,  this 
year,  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  patients,  and  visited 
over  five  hundred  vessels.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 

We,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Baltimore  City  Alms- 
house, have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  our  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  Deccember  31,  1865  : 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  discipline, 
the  cleanliness  of  every  department,  (notwithstanding  the 
dilapidated  condition  of  the  buildings)  and  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  Institution,  has  been  most  excellent  during  the 
entire  year. 

Much  credit  is  due  George  W.  Bain,  Esq.,  the  able  Super- 
intendent, and  all  the  other  officers  connected  with  the  In- 
stitution, for  the  very  satisfactory  manner  in  which  they 
have  performed  their  several  duties,  and  here  we  would 
respectfully  recommend  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  sit- 
prientendent  or  overseer.  The  duties  of  this  officer  are  very 
arduous,  and  as  the  removal  of  the  Institution  to  the  new 
and  commodious  buildings,  lately  erected,  will  greatly  in- 
crease his  duties,  we  would  recommend  the  appointment  of 
an  assistant  superintendent. 

The  agent,  Mr.  D.  W.  Keyser,  has  given  general  satis- 
faction in  the  performance  of  the  duties  connected  with  his 
position. 

The  visiting  physicians,  Drs.  C.  C.  Keyser  and  G.  W. 
Wayson,  with  the  resident  students,  have  discharged  their 
duties  to  our  entire  satisfaction. 


320  REPORT   OF  THE 

From  practical  observation  in  the  management  of  the  In- 
stitution during  the  past  year,  several  improvements  have 
suggested  themselves  to  us.  First,  in  our  opinion,  the  sys- 
tem now  prevailing  of  the  appointment  of  visiting  physi- 
cians should  he  abolished.  It  has  been  the  custom  of  these 
officers  to  visit  the  Institution  once  each  day  (the  Sabbath 
excepted)  occupying  in  said  visits  from  one  to  two  hours, 
during  the  interval  of  from  twenty-two  to  twenty-three 
hours,  the  sick  are  under  the  charge  of  the  resident  students, 
some  of  these  students  are  under  graduates,  and  most  of  the 
graduates  have  had  but  little  experience  in  the  practice  of 
medicine.  During  the  absence  of  the  visiting  physicians  in 
the  interval  above  named,  the  inmates  of  the  Institution 
being  under  the  care  of  the  resident  students  are  prescribed 
for  and  attended  to  by  them.  It  must  be  apparent  to  all 
philanthropists,  that  a  change  should  be  made  in  this  de- 
partment, not  only  that  suffering  humanity  should  be  pro- 
perly cared  for,  but  for  the  advancement  of  science. 

In  our  opinion  an  able  physician  should  be  selected  as  re- 
sident physieian,  who  should  have  general  charge  of  the 
several  hospitals  and  the  treatment  of  the  insane.  The  re- 
sident students  should  be  under  his  special  supervision.  In 
addition  to  the  resident  physician,  applications  might  be  re- 
ceived from  eminent  physicians  who  have  students  in  their 
office  preparing  themselves,  in  the  study  of  medicine,  to 
visit  with  their  classes  the  several  hospitals,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, clinical  lectures  might  be  delivered  at  such  times  as 
might  be  selected,  said  services  to  be  given  to  the  Board 
gratuitously  by  said  visiting  physicians.  Such  changes  we 
believe  would  work  material  good  and  advance  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  Institution  at  home  and  abroad. 

Another  improvement  we  would  respectfully  recommend, 
is  the  building  at  some  little  distance  from  the  main  build- 
ing, bathing  pools  for  male  and  female  applicants  for  admis- 
sion, who,  when  admitted,  could  be  properly  cleansed  pre- 
paratory to  being  received  into  the  Institution. 

We  would  again  most  respectfully  call  attention  to  the 
importance  of  having  a  law  passed  by   the  Legislature   to 
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protect  the  interests  of  tax-payers  of  Baltimore  in  respect 
to  the  great  and  increasing  influx  of  paupers,  who  are 
thrust  daily  upon  us,  from  the  several  counties  of  the  State. 
It  is  but  just  and  honorable  that  the  several  counties  should 
pay  for  the  support  of  their  poor,  who  are  found  destitute  in 
our  city.  The  Board  having  the  interest  of  the  trust  con- 
fided in  them  at  heart,  have  endeavored  in  part  to  obviate 
and  lessen  the  burden  by  instructing  the  superintendent  ty) 
send  such  applicants  to  their  respective  States  or  counties. 
Thus  by  the  action  of  the  Board  in  the  appropriation  of 
funds  to  send  these  applicants  to  their  respective  abodes, 
the  difficulty  is  in  a  measure  avoided,  still  the  superinten- 
dent is  often  prevented  from  complying  with  our  instruc- 
tions, owing  to  the  condition  of  said  applicants,  they 
frequently  being  in  a  sick  and  dying  condition  ;  under  such 
circumstances  it  would  be  revolting  to  humanity  to  refuse 
them  admission.  Much  credit  is  due  the  agents  of  Baltimore 
county,  which  alone  has  promptly  cared  tor  its  poor  found 
in  the  city. 

The  revenue  from  the  farm  show  a  decrease  compared 
with  last  year,  owing  to  the  failure  of  some  of  the  crops, 
and  in  consequence  of  the  anticipated  removal  of  the  Insti- 
tution. 

We  would  suggest  that  particular  attention  be  paid  to 
raising  vegetables  in  working  the  land  connected  with  the 
new  buildings. 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  notwithstanding 
the  increased  price  of  provisions,  and  that  during  the  year 
wre  were  compelled  from  necessity  and  humanity's  sake  to 
incur  an  expense  of  about  six  hundred  dollars,  in  im- 
proving the  cells  occupied  by  the  insane,  the  expenses  of 
the  Institution  are  in  proportion  to  numbers,  less  than  the 
year  previous. 

As  to  the  amount  it  will  require  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
the  Institution  for  the  present  year  we  would  stale,  that 
while  we  will  save  nine  months  rent  now  paid  to  Baltimore 
county,  there  will  be  many  expenses  to  meet  that  have  not 
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existed  in  our  present  situation,  such  as  employing  an  en- 
gineer, fireman,  &c,  and  numerous  expenses  always  attend- 
ing the  removal  of  an  Institution  like  this  to  a  new  location, 
and  also  the  prospect  of  an  increased  number  of  inmates. 
We,  therefore,  most  respectfully  request  that  the  sum  of 
sixty-one  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety  seven  dollars 
and  twenty-seven  cents  (viz.  61,197.27)  maybe  appropriated 
to  defray  the  expenses  for  1866.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEER. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen  : — I  most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  present 
this,  my  fourth  annual  report,  for  the  year  commencing 
January  1,  1865,  and  ending  December  31,  1865.  Through- 
out the  year  every  article  of  supplies  necessary  for  the  In- 
stitution has  increased  over  the  preceding  year.  The  class 
of  inmates  received  during  the  year,  who  have  presented 
themselves  for  admittance,  have  been  received  in  a  most 
miserable  condition,  who  were  required  to  be  clothed  to 
make  them  comfortable,  thereby  increasing  largely  the  ex- 
pense for  materials  furnished  in  making  said  clothing.  The 
large  mass  of  colored  persons  who  have  been  thrown  from 
the  several  counties  of  the  State  upon  the  city  of  Baltimore 
tor  support  and  who  from  necessity  and  humanity's  sake  are 
necessarily  sent  to  this  Institution  to  be  cared  for.  They 
all  being  in  a  most  deplorable  condition  calls  loudly  for 
legislation,  so  that  the  interests  of  the  city  should  be  pro- 
perly guarded  and  the  heavy  burden  now  forced  upon  the 
tax  payers  relieved  by  a  general  bill,  which  is  but  equitable 
and  just,  making  it  obligatory  on  the  several  counties  to 
pay  the  city  for  such  poor  who  from  circumstances  are  found 
in  our  city  in  a  destitute  condition  and  who  are  sent  to  this 
Institution.  Notwithstanding  the  increased  expenses  neces- 
sarily incurred,  it  must  be  gratifying  to  your  Honorable 
Board  to  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  to  the  Honorable 
Mayor  and  City  Council,  that  by  judicious  economy  and 
proper  care  in  purchasing  supplies,  that  the  annual  appro- 
priation has  not  been  expended.  It  affords  us  great  plea- 
sure to  be  able  to  present  to  your  Honorable  Board  the  re- 
sult of  management  of  Centre  Building.  The  amounts  re- 
ceived for  revenue  far  exceed  any  previous  year  for  exami- 
nation since  the  formation  of  the  Institution.     The  several 
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amounts  are  presented  in  figures  with  comparisons  for  the 
strictest  scrutiny  and  examination.  The  Matron  and  seve- 
ral officers  connected  with  me  in  the  management  of  the 
Institution,  under  your  Honorable  Board  supervision,  have 
faithfully,  honestly  and  energetically  united  with  me  in 
carrying  out  all  instructions  given  me  by  your  Honorable 
Board.  As  per  resolution,  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Board  at  a  regular  meeting  held  during  the  month  of 
September,  instructing  me  to  send  non-resident  inmates, 
who  were  not  residents  of  Baltimore  city  or  count}',  to  then- 
several  legal  residences,  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  said  object,  I  would  most  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  report  that  said  instructions  were  carried  out, 
and  the  sum  of  ninety-seven  dollars  and  twenty  cents  ex- 
pended ;  leaving  a  balance  in  hand,  to  date,  December  31, 
1865,  of  two  dollars  and  eighty  cents  unexpended.  The 
following  numbers  were  sent  to  the  named  places  :

During  the  eleven  months  not  one  case  of  contagious  dis- 
ease appeared  in  the  Institution,  and  the  hope  was  enter- 
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tained  that  we  should  escape  its  ravages,  hut,  to  the  surprise 
of  all,  seven  cases  made  tneir  appearance  early  in  Decem- 
ber. Through  instructsons  received  from  your  Honorable 
Board  precautionary  measures  were  taken  to  prevent  its 
spreading  ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know,  since  those  mea- 
sures were  adopted,  not  a  single  new  case  has  appeared — rive 
of  the  seven  who  were  attacked  are  rapidly  recovering.  The 
general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good.  In  reference 
to  the  sick  in  the  several  hospitals,  the  attending  physicians 
who  have  them  in  charge  will  report  to  your  Honorable 
Board.  In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  return  my  most  heart- 
felt thanks  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  the  many  acts  of 
kindness  extended  towards  me,  for  the  judicious  advice 
given,  for  the  many  suggestions  made  which  have  been 
carried  out  being  the  means  of  improving  the  general  con- 
dition of  the  inmates  and  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
Institution.  Our  intercourse  has  ever  been  pleasant,  our 
work  has  been  made  a  labor  of  love  to  ameliorate  the  condi- 
tion of  fallen  humanity.  Notwithstanding  the  duties  are 
arduous  the  year  has  closed  with  it,  its  cares  arid  anxieties 
to  be  reviewed  with  the  present.  May  an  All  Wise  and 
Heavenly  Father  be  ever  around  and  about  as,  and  that  to 
protect  and  bless  us.  May  our  every  heart  go  up  in  suppli- 
cation and  prayer  for  the  many  blessings  conferred,  and  for 
his  future  protection  and  that  peace  and  harmony  may 
abound  in  our  midst.

The  tabular  statement  herewith  submitted,  we  think,  will 
compare  favorably  in  point  of  decreasing  mortality  with  any 
other  eleemosynary  establishment  of  like  extent  in  the  conn- 
try.

Gentlemen  : 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Baltimore  City  Jail,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  a  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution 
under  their  charge  for  the  year  ending  November  26,  I860. 

In  presenting  the  same  we  feel  gratified  in  believing 
our  humble  efforts  are  appreciated  so  far  as  conscientious 
discharge  of  duty  in  the  many  matters  referring  to  manage- 
ment of  the  Jail  affairs  are  concerned.  An  uninterrupted 
harmony  of  judgment  has  prevailed  in  our  deliberations  dur- 
ing the  entire  year.  We  have  evidence  of  good  will  from  our 
worthy  Warden  and  his  subordinates,  even  in  instances  where 
we  deemed  it  proper  to  adopt  stringent  regulations  for  their  ob- 
servance. For  those  assurances  of  confidence  in  perform- 
ing our  various  duties  we  feel  grateful,  believing  that  in  union 
there  is  strength  to  surmount  any  obstacle  opposed  to  a 
faithful  execution  of  our  trust. 

By  reference  to  table  A  of  the  Warden's  report,  you  will 
perceive  that  the  total  expenditures  during  the  year  have 
been  $37,815.98.  This  amount  includes  an  item  of  §1550.00 
paid  for  very  needful  repairs  on  the  water  fixtures  in  the 
towers,  done  during  the  preceding  year.  Deducting  this 
amount  it  will  be  seen  that  the  net  expenditures  proper  to 
the  year  just  ended  are  §36,265.98,  with  a  daily  average 
number  of  prisoners  of  241  7-12.  We  deem  it  proper  in  this 
connection  to  remind  you  that  the  average  cost  of  all  articles 
necessary   for   the    maintenance    of    the    prison    has    been 
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greater  this  year  than  daring  any  previous  year  of  the  war. 
In  view  of  this  fact,  it  has  heen  our  constant  endeavor  to  ex- 
ercise the  strictest  economy  in  the  outlay  of  funds  en- 
trusted to  our  care,  that  was  consistent  with  the  proper 
management  of  the  institution,  and  we  deem  ourselves  for- 
tunate in  being  able  to  present  a  report  which  we  think  will 
compare  very  favorably  with  those  of  our  predecessors,  not- 
withstanding the  prevailing  high  prices,  and  the  increased 
average  number  of  prisoners. 

The  large  amount  of  fees  collected,  viz  :  $8,949.92,  (chief- 
ly for  the  maintenance  of  government  prisoners  committed 
to  our  custody,)  together  with  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  viz  :  $3,932.47,  have  enabled  us  to 
meet  all  our  obligations,  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  less  than  the 
average  of  the  annual  appropriations  made  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  prison  for  the  last  six  years,  or  since  the  oc- 
cupation of  the  new  Jail. 

Table  B  of  the  Warden's  report,  showing  daily  and 
monthly  average  of  prisoners,  corresponding  very  nearly 
with  previous  year,  is  herewith  appended. 

Table  C,  enumerating  the  various  causes  of  committal 
during  the  year,  will  be  found  in  number  only  235  in  excess 
of  previous  year. 

Table  D  will  show  the  number  of  prisoners  committed  and 
discharged  during  the  year. 

These  statements  prepared  with  the  usual  skill  of  our  ex- 
cellent Clerk,  Mr.  David  Cowan,  will  be  gratifying  to  all 
who  encourage  and  promote  reform.  When  the  large  in- 
crease of  persons  out  of  employ  since  the  close  of  the  war  is 
considered,  together  with  the  knowledge  that  idleness  begets 
crime,  we  may  congratulate  ourselves,  and  you,  at  the  utter 
failure  of  the  many  stereotyped  predictions,  that  the  ending 
of  the  war  would  fill  our  almshouses,  workshops  and  prisons. 

Since  the  erection  of  the  workshop  on  the  Jail  premises, 
and  putting  the  same  in  operation,  very  great  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  effecting  its  successful  management  and 
usefulness  from  causes  beyond  our  control.  Among  those 
reasons  will  be  found  the  existing  lease  of  the  workshop  and 
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labor  of  prisoners,  which  renders  an  adoption  of  a  different 
course  of  management  imprudent  until  the  expiration  of  said 
lease  on  first  of  March  next. 

The  Board  believe  they  have  ground,  after  that  time,  to 
anticipate  a  better  return  of  income  from  the  workshop,  as 
well  as  more  system  in  the  management  of  the  workshop 
prisoners.  By  reference  to  an  enactment  by  our  State  Leg- 
islature in  February,  1864,  we  believe  authority  exists  to 
sentence  prisoners  to  the  Baltimore  City  Jail  for  terms  of 
six  months,  or  more,  instead  of  sending  them  to  the  peniten- 
tiary for  short  terms,  which  would,  if  observed,  materially 
enhance  their  value  to  the  institution,  thus  promoting  a  more 
successful  management  of  the  workshop  department. 

In  many  instances  when  a  prisoner  is  placed  in  the  work- 
shop to  learn  some  special  kind  of  labor,  on  a  sentence  of 
"lie  or  two  months,  his  becoming  qualified  or  taught,  and 
the  expiration  of  his  sentence  are  almost  simultaneous,  and 
hence  actual  loss  is  incurred,  whereas  a  sentence  for  six 
months  we  think  would  operate  more  wisely  in  many  respects. 

The  report  of  our  highly  respected  Physician,  Dr.  John  F. 
Powell,  again  presents  a  series  of  interesting  matter.  We 
conceive  it  to  be  precise,  elaborate  and  comprehensive,  as- 
suring the  reader  that  his  mind  is  on  his  business,  and 
worthy  of  the  confidence  we  place  in  him. 

While  the  number  of  cases  of  disease  have  diminished 
during  the  year,  (being  322  less  than  in  1864,)  the  fatality 
has  in  like  proportion  decreased,  which  we  deem  flattering  evi- 
dence that  his  professional  duties  at  the  Jail  are  faithfully 
performed. 

The  religious  exercises  in  the  chapel  on  Sabbath  afternoon 
have  become  through  the  efforts  and  energy  of  our  worthy 
cotemporary,  Mr.  G.  S.  Griffith,  with  Mr.  W.  F.  Carey 
and  other  prisoners'  friends,  a  source  from  which  much  real 
good  is  derived,  and  we  hope  an  increased  interest  will  be 
felt  by  many  of  our  citizens  in  the  way  of  witnessing  for 
themselves  the  very  attentive  countenances  during  service, 
and  the  eager  desire  to  obtain  tracts  and  other  solid  reading 
matter  distributed  at  the  close  of  our  meetings.  We  desire  to 
thank  all  who  have  aided  in  promoting  the  success  of  this 
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portion  of  the  prison,  and  cordially  invite  the  presence  at 
our  meetings  of  those  inclined  to  spiritually  aid  the  transgres- 
sor whose  way  is  hard. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  state,  that  in  consequence  of  the 
large  amount  of  fees  heretofore  collected  from  Government 
prisoners  having  almost  entirely  ceased,  we  shall  require 
more  aid  than  last  year,  and  respectfully  solicit  an  appro- 
priation for  the  ensuing  year  of  $30,000.

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WARDEN'S   REPORT. 


Baltimore,  November  26.  1865. 
To  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Baltimore  City  Jail : 

Gentlemen, — In  presenting  for  your  consideration  the 
business  operations  and  statistical  tables  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  November  26,  1865,  I  hardly  deem  it  necessary  to 
compare  the  expenditures  with  former  years,  as  it  is  so  well 
known  that  all  articles  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
prison  have  been  largely  increased  in  cost.  I  feel  justified, 
however,  in  saying  that  the  institution  has  been  managed 
with  as  close  economy  as  any  similar  institution  in  the  coun- 
try, and  while  we  cannot  claim  any  reduction  in  expendi- 
tures, we  can  with  pride  say  that  the  large  amount  of  fees 
collected  has  enabled  us  to  meet  the  increased  cost  without 
requiring  from  the  city  more  than  .the  amount  received  be- 
fore the  war. 

During  the  past  year  it  was  found  indispensably  necessary 
to  refurnish  the  jail  throughout  with  bedding,  blankets, 
sheets,  prison  clothing  and  other  articles,  a  large  supply  of 
which  has  been  provided,  under  your  direction,  and  is  now 
in  use.  The  iron  bedsteads  with  which  the  prison  is  sup- 
plied have  all  been  thoroughly  and  substantially  repaired, 
and  a  large  amount  of  repairs  has  been  put  upon  the  steam 
engine,  steam  heating  pipes,  roof  of  building  and  other  parts 
of  the  institution.  In  addition  to  this,  the  sum  of  $1,550 
was  paid  for  the  repairs  of  the  water  fixtures  in  the  towers, 
done  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year  under  the  direction  of 
your  predecessors,  and  paid  for  at  the  beginning  of  the  pres- 
ent year.  These  improvements  were  all  deemed  indispen- 
sable, and  are  included  in  the  present  year's  expenditures. 
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.  It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge  our  obliga- 
tions to  the  Committee  of  the  Maryland  Tract  Society,  G. 
S.  Griffith,  Esq.,  chairman,  who  have  so  assiduously  con- 
tinued their  labors  among  the  prisoners  on  the  Sabbath. 
Religious  service  has  been  regularly  held  in  the  chapel  on 
Sabbath  afternoons,  and  a  large  quantity  of  valuable  reli- 
gious reading  matter  distributed  among  the  prisoners. 
These  gentlemen  have  been  assisted  by  clergymen  of  vari- 
ous denominations,  and.  also' by  the  choirs  of  the  different 
churches,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  much  good  may  be 
accomplished  by  these  means  among  those  who  are  thus 
brought  within  their  influence. 

I  also  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  a  donation  of  seventy- 
five  bibles  and  testaments  has  been  received  from  the  Mary- 
land Bible  Society.  This  appropriate  gift  tends  still  further 
to  enhance  the  value  of  the  prisoners'  library,  which  is  free 
to  all  who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages. 

Permit  me  also  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  ac- 
knowledge my  obligations  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  the 
confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me,  for  your  uniform  kind- 
ness, and  for  the  assistance  you  have  so  cordially  rendered 
me  in  conducting  the  business  affairs  of  the  institution  during 
the  past  year. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Jail  has  been  excellent. 
Although  a  very  large  number  of  prisoners  have  been  con- 
fined, very  little  sickness  has  occurred,  and  only  four  deaths, 
and  of  these  fatal  cases,  three  were  far  advanced,  in  consump- 
tion when  committed.  For  this  very  gratifying  result  I  am 
indebted  not  only  to  the  care  exercised  in  promoting  the 
cleanliness  of  the  prison,  and  the  comfort  of  the  prisoners, 
hut  also  to  the  skill  and  attention  of  your  Physician.  Dr. 
John  F.  Powell,  whose  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  department  entitle  him  to  my  commendation  and  thanks. 

1  have  also  to  renew  my  commendation  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  officers  and  matron,  one  and  all,  have  performed 
their  respective  duties  ;  their  active  co-operation  in  main- 
taining the  discipline,  good  order  and  cleanliness  of  the  in- 
stitution, and  the  faithful  and  efficient  discharge  of  all  the 
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duties  of  their  respective  departments  meet  my  cordial  ap- 
proval, and  I  respectfully  commend  them  to  the  favorable 
consideration  of  the  Board. 

I  a] so  take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  able  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  the  Clerk,  Mr.  David  Cowan,  has  kept  the 
hooks  and  accounts  of  the  institution.  All  the  duties  of  his 
department  have  been  performed  in  a  highly  satisfactory 
manner,  and  merits  my  cordial  approval.

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  medical 
department  of  the  Baltimore  City  Jail  for  the  year  ending 
Nov.  26,  1865.  Of  the  fatal  cases  reported,  three  were  far 
advanced  with  consumption  when  admitted.  The  close  con- 
finement to  which  prisoners  are  necessarily  subjected,  rapidly 
hastened  the  termination  of  their  cases.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 

The  Board  of  Police  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  ordained 
under  the  provisions  of  the  forty-second  section  of  the  fourth 
article  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws,  have  the  pleasure, 
in  obedience  to  the  foryt-eighth  article,  to  make  their  fourth 
annual  report  : 

OFFICERS.- 

There  has  not  been  any  change  in  the  Chief  of  the  De- 
partment during  the  year. 

•     The  officers  have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  with  a  very  few  exceptions. 

The  salaries  now  paid  to  officers  is  bringing  forth  a  class 
of  applicants  not  heretofore  presented. 

There  has  been  forty  resignations,  thirty-three  dismissed, 
and  ten  deaths  during  the  year. 

There  are  in  the  Eastern  District  one  Captain,  two  Lieu- 
tenants, six  Sergeants,  sixty-seven  men  ;  total,  seventy- 
eight. 

Middle  District  has  one  Captain,  two  Lieutenants,  six 
Sergeants,  one  hundred  and  three  men  ;  total,  one  hundred 
and  fourteen. 

Western  District  has  one  Captain,  two  Lieutenants,  six 
Sergeants,  sixty-six  men  ;  total,  seventy-seven. 
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Southern  District,  1  Captain,  two  Lieutenants,  six  Ser- 
geants, sixty-seven  men  ;  total,  seventy-eight. 

There  is  in  the  entire  force,  three  hundred  and  fifty-four 
officers  and  men. 

WORK  OF  THE  FORCE. 

The  numher  of  arrests  has  "been  larger  this  year  than  any 
preceding  year,  yet,  notwithstanding  the  great  number, 
those  of  a  serious  character  have  been  comparatively  small, 
as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  statement  D. 

STATION  HOUSES. 

The  condition  of  the  Station  houses  are  not  such  as  we 
would  like  for  the  comfort  of  the  officers  or  the  requirements 
for  prisoners. 

New  houses  are  really  needed,  and,  as  our  city  is  extend- 
ing, it  will  not  be  long  before  the  number  will  have  to  be 
increased. 

Several  of  them  will  soon  require  some  repairs — even  now 
they  need  it,  but,  owing  to  the  high  price  of  materials,  we 
have  deferred  doing  more  than  was  absolutely  necessary. 

DEADLY  WEAPONS. 

The  carrying  concealed  deadly  weapsons,  and  the  careless 
use  of  them,  is  a  growing  evil  in  our  community,  and  we 
would  ask  for  more  stringent  laws. 

RECEIVERS  OF  STOLEN  GOODS. 

"  Robbery,  burglary,  and  larceny  are  pursued  by  a  large 
class  of  remarkably  acute  persons.  It  is  in  vain  to  expect 
to  wholly  suppress,  or  seriously  diminish,  the  extent  of  these 
offences,  so  long  as  these  operations  are  safe  and  profitable. 

The  professed  thief,  or  robber,  is  not  restrained  by  the 
disrepute  attached  to  his  calling,  nor  does  the  apprehension 
of  punishment  exert  a  restraining  influence,  so  long  as  de- 
tection is  difficult,  and  conviction  uncertain. 
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Robberies  and  larcenies  would  be  hazardous  and  unprofit- 
able, if  there  did  not  exist  safe  facilities  for  converting  plun- 
dered property  into  money. 

Unfortunately,  such  facilities  are  abundant.  They  are 
furnished  by  pawnbrokers  and  receivers  of  stolen  goods. 

The  pawnbrokers  loan  money  upon  the  articles  without 
inquiring  into  the  honesty  of  the  applicant's  possession,  and 
without  informing  the  police  in  suspicious  cases.  The  thief 
never  claims  his  pledge :  after  a  lapse  of  time  prescribed  by 
law,  the  property  is  sold  by  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  pawn- 
brokers. 

The  receivers  of  stolen  goods  purchase  the  stolen  property 
•absolutely. 

They  are  equally  indifferent  as  to  how  it  was  obtained, 
and  equally  silent  in  relation  to  suspicious  cases. 

The  profits  of  pawnbrokers  and  receivers,  realized  from 
stolen  property,  are  very  large." 

LIQUOR  TRAFFIC. 

The  sale  and  abuse  of  liquor  is  one  of  the  greatest  sources 
of  crime  and  disorder. 

There  are  no  less  than  2000  places  in  our  city  where  liquor 
is  sold  by  the  drink  at  all  hours,  and  nearly  all  days,  to  any 
person,  young  or  old,  white  or  black,  that  can  raise  a  few 
cents  to  pay  for  the  drink. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  this  subject  particularly. 
Could  the  control  of  the  liquor  license  be  put  directly  under 
this  Board,  we  believe  that  the  community  would  be  relieved 
of  many  of  these  nests  of  infamy  and  crime. 

We  do  not  wish  the  power  to  issue  the  license,  believing 
that  they  are  in  good  hands,  but  to  control  and  take  from  all 
parties  for  gross  violations  of  law. 

SUNDAY  LIQUOR  LAW. 

This  law  is  observed,  as  a  general  rule,  so  far  as  outward 
appearance  goes,  but  many  places  are  kept  open  by  means 
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of  a  private  entrance,  as  the  many  presentments  to  the 
Grand  Jury  will  show. 

Then  they  are  fined,  and  go  on  again  in  the  violation  of 
the  law. 

We  ask  you  to  consider  the  propriety  of  a  change  of  this 
law — to  cancel  all  licenses  for  violation  after  the  second  offence, 
and  give  this  Board  the  power  to  carry  out  the  law, 

SELLING  CIGARS  AND  TOBACCO  ON  SUNDAY. 

The  present  law  prohibiting  the  sale  of  cigars  and  tobacco 
on  Sunday,  does  not,  in  its  present  form,  meet  the  case,  as 
by  the  decision  of  the  courts,  only  one  sale  is  finable  in  a 
day.  If  the  laws  can  be  so  amended  so  as  to  make  it  finable 
for  each  and  every  sale,  it  would  be  more  effectual . 

JUVENILE  CRIMINALS. 

There  are  in  our  c\ty,  as  in  all  large  cities,  a  great  many 
juvenile  offenders  which  are  too  old  to  be  sent  to  the  House 
of  Refuge,  and  too  young  to  be  placed  with  the  old  criminals 
in  Jail. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  great  necessity  for  a 
house  of  correction,  a  work-house,  or  some  place  of  moral 
improvement,  where  the  young  in  crime  might  be  placed, 
and  learn  some  useful  employment,  and  be  educated  to 
better  things  than  they  now  learn  on  our  streets. 

SALE  OF  PROPERTY. 

-  It  is  often  the  case  that  property  is  taken  from  thieves,  for 
which  no  owner  appears,  and  the  thief  does  not,  in  some 
instances,  return  to  claim,  after  it  has  been  advertised, 
thereby  leaving  it  in  the  hands  of  the  police  authorities,  with 
no  power  to  dispose  of  it  for  a  year. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  a  law  to 
authorize  the  sale  of  such  property  in  a  shorter  time  than  is 
prescribed  by  law,  and  place  the  proceeds  to  the  benefit  of 
the  special  fund. 
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As  also  to  sell  perishable  property,  such  as  cattle  or  horses 
that  may  be  taken  up  estray  (for  which  no  owner  appears,) 
in  a  less  time  than  is  now  prescribed  by  law. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

Being  closely  allied  to  this  department,  the  Police  force 
has  rendered  all  the  aid  in  their  power  to  continue  to  our 
city  its  present  good  health. 

We  are  willing,  at  all  times,  to  assist  in  every  effort  to 
preserve  the  cleanliness  of  our  city,  thereby  removing  many 
of  the  dangers  of  an  epidemic. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  refer  you  to  the  tables  annexed, 
as  we  believe  they  will  compare  favorably  with  the  Police 
statistics  of  any  city  in  the  country,  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing statements  : 

Statement  A,  being  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements from  January  1,  to  January  31,  1865. 

Statement  B  will  show  the  condition  and  working  of  the 
special  fund.  Owing  to  the  severity  of  last  winter,  during 
January  and  February,  the  night  men  were  furnished,  at 
from  12  to  1  o'clock,  with  hot  coffee,  bread  and  meat,  there- 
by greatly  increasing  their  efficiency.  This  expense  was 
paid  from  the  special  fund. 

Statement  C.  The 'number  of  arrests  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1865. 

Statement  D.  Work  of  the  Detective  force  from  January

REPORT 


Office  of  the  Water  Board, 

Baltimore,  January  12,  1S66. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen: 

The  undersigned  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  submit  their 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1865. 

The  Commissioners  are  gratified  to  state  that  the  City  Water 
Works  are  in  a  sound  condition,  and  everything  about  them  in 
good  order,  no  accident  of  any  importance  having  occurred 
since  they  were  finished,  three  years  ago.  A  full  supply  of  clear 
water  has  been  furnished  with  less  interruptions  than  in  any 
previous  year.  No  care  has  been  spared  to  preserve  the  water 
pure,  and  to  protect  it  from  adulteration.  All  available  means 
are  used  to  prohibitofFensive  matter  of  any  kind  from  contami- 
nating it,  and  the  Commissioners  desire  not  only  to  prevent 
offensive  or  corrupting  substances  from  being  thrown  into  the 
reservoirs,  but  also  to  guard  against  everything  apparently 
objectionable  from  coming  in  contact  with  the  water.  On 
this  account,  the  Board  have  persistently  refused  to  permit 
boats  to  be  used  on  the  Lake,  unless  in  cases  of  indispensable 
necessity,  and  to  allow  no  infraction  upon  regulations  author- 
ized by  State  laws,  which  have  been  liberally  enacted,  giving 
ample  protection  and  full  authority  to  preserve  the  water  pure 
and  wholesome.  The  water  in  Jones'  Falls,  beyond  the  head 
of  Swann  Lake,  has  been  at  times  discolored  by  the  drainage 
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from  Mr.  Wright's  factory.  This  coloring  matter  is  not  be- 
lieved to  be  really  injurious,  but  it  gave  the  water  an  un- 
natural appearance  at  the  extreme  head  waters  of  the  Lake, 
and  the  Board,  with  consent  of  the  proprietor,  has  recently 
sunk  wells  to  receive  the  colored  liquid  from  the  vats  of  the 
factory. 

The  business  of  the  Department,  in  its  several  divisions, 
has  been  prosecuted  with  regularity  and  promptness.  The 
large  number  of  customers — over  fourteen  thousand — require 
constant  attention  and  vigilance,  and  the  officers,  clerks,  and 
others  make  every  effort  to  give  general  satisfaction.  The 
revenue  increases  with  uniform  regularity  from  year  to  year, 
as  the  following  statement  of  receipts  for  the  past  year  will 
show  :

And  the  estimated  revenue  for  the  year  1866  promises  a  similar 
increase. 

The  annual  revenue  has  now  reached  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  on  §3,500,000  Water  stock,  the  current  expenses 
for  salaries,  repairs,  &c,  with  a  small  sum,  comparatively, 
to  pay  for  distributing  mains.  The  annual  outlay  for  this 
purpose  is  large,  and  the  expense  for  distributing  mains  has 
been  met  partly  from  the  revenue,  but  the  greater  part  has 
been  paid  by  funds  borrowed  for  the  purpose,  from  year  to 
year,  which  now  constitutes  the  floating  debt,  as  shown  by 
the  charge  to  profit  and  loss  in  the  statement  of  the  general 
accounts  hereto  appended.  Previous  to  the  year  1862,  ap- 
propriations were  made  for  distributing  mains,  and  the  sum 
so  expended  constituted  a  part  of  the*water  stock  debt.  The 
notes  of  the  Board  have  been  issued  for  §139,000,  and  a  like 
sum  has  been  obtained  in  the  same  manner  for  several  years 
past.  In  summing  up  the  amount  paid  for  water  mains 
from  1862  to  1865,  including  these  years,  §166,936  79  has 
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been  applied,  involving  a  debt  for  which  the  annual  receipts 
are  inadequate,  and  were  not  expected  or  intended  to  be  met 
out  of  the  annual  revenue,  but  were  designed  to  form  a  part 
of  the  funded  debt.  The  Board,  therefore,  respectfully  sug- 
gest the  necessity  of  funding  its  floating  debt  created  by  this 
specific  expenditure,  to  become  a  part  of  the  Water  Stock, 
the  interest  to  be  paid  out  of  the  revenue  of  the  Department. 
Where  mains  have  been  laid,  an  immediate  revenue  has  been 
created,  yielding  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  on  the 
sum  expended,  with  the  exception  of  cases  where  an  extra- 
ordinary length  of  line  has  been  indispensable  in  order  to 
reach  distant  points  where  valuable  supplies  have  been  ob- 
tained at  the  terminus  of  the  line.  Two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  thus  invested  would  relieve  the  Board  from  a  per- 
plexing debt,  and  enable  it  to  extend  the  mains  to  points 
that  will  increase  the  revenue,  not  only  by  obtaining  water 
rents,  but  also  from  taxes  on  buildings,  by  bringing  the  mains 
within  the  distance  required. 

The  entire  length  of  mains  now  laid  is  one  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  miles.  Their  cost  has  been  $1,160,979  64.  These 
vary  in  size  from  thirty  inches  diameter  down  to  four  inches, 
with  a  small  proportion  of  a  less  size,  and  form  a  net  work 
throughout  the  city,  extending  from  the  Northern  Boundary 
avenue  to  the  Spring  Gardens,  and  running  from  the  Hicks 
Hospital  beyond  the  Western  City  Boundary  to  the  New 
Almshouse,  a  mile  east  of  the  Eastern  City  Boundary. 

There  are  now  six  hundred  and  eighty-two  fire  plugs  sup- 
plied with  water  from  the  reservoirs.  These  require  much  care 
and  attention.  They  are  examined  frequently,  and  neither 
care  or  expense  is  spared  to  keep  them  in  good  order.  They 
are  sometimes  handled  very  roughly  by  the  firemen,  and, 
upon  examination  after  a  fire,  many  of  them  are  found  use- 
less, having  been  entirely  destroyed.  As  the  fire  plugs 
cannot  be  left  without  repairs,  or,  if  necessary,  to  be  replaced 
with  new  plugs,  the  Board  have  been  compelled  to  expend 
this  year  $1,635.44  over  and  above  the  sum  appropriated, 
besides  $1,548.65  expended  the  previous  year.     For  these 
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balances,  and  also  for  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenditure 
for  186G,  the  Board  ask  an  appropriation. 

The  receipts  of  the  Department,  from  all  sources,  for  the 
year  18G5,  is  four  hundred  and  eighty-seven  thousand,  two 
hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars,  which  has  been  paid  to  the 
City  Register  by  deposits  daily.

The  report  of  the  Water  Engineer,  giving  the  details  of 
the  work  under  his  care,  is  herewith  submitted,  to  which 
the. Board  refers  for  statements  relating  to  the  Water  Works, 
and  the  report  of  the  Water  Registrar,  relating  to  the 
revenue  and  other  financial  affairs,  together  with  statistical 
statements,  are  also  herewith  submitted. 

The  work  on  Lake  Chapman  was  continued  until  late  in 
December,  when  the  severe  weather  prevented  the  employ- 
ment of  a  full  force  with  advantage.  The  second  section  of 
the  dam  was  finished  last  April,  which  raised  it  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine  feet  above  tide  ;  the  next  section,  which 
is  neaily  finished,  will  raise  the  dam  to  one  hundred  and 
eighty  feet  above  tide.  The  large  circular  screen-well,  built 
of  stone  laid  in  cement,  was  finished  in  June,  and  the  stop- 
house,  for  receiving  and  distributing  water,  will  be  com- 
pleted in  a  few  weeks  of  good  weather.     The  stop-cocks  and 
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other  fixtures  of  the  stop-house,  the  thirty-inch  mains  to 
conduct  the  water  from  tile  Hampden  Reservoir  and  Swann 
Lake  and  distributing  it  through  the  Mount  Royal  reservoir, 
together  with  waste  pipe  emptying  into  the  Falls,  are  all 
finished,  and  the  water  has  been  let  into  the  Lake,  sixty 
feet  deep,  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  embankment.  As 
soon  as  the  weather  becomes  more  favorable  for  the  prose- 
cution of  the  work,  it  will  be  resumed  with  all  the  force 
that  can  be  profitably  employed.  There  are  now  on  the 
ground  two  steam  excavators  and  two  locomotive  engines, 
with  railroad  track  on  each  side  of  the  ravine  ;  one  of  these 
excavators  will  remove  four  hundred  cubic  yards  of  earth 
per  day  ;  with  these  facilities  ready  for  the  work,  the  Board 
expect  to  make  rapid  progress  the  coming  season. 

After  due  deliberation  and  an  examination  of  the  premi- 
ses, the  Board  considered  it  advisable  to  purchase  an  addi- 
tional strip  of  land  on  the  south  margin  of  the  lake,  ex- 
tending from  the  new  entrance  gateway  of  Druid  Hill  Park 
running  eastwardly  to  a  point  near  the  dam.  The  price 
asked  for  the  land  was  extravagant,  involving  the  payment 
of  $19_,00O,  but  the  Board  was  induced  to  pay  this  sum  be- 
cause it  formed  the  apex  of  the  southern  slope  of  the  lake 
and  obviated  the  excavation  and  removal  of  a  large  quanti- 
ty of  earth  which  would  otherwise  have  cost  a  sum 
nearly  equal  to  the  cost  of  the  land,  the  addition  of  which 
furnishes  a  more  convenient  and  regular  avenue  from  the 
Park  Gate  to  the  dam.

Gentlemen  : 

Again  I  have  the  pleasure  of  laying  before  you  the  an- 
nual exhibit  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  Water  De- 
partment embracing  the  year  1865. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  with  an  estimated  collecta- 
ble basis  of  $254,652  38  made  at  the  commencement  of  last 
year,  and  which  was  increased  during  the  year  by  additions 
less  the  abatements,  to  $260,074  19,  and  without  any  means 
of  forcing  payments,  there  was  of  this  amount  collected 
during  the  year,  and  the  preceding  month  of  December, 
the  sum  of  $207,374  93,  less  the  discount— $16,262  16.  The 
additions  made  during  the  year  to  the  original  estimates 
were  $11,290  09,  and  the  abatements  for  the  same  time 
were  $5,868  28.

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It  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  statement  that  the  ad- 
dition made  to  revenue  from  new  supplies  have  regularly 
increased  and  the  abatement  therefrom  to  a  greater  extent 
have  declined,  the  latter  being  $5,684  43  less  the  past  year 
than  the  year  preceding  ;  these  results  are  from  causes  re- 
ferred to  in  my  last  annual  report,  and  will  necessarily  be 
less  the  piesent  year  than  the  past,  unless  very  material 
changes  should  occur  in  the  business  relations  of  our  com- 
munity which  should  require  many  of  the  changes  known 
under  the  head  of  specials  to  be  abated  ;  this  class  of  sup- 
ply is  more  uncertain  in  its  continuance  than  any  other,  fre- 
quent changes  in  business  pursuits  interrupt  their  uniformi- 
ty as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  table  of  abatements, 
the  largest  proportions  of  which  belong  to  this  class,  never- 
theless, the  large  addition  to  our  population,  our  central  po- 
sition and  facilities  for  successful  mechanical  and  manufac- 
turing pursuits  must  increase  the  demand  for  this  class  of 
supply.  And  though  the  tendency  is  to  locate  these  estab- 
lishments upon  the  surburbs  of  the  city,  any  demand  for 
this  class  of  supply  can  be  met  hereafter  with  a  less  expen- 
diture to  the  department  than  heretofore. 

The  large  expenditure  during  the  past  year  for  distribu- 
ting mains,  completes  to  Canton  the  last  of  a  series  of  exten- 
sions of  water  mains  that  have  drawn  largely  upon  the  re- 
sources of  the  department,  but  which  secures  to  every  local- 
ity within  the  city  limits  a  supply  for  any  demand  at  a  very 
small  additional  expenditure. 

It  will,  be  seen  by  reference  to  statement  E  that  the  expen- 
ditures for  fire  plugs  during  the  year  was  $4,635  44,  which 
with  a  balance  due  the  department  January,  1st  1865,  of 
$1,548  65  made  an  aggregate  of  indebtedness  of  $6,184  09, 
to  meet  which  there  was  appropriations  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, and  collected  $3,000,  leaving  a  present  indebtedness  to 
this  account  of  $3,184  09. 

The  appropriation  for  repairs  of  pumps  being  $4,000,  has 
been  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands  arising  from  necessary 
repairs  and  leaves  an  unexpended  balance  credited  to  this 
account  of  $581  00. 
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The  claim  against  the  United  States'  Government  for 
water  supplied  to  camps,  hospitals,  &c,  remains  unsettled. 
The  aggregate  amount  of  this  claim  as  recognized  and 
admitted  by  all  of  the  regular  acting  Quartermasters  of 
this  department  to  the  1st  of  May,  1865,  is  $10,256  76. 
This  claim  has  been  rejected  by  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment at  Washington,  not  that  it  is  not  in  accordance 
with  conditions  agreed  upon  hy  the  proper  officers  of  the 
Government,  but  that  the  city  of  Baltimore  should  not 
require  of  the  Government  compensation  for  the  amount 
of  water  required  for  Government  purposes  ;  as  the  lake 
furnished  more  than  was  required  for  her  own  citizens.  Ig- 
noring the  fact  that  the  citizens  have  gone  to  an  expenditure 
of  more  than  three  millions  of  dollars  to  secure  this  supply, 
the  interest  of  which  is  annually  paid  by  them. 

No  more  unjust  would  it  have  been  for  the  Government 
to  have  claimed  all  the  surplus  provisions  of  the  nation' 
upon  which  to  have  maintained  the  armies  without  compen- 
sation than  require  of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  this  con- 
tribution. 

It  is  not  only  unjust  in  principle,  but  in  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  says  no  private 
property  shall  be  taken  for  public  purposes  without  compen- 
sation. A  principle,  I  believe,  recognized  by  the  Govern- 
ment with  this  above  single  exception,  and  this  exception 
may  be  traced  to  influences  outside  of  questions  which  should 
be  regarded  in  decisions  in  equity. 

Statement  H  shows  the  estimate  revenue  from  rent  and 
tax  for  the  year  1866  to  be  $270,896  38,  being  in  excess  of 
•last  year  §16,244  00,  of  which  amount  we  may  anticipate 
to  receive  about  $212,000  00  during  the  current  year,  and 
of  balances  of  former  years  about  $55,000  00.

Baltimore,  "December  30,  1865. 
To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen  : — I  submit,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  the 
following  detailed  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  Wa- 
ter Engineer's  department  for  the  year  1865. 

Such  is  the  substantial  and  perfect  character  of  the  dam, 
aqueduct  and  reservoirs,  that  they  have  required  no  repairs 
in  the  past  year  ;  the  only  expense  incurred  has  been  to  pre- 
serve them  in  their  present  perfect  condition.  I  refer  you 
to  a  more  detailed  statement  in  reference  to  them  in  my 
last  year's  report,  they  are  in  quite  as  good  condition  now 
as  at  the  date  of  that  report. 

No  extraordinary  repairs  have  been  necessary  either  to 
the  mains  or  distributing  pipe  in  the  city  ;  the  whole  num- 
ber of  repairs  made  during  the  year,  exclusive  of  service 
pipe,  for  which  a  charge  is  made,  are  are  as  follows  : 

Main  leaks 302 

Main  stops 62 

Fire  plugs \ 99 

Hydrants 1926 

FIRE  plugs. 

The  old  plugs  which  were  formerly  erected  for  the  engines 

of  the  volunteer  department  are  not  well  adapted  to  the  use 

of  the  steam  fire  engines.     After  each  fire  we  are  either  to 

repair  the  old  plugs  or  renew -them  with  a  large  iron-case 

34 
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three-nozzle  plug,  at  an  expense  of  about  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each,  and  the  law  requiring  a  fire  plug  to  be  placed  at 
every  square,  as  the  distributing  pipes  are  extended,   will, 
make  it  necessary  to  have  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for 
the  year  1866. 

PUMPS. 

The  pumps  are  getting  in  bad  condition  from  long  use  ; 
many  of  them  are  well  nigh  worn  out,  and  many  others  are 
so  much  decayed  that  they  cannot  be  repaired.  It  will  re- 
quire at  least  §4,000  for  the  year  1866  to  keep  them  in  work- 
ing order,  as  there  must  be  a  number  renewed,  and  the  ex- 
pense of  a  new  pump  is  about  100  per  cent,  more  than 
formerly.  The  residents  in  the  vicinity  of  wells  of  good 
water  are  extremely  anxious  that  the  pumps  should  be  kept 
in  good  working  order,  as  evidenced  by  the  many  applicants 
to  the  City  Council  for  the  repairs  and  renewal  of  pumps. 
New  pumps  put  in,  18 ;  old  pumps  removed,  16 ;  re- 
paired, 354.

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REPORT  OF  ASSISTANT  ENGINEER. 


Baltimore,  January  1,  186G. 

James  S.  Suter,  Esq.,  Water  Engineer  : 

Dear  Sir  :  That  portion  of  the  Dam  at  Lake  Chapman 
139  feet  above  tide,  the  manner  of  constructing  the  same 
mention  was  made  in  my  last  .annual  report,  was  completed 
in  April,  1865. 

The  next  height  of  Dam  taken  to  be  built  was  41  feet,  or 
180  feet  above  tide,  from  which  point  a  railroad  track  was 
laid  on  each  side  of  ravine  terminating  at  the  upper  or 
western  end  of  Lake,  where  the  great  body  of  material 
necessary  to  form  that  immense  embankment  is  to  be  derived. 

Though  retarded  necessarily  during  the  past  winter  in  the 
progress  of  the  work,  yet  the  method  adopted  of  dumping 
material  for  forming  a  Dam  into  water,  enabled  us  to 
work  at  times  when  work  of  this  kind  could  not  otherwise 
have  been  prosecuted. 

The  purchase  of  an  additional  supply  of  railroad  iron,  with 
an  increased  motive  power,  early  in  the  Fall,  of  a  new  steam 
excavator  and  locomotive,  did  much  towards  the  advance- 
ment of  the  work,  as  shown  by  the  number  of  cubic  yards 
excavated  by  steam  power  and  by  hand  to  have  been  in 
round  numbers  one  hundred  thousand. 

The  keeping  of  the  puddle  core  in  the  centre  of  Dam  up 
with  the  embankments  on  each  side  has  been  strictly  adhered 
to,  though  the  material  that  sometimes  went  to  form  puddle 
was  not  always  of  the  best  quality  ;  yet,  by  thoroughly 
saturating  with  water  the  embankments  on  each  side  of  the 
puddle  ditch,  all  fears,  I  think,  of  a  settlement  of  the  Dam 
after  its  completion  may  be  allayed. 
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The  construction  of  a  screen  wheel  for  effluent  mains, 
which  was  delayed  by  the  severe  winter  of  last  year,  was 
completed,  June  27th,  to  three  feet  above  surface  of  water 
in  Lake. 

The  Stop-house,  which  is  now  being  built,  is  located  on 
the  plateau  of  ground  at  eastern  foot  of  Dam  fronting  the 
Northern  Central  Eailroad,  was  commenced  during  the 
summer,  all  the  connections  with  the  mains  from  Hampden 
Reservoir  were  completed  in  December,  and  the  water  passed 
through  the  new  stops  and  pipes  in  stop-house  to  town. 

On  the  18th  of  December  the  first  water  was  let  into  Lake 
Chapman  ;  since  then  there  has  been  some  sixty  feet  of  water 
in  the  Lake,  used  only  for  constructing  purposes.  As  the 
Dam  is  widened  out  to  its  proper  dimensions,  the  material 
is  dumped  into  the  water,  and  thereby  effectually  consolida- 
ting the  structure. 

The  total  expenditure  at  Lake  Chapman  for  1865  was  one 
hundred  and  sixty-four  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents,  (§164,054.73.) 

The  value  of  machinery,  tools,  and  materials  of  all  kinds 
on  hand,  as  shown  by  the  accompanying  statements^  amounts 
to  forty  thousand,  two  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and 
seventy-nine  cents,  §40,220.79. 

The  sale  of  old  material,  during  1865,  amounted  to  two 
hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  and  fifteen  cents,  8233.15. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Branches  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  submit  the  following  report, 
with  the  customary  annual  statement  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  their  department  during  the  year  1865. 

The  operations  of  the  Department,  as  will  appear  by  this 
statement,  have  reached  a  magnitude  hardly  foreseen  or  con- 
templated by  those  who  were  instrumental  in  its  organization. 
So  far  from  being  a  department  subordinate,  and  adjunct 
merely,  to  another,  it  may  justly  be  regarded  now,  if  estima- 
te I  by  the  important  interests  committed  to  its  charge,  and 
the  large  sums  it  has  to  manage  and  dispose  of,  as  one  of 
secondary  importance  and  responsibility  to  no  other  of  the 
Corporation. 

"The  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  remind  you,  as  stated  in 
a  former  report,  that  their  sphere  of  action  is  very  limited. 
Their  duty  consists  in  negotiating  such  loans,  and  in  effecting 
such  sales  and  leases  of  property  as  the  Council  may  direct. 
The  Register  is  independent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance, 
and.  consequently,  they  have  no  charge  or  authority  in  his 
office,  nor  supervision  of  his  accounts  or  books.  This  explana- 
tion is  made  from  an  apprehension  that  an  idea  is  generally 
entertained  that  their  office  and  duties  are  co-extensive  with 
the  financial  concerns  of  the  city,  as  their  title  might  naturally 
imply." 

Permit  us  to  suggest  whether  or  not  this  state  of  affairs 
should  be  continued,  or  whether  ft  would  not  be  far  prefer- 
able to  re-organize  the  Commissioners  of  Finance's  Depart- 
ment separate  and  distinct  from  that  of  the  City  Register's. 
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You  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  general  statement  for 
the  cash  balances  credited  to  our  several  Sinking  Funds,  and 
to  the  Sinking  Fund  statement  for  their  general  condition, 
and  the  large  investments  made  in  city  stock  and  guaranteed 
bonds.

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REPORT. 


Office  of  the  Public  Park  Commission, 
January  1,  1866. 

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore : 

The  eighth  annual  report  of  the  Public  Park  Commission 
respectfully  represents  as  follows  : 

DRUID    HILL   PARK. 

The  principal  work  done  here  since  the  last  report  has 
been  the  improvement  of  the  grounds  adjacent  to  the  main 
entrance.  The  original  purchase  from  Mr.  Rogers  included 
the  lot  lying  north  of  the  Whatcoat  grave  yard,  between 
Madison  lane  and  Lawson's  lane,  and  separated  from  the 
body  of  the  park  by  Rogers'  lane.  It  was  an  open  common, 
seamed  with  the  traces  of  former  roads,  sterile  and  unpro- 
ductive, but  having  scattered  upon  it,  here  and  there,  some 
fine  old  oaks.  Its  recommendation  was  its  command  of  the 
eminence  on  which  it  was  desirable  to  place  the  main  en- 
trance. On  the  opposite  side  of  Madison's  lane,  the  Com- 
mission had  bought  from  Mr.  Rogers  his  one-fourth  interest 
in  the  Mount  Vernon  Cemetery,  and  looked  forward  to  such 
a  partition  of  that  property,  in  which  no  burial  had  ever 
taken  place,  as  would  one  day  give  them  the  control  of  both 
sides  of  the  lane  from  Mr.  Brooks'  boundary  to  the  park. 
This  was  had  sooner  than  was  anticipated  under  the  agree- 
ment with  the  Water  Board,  mentioned  in  the  fifth  annual 
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report,  and  during  the  past  year  the  fence  has  been  removed 
so  as  to  enlarge  the  park  in  this  direction  ;  the  additional 
ground  has  been  levelled,  laid  out  with  walks  and  planted  ; 
the  redoubt  thrown  up  as  a  defence  of  Baltimore  in  IS60 
has  been  so  changed  by  di^in^  awav  the  earth  to  the  bot- 
torn  of  the  ditch  on  one  side  and  making  a  mound  to  the  top 
of  the  parapet  on  another,  as  to  make  it  an  agreeable  feature 
in  the  picturesque;  the  gate-house  has  been  removed  bodily 
from  its  former  position  to  within  a  convenient  distance  of 
the  new  entrance,  and  the  avenue  from  the  latter  to  the  edge 
of  the  forest  has  been  so  far  completed  that  it  only  awaits 
the  spiing,  when  the  pedestals,  whose  foundations  are 
already  laid,  can  be  erected  and  the  colossal  urns  placed 
upon  them,  to  realize  the  description  of  this  part  of  their 
work  which  the  Commission  gave  in  their  last  annual  re- 
port. This  avenue  the  Commission,  in  the  absence  of  the 
only  member  who  might  have  objected  —  being  the  party 
identified  with  the  name  —  have  called  "Swann  avenue/' 
in  recognition  of  the  well  known  and  honorable  connection 
of  Governor  Swann  with  the  parks  of  Baltimore. 

THE   MAIN    ENTRANCE. 

The  completion  of  this  depends  upon  the  receipt  of  the 
stone  from  Nova  Scotia.  The  enormous  blocks  of  which  it 
is  built  have  to  be  quarried  to  order.  Five  of  these,  weigh- 
ing seventeen  tons  each,  have  been  received.  Three  more 
of  the  same  size  have  been  lost  on  the  way,  the  vessel  carry- 
ing them  not  having  been  heard  from  since  she  left  the 
quarries  months  ago.  Duplicates  have  been  ordered,  and 
are  now  ready  for  shipment.  This  cannot  take  place,  how- 
ever, until  the  navigation  opens  in  the  spring.  In  the  mean- 
while the  contractor  is  at  work  upon  other  portions  of  the 
structure,  and  a  large  number  of  the  blocks  have  been  pre- 
pared for  setting  whenever  the  weather  shall  permit.  The 
massiveness  of  the  materials  and  the  excellence  of  the  work- 
manship, apparent  even  now  to  all  visitors  of  the  park, 
satisfy  the  Commission  that  their  anticipations  of  the  beauty 
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and  effect  of  the  main   entrance,   when   completed,  will   be 
fully  realized,   and  that  the  work  will  reflect   the   highest 

credit  on  Mr.  George  A.  Fredericks,   architect,  from  whose 
plans,  in  detail,  it  is  being  executed. 

THE   PARK    RAILWAY. 

As  stated  in  Vne  last  annual  report,  the  City  Passenger 
Railway  Company,  which  had  worked  the  park  railway  from 
its  opening,  declined  doing  so  after  the  first  of  May  last, 
having  found  the  business  anything  but  remunerative.  The 
Commission  thus  found  themselves  with  a  new  business,  in 
which  they  had  no  experience,  on  their  hands,  and  proceeded 
at  once  to  procure  the  necessary  horses,  harness  and  cars. 
with  the  numerous  appurtenances,  which,  as  was  soon  dis- 
covered, were  necessary.  Stables  had  to  be  built,  hostlers, 
drivers  and  conductors  engaged,  feed  bills,  shoeing  bills, 
saddlers'  bills  to  be  paid,  sick  horses  to  be  cured  or  sold, 
fresh  horses  to  be  bought,  and,  in  fine,  a  business,  compli- 
cated with  details,  to  be  carried  on,  certain  in  no  other 
results  than  trouble  and  expenditure  —  a  business  lasting 
but  for  a  portion  of  the  year,  and  whose  profits  even  then 
were  wholly  dependent  on  the  fineness  of  the  weather.  The 
reasons  why  the  City  Passenger  Railway  Company  threw 
up  their  contract  very  soon  became  apparent. 

Their  experience  with  horses  being  unsatisfactory,  the 
Commission,  after  full  inquiries  and  careful  investigation, 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  steam  would  answer  their  pur- 
pose a  great  deal  better,  and  they  accordingly  ordered  a 
dummy  engine  (so  called)  from  Messrs.  Grice  and  Long,  of 
Philadelphia.  Sixty-six  of  them  were  in  use  and  had  given 
satisfaction  on  other  short  roads,  and  it  was  not  seen  why  a 
sixty-seventh  should  not  do  equally  well  on  the  park  rail- 
way. 

The  dummy  accordingly  made  its  appearance  at  the  end 
of  August,  and  has  more  than  answered  all  reasonable  ex- 
pectations as  regards  efficiency,  certainty  and  economy.  The 
Commission  are  about  to  order  another  to  be  in  readiness  bv 
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the  spring,  and  do  not  doubt  that  the  two  will  furnish  the 
amplest  accommodation  for  visitors  during  the  coming  year. 
Unlike  horses  and  men,  the  dummy  neither  eats  nor 
drinks  when  it  is  idle.  Its  engineman  has  thus  far  been 
able  to  attend  to  all  its  repairs,  and  when  the  visitors  to  the 
park  are  so  few  as  not  to  require  its  use,  he  drives  the  close 
one-horse  car,  which  then  more  than  supplies  the  public 
demand.  Indeed  so  satisfied  are  the  Commission  of  the  suc- 
cess of  their  experiment  that  they  have  directed  such  im- 
provements in  the  location,  gradients  and  construction  of 
the  railway  track  as  will  materially  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  machine.  These  will  be  completed  by  the  early 
spring. 

STATION    OX    NORTH    AVENUE. 

Up  to  this  time  visitors  by  railway  to  the  park  have  been 
put  down  at  the  terminus  of  the  City  Passenger  Railway  in 
Madison  street  and  walked  at  once  to  the  park  cars,  or 
awaited  their  arrival  under  the  porches  of  one  or  other  of 
the  taverns  in  the  vicinity.  The  Commission  propose  now 
to  establish  a  station  with  suitable  accommodations  for  pas- 
sengers and  visitors  on  North  avenue,  and  to  make  such 
arrangements  with  the  City  Passenger  Railway  Company 
as  will  afford  every  facility  for  the  transfer  of  visitors  from 
one  set  of  cars  to  the  other. 

APPROACH  FROM  NORTH  AVENUE. 

In  their  last  annual  report  the  Commission  explained  their 
plan  of  widening  Madison  lane  to  the  width  of  the  gateway 
or  main  entrance  into  the  park  —  seventy -four  feet — and 
establishing  a  uniform  grade  from  the  southernmost  edge 
of  the  woods  on  the  west  side  by  a  fill  in  the  front  of  Mr. 
Brooks'  residence,  and  a  cut  in  front  of  Mr.  Hoffman's. 
The  means  of  the  Commission,  however,  have  been  too  lim- 
ited to  permit  any  thing  to  be  done  as  yet  in  this  direction. 
The  improvement,  when  completed,  will  be  a  very  noble 
one,  and  inasmuch  as  the  Commission  are  willing  to  do  the 
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grading  and  gravelling  without  charge  to  the  property- 
holders  on  each  side,  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  give  what 
land  may  be  necessary  for  the  enlargement. 

THE   PARK   CRESCENT. 

This  is  the  name  which  the  Commission  propose  to 
to  the  area  which  they  desire  to  have  open  in  front  of  the 
main  entrance,  being  a  semicircle  of  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  radius  on  which  the  building  lots  facing  the  gate- 
way will  have  their  fronts.  It  is  certainly  not  going  too  far 
to  say  that  these  lots  will  be  unsurpassed  in  beauty  of  loca- 
tion by  any  in  Baltimore  or  its  vicinity.  The  Commission 
have  not  yet  obtained  what  ground  may  be  necessary  for 
the  park  crescent,  but  the  value  of  the  improvement  to  the 
property-owners  will,  it  is  hoped,  induce  them,  as  in  tire 
case  of  widening  Madison  lane,  to  give  gratuitously  the 
space  required  for  it. 

THE   WATER   SUPPLY. 

This  remains  as  it  did  at  the  date  of  the  last  report,  nor 
can  any  change  be  effected  until  the  completion  of  Lake 
Chapman,  in  anticipation  of  which,  however,  preparations 
should  be  made  during  the  coming  year.  The  lake  from. 
Edmunds'  well  and  Spring  Lake  both  suffered  from  the 
drouth  of  the  last  summer,  but  not  so  much  as  was  expected. 
The  spring  near  the  old  farm  house  has  been  led  to  a  con- 
venient spot  near  Spring  Lake,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
not  be  long  before  the  liberality  of  some  one  of  our  towns- 
people will  enable  the  Commission  to  do  for  it  what  Mr. 
Hopkins  and  Mr.  Xeedles  have  enabled  them  to  do  for  Silver 
Spring  and  Edmund's  Well. 

THE   DRIVES   AND    WALKS. 

During  the  last  year  these  have  been  extended  and  im- 
proved, and  the  Commission  would  call  attention  particu- 
larly to  a  new  one  from  near  Silver  Spring  to  the  northward, 
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and  which  is  an  excellent  specimen  of  what  it  is  intended 
all  the  drives  shall  he.  The  Commission  are  now  engaged 
in  regulating  the  borders  of  the  main  drive,  so  as  to  make 
them  conform  to  the  adjacent  ground,  and  doing  away,  as 
far  as  practicable,  with  the  idea  that  the  drive  is  any  thing 
more  than  a  handsome  road  laid  out  on  the  natural  surface. 
Much  attention  has  been  paid  since  the  last  report  to  the 
walks  in  the  park.  These  have  been  greatly  extended,  and 
in  every  instance  well  gravelled  and  rolled,  so  as  to  be  avail- 
able in  all  weathers. 

PLANTING. 

More  of  this  has  been  done  this  year  than  for  some  years 
past.  Great  care  has  been  taken  in  the  selection  of  the 
trees  as  well  as  in  their  grouping  and  disposition  generally. 
Abounding  as  the  park  is  in  forest  trees  and  forest,  there 
are  still  open  spaces,  formerly  cultivated  fields,  requiring 
planting  to  bring  them  into  keeping  with  other  portions  of 
the  domain.  To  do  this  judiciously  careful  study  is  required, 
and  it  is  here,  more  than  elsewhere,  that  the  science  of  land- 
scape gardening  is  necessary,  that  on  either  side  of  the  roads 
pictures  may  be  presented  to  the  travellers  upon  them. 

DONATIONS. 

Mr.  George  Bartlett  presented  the  park  a  bronze  copy  of 
full  size  of  the  celebrated  antique  of  the  boy  and  the  swan, 
attributed  to  the  most  celebrated  of  the  ancient  sculptors. 
It  has  been  placed  on  a  suitable  pedestal,  inscribed  with  the 
name  of  the  donor,  on  the  mound  in  Council  Grove. 

Captain  Wambersie,  to  whose  kindness  the  Commission 
was  indebted  for  the  first  swans  that  made  their  appearance 
in  the  park,  has  made  further  contributions  in  the  same 
way. 

Miss  Blair,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  presented  a  handsome 
deer,  which  has  taken  its  place  among  the  herd  roaming  at 
large  through  the  park. 
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PLANS   FOR    EIGHTEEN   HUNDRED    AND    SIXTY-SIN. 

These,  the  ordinance  requires,  should  be  stated  in  the 
annual  report.  They  embrace  the  opening  of  new  drives 
and  walks  and  the  improvement  of  old  ones. 

Tempest  Hill  still  remains  unimproved  for  want  of  means. 
The  plans  of  the  Commission,  as  already  stated,  is  to  con- 
vert the  mounds  into  one  esplanade,  and  to  erect  thereon, 
possibly,  a  pagoda  of  many  stories,  after  the  plan  of  the 
Porcelain  Tower  at  Nankin,  affording  a  shelter  for  pedes- 
trians below,  and  extensive  views  from  its  several  balconies 
of  the  surrounding  country,  and  over  the  woods  of  the  park 
and  beyond  the  city,  of  the  distant  bay.  Such  a  structure 
has  long  been  the  admiration  of  visitors  in  the  Kew  Gardens 
near  London. 

As  Lake  Chapman  approaches  completion  the  importance 
of  including  within  the  park  the  ground  lying  between  it 
and  the  present  boundaries  of  the  park  becomes  more  and 
more  apparent.  The  greater  part  of  this  is  already  in  the 
hands  of  the  Commission  and  the  Water  Board.  What  still 
remains  under  the  control  of  private  owners  can  easily  be 
obtained  by  purchase  or  condemnation  ;  and  when  this  is 
done  the  park,  with  Lake  Chapman  as  one  of  its  most 
striking  and,  indeed,  its  most  characteristic  feature,  would 
be  brought  much  nearer  to  the  eastern  portion  of  the  city, 
and  be  of  easy  access  from  the  Susquehannah  Railroad  at  a 
station  within  the  park  itself.  To  accomplish  it,  however, 
the  cooperation  of  the  Water  Hoard  is  essential,  as  well  as  a 
considerable  addition  to  the  means  now  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Commission.  Should  it  be  effected,  the  Commission 
would  most  cheerfully  undertake  the  improvement  of  so 
much  of  the  ground  as  the  Water  Board  might  not  desire 
to  control. 

The  introduction  of  water  from  Lake  Chapman  or  the 
Hampden  reservoir  into  the  park,  to  be  pumped  into  a 
reservoir  on  the  hill  behind  the  pavilion,  from  whence  it 
will  supply  the  fountains  and  lakes  of  the  park  proper,  will 
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command  the  attention  of  the  Commission  during  the  ensu- 
ing year  should  sufficient  means  be  placed  at  their  disposal. 
It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Water  Board  may  desire  to 
provide  a  service  for  those  parts  of  the  city  which  cannot  be 
reached  from  the  present  reservoirs  by  establishing  one  of 
sufficient  size  on  the  same  hill.  This  can  so  easily  be  done 
that  the  Commission  are  in  hopes  of  having  the  cooperation 
of  the  Water  Board  in  this  part  of  their  work. 

The  widening,  grading  and  gravelling  of  Madison's  lane, 
already  mentioned,  is  also  a  work  that  should  be  attended 
to  in  the  coming  year,  so  as  to  be  completed  by  the  time  the 
main  entrance  is  thrown  open  for  use. 

The  want  of  a  superintendant's  house  and  office  on  the 
premises  has  been  much  felt  since  Mr.  Faul  had  to  move 
his  family  from  the  mansion  house  while  the  latter  was  be- 
ing converted  into  the  pavilion.  The  present  office  is  in 
one  of  the  upper  rooms,  but  it  is  inaccessable  and  inconve- 
nient. Estimates  for  a  suitable  building  in  a  suitable  loca- 
tion have  been  made,  to  be  put  up  whenever  sufficient  means 
shall  be  furnished  for  the  purpose. 

Other  objects  will  doubtless  suggest  themselves  during 
the  coming  year.  The  above,  however,  are  the  most  impor- 
tant now  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Commission. 

RESOURCES. 

These,  as  your  honorable  body  is  aware,  are  derived  from 
the  City  Passenger  Kailway,  sales  of  fruit  trees,  wood  and 
hay,  and  from  rents,  in  addition  to  the  special  appropria- 
tions heretofore  made  and  chargeable  for  interest  and  sink- 
ing funds  to  the  railway  revenue.  The  balance  of  revenue, 
after  paying  the  interest  on  the  bonds  issued  for  the  pur- 
chase money  and  on  account  of  the  special  appropriations, 
and  providing  for  the  sinking  funds,  is  not  more  than  suffi- 
cient to  maintain  the  two  parks  in  proper  condition,  and 
sometimes  to  make  a  small  and  inexpensive  improvement. 
At  Druid  Hill  Park  it  has  not  been  sufficient  to  authorize 
the  employment  of  more  than  one  gang  of  twenty  men,  with 
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four  carts  and  horses.  The  second  gang,  employed  in  the 
work  near  the  gateway  for  the  last  season,  has  been  charged 
to  the  last  special  appropriation. 

Under  these  circumstances,  if  the  improvement  of  the 
parks  is  to  be  pushed  so  as  to  give  the  generation  that 
planned  and  has  thus  far  prosecuted  them  the  full  benefit  of 
whatever  art  can  do  in  enhancing  and  adding  to  their  beau- 
ties, your  honorable  body  must  give,  not  loan,  to  them  ;  for 
their  railway  income  cannot  safely  be  relied  on  to  do  more 
than  meet  present  charges  and  provide  for  their  decent 
maintenance  and  repair.  This  was  fully  stated  in  the  last 
annual  report,  and  the  greater  experience  since  acquired 
has  only  served  to  confirm  what  was  then  said  in  this  con- 
nection. 

pattersox's  park. 

The  removal  of  the  military  hospitals  since  the  date  of 
the  last  annual  report  has  enabled  the  Commission  to  com- 
plete the  grading  of  the  ground  occupied  by  them,  and  to 
extend  the  system  of  roads  and  walks  adopted  iu  other  parts 
of  the  park.  These  are  now  in  admirable  order,  and  receive 
general  commendation. 

A  marble  fountain,  with  a  basin  coped  with  white  marble 
fifty  feet  in  diameter,  has  been  erected  near  the  main  en- 
trance, and  forms  a  characteristic  and  admirable  ornament. 
It  has  been  for  some  time  completed.  The  waste  water  is 
conducted  to  the  lake,  where  it  forms  another  fountain, 
whose  basin  is  the  lake  itself.  The  availability  of  the  pres- 
ent city  water  'works  at  Patterson's  Park  gives  to  it,  just 
now,  great  advantage  in  this  respect  over  Druid  Hill. 

The  use  made  of  the  lake  as  a  skating  pond  the  last  win- 
ter induced  the  Commission  to  enlarge  it  by  diggiug  down 
the  banks  and  throwing  the  material  into  the  bed  of  the 
lake,  whose  depth  was  in  this  way  diminished  to  some  three 
feet,  which  not  only  facilitated,  its  freezing,  but  obviated  all 
danger  of  accidents  from  breaking  through  the  ice. 

Should  the  suggestions  of  this  report  be  adopted  by  your 
honorable  body  in  regard  to  the  present  improvement  and 
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development  of  the  public  parks,  the  claims  of  Patterson's 
Park  must  not  be  overlooked.  At  some  future  day,  when 
the  surrounding  streets  are  all  built  upon,  the  whole  area 
will  doubtless  be  enclosed  with  an  iron  railing  such  as  is 
now  seen  on  a  part  of  the  Gist  street  front.  In  the  mean- 
while, however,  the  Commission  would  be  glad  to  have  it 
in  their  power  to  complete  the  present  railing  on  that  front, 
to  build  a  suitable  lodge  and  gate-house,  with  a  proper  and 
ornamental  entrance  to  the  park  ;  to  remove  the  keeper's 
dwelling,  which  is  now  as  unsightly  as  it  is  misplaced  ;  to 
erect  a  handsome  music  stand,  an  appropriate  structure  at 
the  spring,  and  shelters  and  arbours  at  various  points  in 
the  park,  as  well  as  to  continue  the  planting  of  the  grounds. 
Comparatively  speaking,  but  little  remains  to  be  done  at 
Patterson's  Park  to  make  it  every  thing  that  can  reasonably 
be  desired. 

It  is  proper  to  add  in  this  connection  that  the  special  ap- 
propriation for  Patterson's  Park  has  been  so  nearly  expended 
as  to  leave  no  funds  not  required  for  its  present  maintenance, 
without  reference  to  works  of  improvement.

The  excess  above  regular  receipts  in  the  case  of  Druid  Hill 
Park  for  the  year  ending  December  31.  1865,  is  §35,482.29, 
and  of  Patterson's  Park,  §8,978  05,  which  excess  has  been 
paid  out  of  the  special  appropriations  for  these  parks  respec- 
tively. 

VISITORS. 

The  number  of  pedesdrians  entering  the  park  at  its  differ- 
ent entrances,  including  railway  passengers,  during  the  year 
was  228,343  ;  of  equestrians,  14,325,  and  of  vehicles,  89,991. 
Averaging  the  carriages  to  carry  three  persons  each,  the 
whole  number  of  visitors  during  the  year  has  been  upwards 
of  332,659,  numbers  entering  at  the  Woodbury  foot-gate,  of 
which  no  record  is  kept. 

In  concluding  their  report  the  Commission  have  great 
pleasure  in  speaking  in  the  highest  terms  of  their  superin- 
tendent and  engineer,  Mr.  August  Paul,  whose  scientific 
skill  and  excellent  taste  and  judgment  have  been  more  than 
ordinarily  illustrated  in  the  management  of  the  redoubt  and 
the  grounds  about  it;  in  the  location  of  "  Swann  avenue" 
and  its  construction,  and  in  the  road  northwardly  from  Sil- 
ver Spring.     Indeed  all  Mr.  Paul's  work  shows  how  closely 
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engineering  science  of  a  high  order  is  connected,  in  a  case 
like  the  present,  with  landscape  gardening  in  its  noblest 
sense. 

Of  Mr.  Sullivan,  in  charge  of  the  police  of  Druid  Hill 
Park,  the  Commission  have  to  speak  in  the  same  terms  of 
commendation  as  on  former  occasions.  Good  order  has  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  year,  although,  with  the  exception, 
occasionally,  of  a  few  of  the  city  police,  he  has  neither  had 
nor  required  any  assistance.  Certainly  as  yet  the  Commis- 
sion have  found  no  occasion  for  the  expensive  police  force 
which  in  other  places  has  been  employed.  Mr.  Roe,  in 
charge  of  the  park  hands  proper,  and  who  was  Mr.  Rogers' 
farmer  for  many  years  before  the  park  was  purchased,  de- 
serves mention  for  his  valuable  services,  as  does  also  Mr. 
Smith,  in  charge  of  the  hands  employed  about  the  main  en- 
trance and  "Swann  avenue;"  nor  should  the  Commission 
omit  to  mention  Mr.  Johnson,  occupying  the  very  responsi- 
ble situation  of  immediate  superintendant  of  the  work  at 
Patterson's  Park.  All  the  parties  thus  named  deserve  the 
commendations  of  the  Commission,  and  they  have  all  worked 
together  in  great  harmony  and  in  the  most  satisfactory 
manner.

Druid  Hill  Park,  January  1,  1866. 

To  the  Public  Park  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen  : — I  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  third 
annual  report  of  work  done  under  my  charge  at  Druid  Hill 
and  Paterson's  Parks  during  the  year  1865. 

I.    DRUID    HILL    PARK. 

The  first  work  commenced  in  the  spring  was  the  improve- 
ment of  the  grounds  in  the  neighborhood  of  Spring  Lake, 
near  which  the  old  farm-house  formerly  stood.  The  ap- 
pearance of  the  surface  of  the  ground  in  this  locality  was  at 
that  time  by  no  means  satisfactory,  presenting  as  it  did  to 
the  eye  the  remnants  of  old  farming  operations  in  the  way 
of  ridges,  deep  gutters,  tree  holes,  &c,  &c.  The  borders 
of  the  lake,  never  having  been  finished  or  sodded,  were 
rough  and  bare  of  grass,  especially  on  the  steep  hill-side  on 
the  east.  The  old  spring  close  to  the  road,  although  one  of 
the  best  in  the  park,  was  unimproved  and  inconvenient  to 
access.  By  the  use  of  instruments  I  selected  a  place  some 
two  hundred  feet  distant  from  its  then  locality,  where  the 
water  from  this  spring  could  be  conveyed,  where  it  would 
be  more  accessible  to  the  public,  and  where  it  would  add  a 
new  and  desirable  feature  to  the  picturesqueness  of  the  spot. 
The  Commission  having  adopted  this  suggestion,  the  water 
was  conveyed  to  the  place  indicated.  Here  a  temporary 
brick  wall,   with  a  jet  d'eau,  has  been  erected,  a  hint,  I 
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hope,  of  its  capability  of  further  improvement  by  the  erec- 
tion of  an  ornamental  fountain.  Foot-walks  have  been  con- 
structed leading  from  different  directions  to  this  locality, 
and  a  place  for  horses  and  carriages  to  stop  has  also  been 
made  by  widening  that  part  of  the  drive  opposite  the  spring. 
Numbers  of  wooden  benches  have  also  been  placed  under  the 
trees  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  lake  and  spring  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  public.  The  eastern  side  of  Spring  Lake 
was  formerly  very  steep  and  inaccessible.  Here  a  drive  and 
lower  down  a  walk  have  been  constructed,  forming  a  ter- 
race. This  drive,  after  leaving  the  borders  of  the  lake, 
winds  through  the  forest,  connecting  with  the  main  drive 
opposite  the  "  Clipper  Mills,"  adding  much  to  the  pictur- 
esque appearance  of  the  lake  and  its  surroundings  as  ap- 
proached from  the  woods. 

An  improvement  somewhat  similar  to  that  of  the  grounds 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Spring  Lake  was  completed  during 
the  past  summer  in  the  vicinity  of  what  is  now  known  as 
Edmund's  Well.  This  spring  was  then  being  improved  by 
a  handsome  white  marble  structure,  since  completed,  erected 
through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  John  J.  Needles,  in  place  of 
the  rough  stone  wall  from  which  a  small  stream  of  water 
formerly  poured.  What  was  heretofore  known  as  Edmund's 
Well  having  been  covered  over  and  abandoned,  its  water, 
which  probably  found  an  outlet  in  the  culvert  below  the 
drive,  was  caught  and  conducted  by  underground  pipes  to 
the  new  spring,  thus  adding  considerably  to  its  quantity. 
Some  alterations  in  drainage  required  by  the  design  and 
construction  of  this  new  fountain  were  completed,  as  also 
the  grading  of  the  surrounding  grounds  and  the  construction 
of  numerous  walks  with  a  view  of  facilitating  access  to  this 
locality. 

On  the  old  road  to  Silver  Spring,  at  its  connection  with 
the  main  drive,  was  a  projecting  steep  corner,  causing  much 
inconvenience  at  that  point  to  carriages  traveling  in  oppo- 
site directions.  This  has  been  graded  down  and  reduced  to 
a  proper  shape,  thereby  much  improving  the  appearance  of 
the  road.     Foot-walks  from  Silver  Spring  through  the  woods 
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to  Woodbury  hill,  from  thence  to  Spring  Lake,  thence  to 
the  main  entrance,  and  others  in  those  neighborhoods  of 
shorter  lengths,  have  also  been  constructed.  The  woods  and 
walks  heretofore  existing,  and  which  were  somewhat  out  of 
order,  have  been  repaired  and  improved  as  far  as  our  means 
would  justify.  A  commencement  was  also  made  on  the  con- 
templated grading  and  sodding  of  the  main  drive  which  had 
been  constructed  under  the  superintendence  of  my  prede- 
cessor in  the  office  of  engineer  of  the  park. 

Many  trees  have  been  planted  during  the  past  year  in 
those  places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  roads  and  walks  where 
shade  was  deemed  desirable.  All  the  work  thus  far  reported 
upon,  together  with  much  else,  has  been  executed  by  a  gang 
of  about  twenty  men,  aided  by  some  horses  and  carts,  under 
the  management  of  Mr.  Thomas  Kowe,  who,  as  usual,  per- 
formed his  duties  to  my  entire  satisfaction. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  past  summer  another  gang  of 
men,  headed  hy  Mr.  David  Smith,  was  set  to  work  on  the 
outside  of  the  former  enclosure  of  the  park,  on  the  construc- 
tion of  the  great  avenue  leading  from  the  new  entrance  into 
the  park.  A  considerable  amount  of  material  being  re- 
quired for  raising  the  road  near  the  old  gate  to  a  proper 
level,  it  was  deemed  advantageous  to  remove  the  ground 
from  the  elevation  between  the  fort  and  the  avenue,  adding 
thereby,  at  the  same  time,  more  prominence  to  the  main 
entrance. 

The  removal  of  the  former  fence  to  within  forty  feet  of  the 
Whateoat  burying-ground,  closing,  as  this  did,  Ko'gers' 
lane,  required  the  grading  of  a  road  along  the  border  of  the 
burying-ground  to  Lawson's  lane.  The  elevation  on  the 
border  of  the  Whateoat  burying-ground  was,  therefore, 
graded  to  the  level  of  the  new  gateway ;  the  material  taken 
thence  being  used  for  raising  the  low  ground  near  Lawson's 
lane,  obtaining  thereby  an  easy  and  proper  grade  lor  this 
road.  Lawson's  lane  (in  front  of  the  cottages)  was  also 
graded,  I  being  guided  therein  by  the  grade  of  the  park 
railway.  Madison  lane,  approaching  as  it  did  the  new 
gateway  by  a  narrow  cut,  has  been  widened  for  some  dis- 
39 
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tance  as  far  as  the  fences  on  either  side.  This  has  heen  done 
in  view,  I  hope,  of  the  future  widening  of  the  whole  avenue, 
adding  thereby  much  to  the  grandeur  of  the  approach  to  the 
park.  A  portion  of  the  material  derived  from  these  opera- 
tions has  been  used  for  grading  the  avenue  inside  of  the 
park.  The  greater  part  of  the  earth,  however,  required  for 
this  purpose  was  obtained  by  cutting  down  the  elevated 
ground  lying  between  the  fort  and  the  avenue.  As  the 
grading  of  this  ground  to  the  level  of  the  gateway  required 
the  removal  of  the  earth  to  a  level  as  low  as  the  bottom  of 
the  ditch  in  front  of  the  fort,  thereby  increasing  its  height 
from  the  then  surface,  it  was  determined  to  allow  the  forti- 
fication to  remain,  plant  its  banks  with  trees,  and  construct 
walks  leading  to  the  top  of  it,  from  which  point  a  most 
commanding  view  of  Lake  Chapman  and  the  surrounding 
country  could  be  obtained.  This  was  a  happy  idea  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  was  accordingly  fully  carried  out.  The 
steep  embankments  of  the  fort  having  suffered  much  from 
the  effect  of  frost  and  rain,  were  altered  to  more  gentle 
slopes,  the  sharp  angular  corners  were  rounded  off,  and  the 
whole  covered  with  thick  heavy  sods.  The  deep  trench  at 
the  western  corner  crossing  the  ridge  leading  to  the  Chinese 
station  was  filled  up  to  the  level  of  the  rampart,  and  a  grav- 
elled walk  of  easy  grade  was  laid  out  and  finished  leading 
over  this  fill  and  around  the  top  of  the  battery.  Other 
walks  connecting  with  this  were  also  made  from  the  gateway 
and  from  Chinese  station.  The  gate-keeper's  lodge  having 
been  removed  from  the  old  entrance  to  the  new  one,  a  well 
has  been  dug  near  its  present  position,  serving  the  neces- 
sities of  the  gate-keeper  and  adding  also  to  the  convenience 
of  the  public.  Trees  have  been  planted  inside  of  the  fort, 
on  the  top  of  the  rampart,  on  the  slopes  of  its  banks  and  in 
the  surrounding  grounds.  The  obliteration  of  the  old  road 
(Rogers'  lane)  has  been  commenced,  as  also  the  levelling 
and  grading  of  the  ground  between  the  avenue  and  Law- 
son's  lane.  This,  together  with  the  completion  and  gravel- 
ling of  all  the  roads  and  walks,  will  probably  be  finished 
during  next  spring.     A  great  deal  of  stone  work  has  been 
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done,  required  by  the  construction  of  a  culvert  under  the 
avenue,  and  in  building  the  foundations  and  piera  for  the 
vases  to  be  placed  on  either  side  of  it.  The  grade  of  the 
avenue  is  a  uniform  descent  from  the  gateway  for  a  distance 
of  three  hundred  fleet.  Here  it  enters  upon  a  well  studied 
curve  of  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-four  feet 
radius,  and  then  ascends  to*  a  point  on  the  edge  of  the  wood 
where  it  diverges  to  the  right  and  left.  Mr.  Smith  deserves 
credit  for  his  faithful  execution  of  this  work  under  my  direc- 
tion. 

Another  small  gang  of  laborers,  under  the  superinten- 
dence of  Mr.  G.  S.  Hobbs,  an  experienced  mechanic  in  all 
matters  relating  to  earth-works  and  track-laying,  was  em- 
ployed in  adapting  the  park  railway  to  the  dummy  engine 
substituted  by  the  Commission  for  the  horse  car  formerly  in 
use.  Arrangements  were  required  for  turning  the  engine 
by  Y  tracks.  Some  sharp  curves  had  to  be  altered  to  more 
rounded  ones,  and  a  general  repairing  of  the  track  was  con- 
sidered necessary.  The  experience  obtained  in  running  the 
road  last  summer  demonstrated  the  advisability  of  reducing 
some  of  the  heavier  grades  and  curves  (upon  which  I  had 
made  a  survey  and  reported  favorably,)  and  also  of  substi- 
tuting better  and  heavier  cross-ties  in  place  of  those  then  in 
use.  This  work  is  now  going  on  and  will,  I  hope,  be  com- 
pleted during  the  coming  spring  and  summer.  In  con- 
cluding this  report  on  work  done  at  Druid  Hill  Park,  it  is 
only  proper  for  me  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  Mr. 
Robert  Sullivan  for  his  valuable  services  rendered  volun- 
tarily to  me  in  the  discharge  of  ray  various  duties. 

ii.  Patterson's  parr. 

The  United  States  hospital  being  in  this  park  was  a  seri- 
ous obstacle  to  further  improvements,  and  nothing  more 
could  be  done  here  while  it  remained  than  keeping  in  order 
that  portion  of  the  ground  already  improved,  As  soon, 
however,  as  the  hospital  was  removed  work  re-commenced, 
and  the  carriage  drive  around  the  park,  the  completion  of 
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which  had  been  interfered  with  by  the  hospital  fence,  was 
again  pushed  forward  and  continued  to  its  termination  at 
the  head  of  the  Lombard  street  entrance.  Some  new  walks 
had  also  been  graded,  when  it  was  determined  to  widen  the 
lake  for  skating  purposes,  in  order  to  meet  the  wishes  of 
that  portion  of  the  public  who  have  enjoyed  this  sport  so 
much  during  the  past  winter.  With  an  increased  force  of 
men  under  the  energetic  and  skillful  management  of  Mr. 
Josh.  Johnson,  this  work  was  commenced  in  the  course  of 
the  summer  and  soon  completed.  It  had  the  effect  of  in- 
creasing the  size  of  the  lake  to  fully  one-half  more  than  its 
former  area.  At  the  same  time  the  basin  of  a  fountain,  to 
be  supplied  from  the  city  water-works,  was  dug  near  the 
entrance  from  Lombard  street,  and  arrangements  were  made 
for  a  system  of  pipes  and  stop-cocks  for  both  the  basin  and 
the  lake.  The  amount  of  waste  water  from  this  fountain 
suggested  the  erection  of  a  second  fountain  to  play  in  the 
middle  of  the  lake,  the  level  of  which  is  some  eighty  feet 
below  that  of  the  basin,  and  which  lake  can  be  supplied 
with  water  from  the  city  works  by  a  pipe  passing  along  Gist 
street  in  front  of  the  park.  The  pipes  were  all  laid  by  Mr. 
Suter,  engineer  of  the  city  water  works.  The  basin  itself 
has  been  ornamented  with  a  handsome  white  marble  foun- 
tain. Fire  plugs  have  also  been  erected  in  connection  with 
this  system,  to  which  hose  can  be  attached  and  the  park 
irrigated  during  the  dry  season.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

In  compliance  with  an  ordinance  appointing  a  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  McDonogh  Educational  Fund  and  Institute, 
the  Trustees  heg  leave  to  make  their  annual  report. 

The  principal  part  of  the  notes  received  for  property  sold  by 
the  agents  for  the  city  of  Baltimore  matured  in  the  years  1861, 
1862  and  1863  ;  business  being  generally  suspended  during 
this  period,  but  few  payments  were  made,  and  no  informa- 
tion was  received  from  New  Orleans  from  May,  1861,  until 
January,  1863.  Since  the  latter  period  two  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand  dollars  have  been  received  and  invested 
mostly  in  Baltimore  city  stock. 

Mr.  Robert  Mott,  from  whom  no  communication  had  been 
received  for  upwards  of  four  years,  has,  within  the  past  month, 
settled  his  account  for  notes  placed  in  his  hands  for  collec- 
tion in  1861  and  1862,  deducting  therefrom  twenty-four 
thousand,  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  for  fees  for 
himself  and  C.  Roselius,  Esq.,  in  the  suit  of  Moses  Fox 
against  the  McDonogh  Estate  for  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  This  large  sum  for  fees  has  not  been  ad- 
mitted, but,  in  the  settlement  with  Mr.  Mott,  has  been  left 
for  future  adjustment. 
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From  present  prospects  it  is  believed  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  the  notes  due  will  be  settled  in  a  few  months : 
there  remains  uncollected  two  hundred  and  seven  thousand., 
one  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents  of 
this  sum.  A  single  purchaser  alone  owes  sixty  thousand,  five 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  with  two  or  three  years  interest 
on  a  part  of  the  amount.  This  latter  claim  is  not  likely  to 
be  settled  in  its  present  form.  The  greater  part  of  the  re- 
mainder may  be  considered  good,  and  will  probably  be  col- 
lected with  some  reduction  in  the  claim  for  interest.  Sev- 
eral of  the  parties  offered  to  pay  under  protest ;  the  Citizens' 
Bank  refused  to  receive  the  money  at  that  time,  because  the 
funds  could  not  be  remitted  to  Baltimore. 

ISo  arrangements  have  yet  been  made  for  selecting  a  site 
for  the  McDonogh  Institute.  Various  opinions  have  been 
expressed  in  regard  to  a  proper  location  ;  some  desiring  to 
have  it  within  the  city  limits,  others  preferring  the  county, 
where  land  sufficient  to  afford  instruction  in  agriculture  may 
be  connected  with  the  Institution.  A  committee  has  been 
appointed  to  apply  to  the  city  for  the  donation  of  a  lot  of 
ground  near  the  old  Almshouse,  which  will  soon  be  vacated. 
Whatever  may  be  the  result  of  this  application,  the  subject 
will  claim  the  attention  of  the  Board  at  an  early  day. 
Should  the  City  Council  favor  the  application,  and  furnish 
the  lot  without  an  outlay  of  funds  for  this  purpose,  arrang- 
ments  could  be  made  to  commence  the  building  the  coming 
season,  applying  the  interest  on  the  investments  in  the  erec- 
tion of  buildings,  otherwise  it  will  require  several  years  to 
pay  for  a  suitable  lot  out  of  the  annual  income  of  the  fund. 

The  assets  have  increased  in  the  past  year  fifty-eight 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  six  dollars,  and  are  now  three 
hundred  and  seventy-two  thousand,  six  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  dollars  and  forty-six  cents,  yielding  annually  twenty- 
two  thousand,  three  hundred  dollars.  The  amount  of  assets 
in  hand  paying  interest  will,  in  a  few  months,  reach  the  sum 
of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  safely  esti- 
mated to  reach  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  one  or  two 
years  from  this  time.

City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the 
operations  of  this  office. 

The  entire  loss  by  fires  for  which  alarms  have  been  given 
as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  A,  has  amounted  to 
the  sum  of  seventy-nine  thousand,  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
one  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents.  The  amount  of  insur- 
ance paid  was  sixty-six  thousand,  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  ;  making  a  loss  over  and 
above  insurance  of  twelve  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
thirty-four  dollars.  The  loss  by  fire  is  eighty-four  thousand, 
three  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents  less 
than  last  year.-  The  amount  will  compare  favorably  with 
any  other  city  in  proportion  to  number  of  inhabitants.  In 
all  cases  and  under  all  circumstances,  no  matter  how  com- 
bustible the  matter  of  material  was,  our  Baltimore  City 
Paid  Department  has  at  all  times  and  under  every  emergen- 
cy proved  by  the  activity  and  energy  of  its  officers  and 
members  fully  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  for  which 
the  department  was  instituted.  A  number  of  fires  have 
occurred  within  this  city  during  the  past  twelve  months  for 
which  no  alarms  have  been  given  to  call  out  the  fire  depart- 
ment, the  number  of  the  same  and  amount  of  loss  this  office 
has  no  account.  An  alarm  was  sounded  on  January  6,  at 
9.05  A.  M.j  caused  by  the  falling  of  a  building  on   which 
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eight  men  were  engaged  in  tearing  down  for  the  purpose  of 
widening  Holliday  street,  seven  of  the  parties  were  buried 
in  the  ruins,  three  were  instantly  killed,  the  other  four  were 
dug  out  of  the  mass  of  brick  and  timber  by  the  members  of 
the  fire  department  who  quickly  responded  to  the  alarm, 
thus  saving  the  lives  of  four  human  beings  who  in  all  pro- 
bability would  have  perished  in  the  ruins,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  daring  spirit  evinced  by  our  firemen  as  the  remain- 
ing walls  of  the  building  were  in  such  dangerous  condition 
that  other  than  those  connected  with  the  department  were 
afraid  to  venture  under  them.  An  alarm  of  fire  was  sound- 
ed on  April  13th,  11J  A.  M.,  caused  by  a  keg  of  blasting 
powder  being  placed  in  the  cellar  of  a  dwelling  house,  No. 
309  E.  Madison  street :  the  powder  was  ignited  by  a  blasting 
fuse  :  the  explosion  damaged  the  building,  tearing  out  the 
front  and  back  walls  and  tearing  up  floors,  &c.  ;  none  of  the 
parties  occupying  the  premises  were  injured  by  the  explosion, 
a  party  was  arrested  as  being  guilty  of  the  act.  After  trial 
by  the  city  Court  he  was  declared  not  guilty. 

By  reference  to  Table  H,  you  will  find  that  since  the  office 
of  Fire  Inspector  was  instituted,  the  number  of  incendiary 
fires  have  been  on  the  decrease.  The  year  past  only  four 
incendiary  fires  have  occurred.  This  may  be  attributed  to 
a  strict  and  impartial  investigation  which  is  made  as  to  the 
origination  of  all  fires.  During  the  year  several  persons 
have  been  arrested,  charged  with  arson,  but  after  trial  have 
been  acquitted.  All  the  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  this  office, 
have  been  strictly  enforced. 

Accompanying  this  report  you  will  find  a  tabular  state- 
ment, marked  A,  of  all  the  fires  and  alarms  of  fire  which 
have  occurred  during  the  year  just  closed.  In  it  you  will 
perceive  the  date  and  hour  of  the  fire,  the  locality,  the  num- 
ber of  the  signal  box  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  from 
which  the  alarm  was  sounded,  how  the  property  was  occu- 
pied, description  of  the  same,  cause  of  alarm,  and  the  name 
of  the  owners  or  occupiers,  and  the  amount  of  loss  and  insu- 
rance upon  the  same. 
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Several  minor  tables,  giving  various  kinds  of  information 
in  relation  to  fires  during  the  past  year,  have  also  been  pre- 
pared. The  one  marked  B  gives  an  account  of  what  the 
buildings  destroyed  or  damaged  were  used  for — whether  for 
dwellings  or  otherwise.  The  one  marked  C  gives  the  size 
and  style  of  buildings.  The  one  marked  D  gives  the  num- 
ber of  false  alarms  and  the  time  of  occurrence.  The  one 
marked  E  gives  the  numbers  of  fires  outside  the  city  limits, 
alarms  from  which  were  soundod  in  the  city.  The  one  marked 
F  gives  the  number  of  alarms  caused  by  chimneys,  and  the 
locality  of  the  same.  The  one  marked  H  gives  a  compara- 
tive statement  of  the  several  reports  made  from  the  office  of 
the  Fire  Inspector.  The  one  marked  I  gives  the  number 
and  locality  of  the  signal  boxes  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph, from  which  alarms  were  given  during  the  year,  and 
the  number  of  alarms  sounded  from  each  box  and  the  char- 
acter of  the  same,  whether  for  an  actual  fire,  chimney,  false, 
or  outside  the  city  limits. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  take  occasion  to  return  my  thanks 
for  the  uniform  courtesy  extended  to  me  in  the  discharge  of 
my  duties  by  the  officers  of  the  corporation  and  the  members 
of  the  Police  and  Fire  Department  generally.  In  all  inves- 
tigations of  violations  of  the  law,  and  other  duties  of  my 
office,  I  am  frequently  called  upon  to  see  them  officially, 
and  they  have  always  been  prompt  in  their  advice  and  as- 
sistance in  all  cases.
